WAC 208-04-010 Definitions. For the purposes of this 
chapter: 

(1) "Department" means the department of financial 
institutions. 

(2) "Director" means director of the department. 

(3) "Financial institution" means any bank, consumer 
loan company, credit union, foreign bank branch, savings 
bank, savings and loan association, trust company or depart- 
ment, securities broker-dealer, investment advisor, or similar 
lending institution under the department's direct jurisdiction.

Title 208 WAC: Financial Institutions, Department of 


WAC 208-04-020 Purpose; effective date. The pur- 
pose of this chapter is to implement RCW 43.19.080, which 
regulates the manner by which the director and employees of 
the department may lawfully borrow money from financial 
institutions under the jurisdiction of the department. This 
chapter applies to loans and material changes to loans made 
on or after October 1, 1993.

WAC 208-04-030 Requirements for loans to depart- 
ment employees and the director. The following proce- 
dures and requirements govern loans from financial institu- 
tions to employees and the director: 

(1) Requirements for all employees. No employee of 
the department may borrow money from a financial institu- 
tion under the jurisdiction of the department unless the loan is 
consistent with RCW 43.19.080. The director shall inform 
employees of the requirements for loans from financial insti- 
tutions that are specified in these rules and in RCW 43.19.- 
080. 

(2) Loan notification and determination of conform- 
ance requirements for employees with administrative or 
regulatory duties and the director. 

(a) Any employee of the department who the director 
determines has administrative authority or carries out func- 
tions of a regulatory or discretionary nature that could affect 
a financial institution or its officers or employees shall pro- 
vide notice to the director of a proposed loan by the financial 
institution to the employee. Upon receipt of the notice, the 
director or the director's designee shall promptly review the 
loan and notify the employee in writing whether or not the 
loan conforms with RCW 43.19.080. In cases where the loan 
does not conform, the director or the director's designee shall 
notify the employee in writing of the reason why it fails to 
conform and demand that the terms of the loan be modified to 
conform with the law. If the loan is not modified, the director 
shall commence appropriate action. 

(b) In making a loan conformance determination 
required by (a) of this subsection, the director or the director's 
designee may consider: 

(i) A written and sworn declaration by the applicant's 
loan officer or broker that the terms offered and underwriting 
procedures used are not less stringent than those prevailing at 
the time for comparable transactions with other persons not 
employed by either the department or the financial institu- 
tion; 

(ii) Rates and terms readily available in a newspaper of 
general circulation quoting rates and terms contemporaneous 
with the applicant's loan; and 

(iii) Other relevant information necessary to make a 
knowledgeable determination that the loan conforms with 
RCW 43.19.080. 

(c) The employee shall provide notice of loans covered 
by (a) of this subsection on forms prepared by the depart- 
ment. Forms must include all material terms, including but 
not limited to, the type of loan, the name of the financial insti- 
tution, the interest rate, the term, the amount financed, the 
loan fees, and all collateral requirements. Forms must also 
include the sworn declaration described in (b)(i) of this sub- 
section. 
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(d) The director shall provide notice to the governor of a 
proposed loan by a financial institution to the director that is 
subject to RCW 43.19.080. The governor or the governor's 
designee shall make a written determination of conformance 
of the loan in accordance with the same procedures and 
requirements and using the same forms as are required for 
other employees of the department, as specified in this sec- 
tion. 

(3) Special loan transactions and circumstances. The 
following requirements govern special loan transactions and 
circumstances: 

(a) A material change in terms of outstanding loans or 
obligations on a loan from a financial institution is subject to 
the requirements of this section. Material changes include, 
but are not limited to, changes in amount disbursed on term 
loans, changes in interest rate, changes in loan fees, and 
changes in collateral requirements. 

(b) All lines of credit, including credit cards, extended to 
employees and the director from a financial institution are 
subject to the requirements of this section at the time the line 
of credit is approved. Subsequent draws on the line of credit 
are not subject to these requirements unless the terms of the 
line of credit are materially changed. An increase in the 
amount of the line of credit is not considered a material 
change in terms. 

(c) An employee whose loan is held by an institution that 
subsequently comes under the jurisdiction of the department 
through merger, conversion, or other business transaction is 
not subject to the requirements this section. However, a mate- 
rial change in terms of such an outstanding loan or obligation 
is subject to the requirements. 

(d) A loan made to an employee from an institution not 
under the jurisdiction of the department that is subsequently 
sold to an institution under the department's jurisdiction, in 
whole or in part, is not subject to the requirements of this sec- 
tion. However, a material change in terms in such a loan is 
subject to the requirements. 

(e) The director shall adopt conflict of interest standards 
and procedures, consistent with the purposes of this chapter 
and RCW 43.19.080, that govern loans made by financial 
institutions to persons or entities other than the employee 
when the proceeds of the loan provide a clear financial bene- 
fit to the employee. These loans include, but are not limited 
to, loans to businesses or other enterprises in which the 
employee has a substantial financial interest, and loans to 
spouses and other immediate family members of the 
employee. 

(4) Violation of rules. A violation of this section may 
subject the employee to appropriate discipline.

WAC 208-08-010 Application of this chapter. This 
chapter applies to all adjudicative proceedings under the 
jurisdiction of the department of financial institutions or the 
director of the department of financial institutions. This chap- 
ter does not apply to investigations conducted under the 
authority granted by the acts administered by the department.

WAC 208-08-020 Adoption of rules of procedure. (1) 
Model rules. The department adopts the model rules of pro- 
cedure as set forth in WAC 10-08-035 through 10-08-230. If 
there is a conflict between the model rules and this chapter, 
the rules in this chapter shall govern. Wherever the term 
"agency" appears in the model rules it means the department 
of financial institutions. 

(2) Brief adjudicative proceedings. The department 
specifically adopts the criteria and procedures for brief adju- 
dicative proceedings contained in RCW 34.05.482 through 
34.05.494. The department will use this procedure in any pro- 
ceeding under chapter 293, Laws of 1996, regarding the sus- 
pension of escrow agent licenses for nonpayment of student 
loans.

WAC 208-08-030 Appearance and practice before 
the department. (1) Only the following persons may appear 
in a representative capacity before the department or its des- 
ignated presiding officer: 

(a) Attorneys at law entitled to practice before the 
supreme court of the state of Washington. 

(b) Attorneys at law entitled to practice before the high- 
est court of record of another state, if attorneys at law are per- 
mitted to appear in a representative capacity before adminis- 
trative agencies of that state, and if not otherwise prohibited 
by the laws of this state. 

(c) A bona fide officer, partner, or full-time employee of 
an individual firm, association, partnership, or corporation 
who appears for such individual firm, association, partner- 
ship, or corporation. 

(2) The presiding officer may allow other forms of repre- 
sentation if he or she deems the representation satisfactory.

WAC 208-08-040 Notice of appearance or with- 
drawal. (1) Appearance. Each attorney or other representa- 
tive shall file a written notice of appearance with the depart- 
ment and the presiding officer and shall serve a notice of 
appearance on all attorneys and representatives then of record 
and on all unrepresented parties. The notice shall contain the 
name, address and telephone number of the attorney or repre- 
sentative.

(2) Withdrawal. Any attorney or representative who 
withdraws from representing a party shall file a written notice 
of withdrawal with the department and the presiding officer 
and shall serve the notice of withdrawal on all attorneys and 
representatives then of record and on all unrepresented par- 
ties. The notice shall contain the effective date of the with- 
drawal, and, if known, the name of the person who will rep- 
resent the party from that time forward. Withdrawal of a 
party's attorney or representative after the service of a notice 
of hearing shall not be grounds for the continuance of the 
hearing unless good cause is shown.

WAC 208-08-050 Requests for adjudicative hearing. 
(1) Where filed—Form. All requests that the department 
conduct an adjudicative hearing shall be filed with the depart- 
ment on the form provided by the department or on a form 
that is substantially similar. 

(2) Time limits for request. The department must 
receive the request for an adjudicative hearing no later than 
twenty calendar days after the department serves the appli- 
cant with a written notice of an opportunity to request a hear- 
ing upon department action or contemplated department 
action. Service upon the applicant is completed when made in 
accordance with WAC 10-08-110 (2) and (3) or as provided 
by the statute under which the department initiated the action. 
If the statute under which the department initiated the action 
specifically provides for a different time limit, the time limit 
in that statute shall apply unless it has been superseded by the 
Administrative Procedure Act, chapter 34.05 RCW, but in no 
case shall the time limit for requesting an adjudicative hear- 
ing be less than twenty calendar days. 

(3) Failure to request hearing. Failure of an applicant 
to file an application for an adjudicative hearing within the 
time limit set forth in subsection (2) of this section constitutes 
a default and results in the loss of the applicant's right to an 
adjudicative hearing. When an applicant defaults, the depart- 
ment may proceed to resolve the case pursuant to RCW 
34.05.440(1).

WAC 208-08-060 Discovery. (1) Motion required. 
Unless discovery is included in the prehearing order as pro- 
vided in WAC 208-08-110, a party wishing to make discov- 
ery must file a motion for discovery with the presiding 
officer. The party must also serve the discovery motion on all 
other parties to the proceeding. Any party opposing the 
motion must file a response with the presiding officer and the 
response must be served on all parties within ten calendar 
days after service of the motion. 

(2) Hearing on discovery motion. Any party may 
request a hearing on a discovery motion. If the presiding 
officer determines that a hearing on the motion is warranted, 
he or she shall give all parties at least three business days 
notice of the time and place for the hearing. 

(3) Decision on motion. The presiding officer may 
determine the extent and conditions of discovery in any adju- 
dicative proceeding, considering the criteria set forth in RCW 
34.05.446(3) and WAC 208-08-070 and 208-08-080. The 
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presiding officer shall rule upon the motion only after all par- 
ties have responded or the time for response has passed.

WAC 208-08-070 Production of documents to par- 
ties. (1) Place of production. When production of docu- 
ments is allowed, they shall be produced for inspection and 
copying at the department's headquarters, at such other place 
as the parties may agree in writing, or as the presiding officer 
orders. In the case of documents produced by the department, 
a party may not remove the documents from the department's 
offices other than by written agreement of the department. 
This agreement shall specify the document subject to the 
agreement, the date for return of the document, and any other 
terms or conditions as are appropriate to provide for the safe 
keeping of the documents. 

(2) Copying procedures and charges. The party 
requesting production may photocopy any documents pro- 
duced. The requesting party is responsible for the cost of pho- 
tocopying. The documents produced by the department may 
be copied at the department's offices or such other places as 
the parties may agree. Charges for copies made by the depart- 
ment for a requesting party will be at a rate agreed upon by 
the parties, or as ordered by the presiding officer.

WAC 208-08-080 Depositions upon oral examina- 
tion. (1) Filing of transcripts. If a deposition is allowed, it 
shall be recorded, including all questions and objections. If 
one of the parties orders a transcript, the testimony shall be 
transcribed verbatim under the direction of the court reporter, 
who shall certify the transcript. The witness shall sign the 
transcript or waive signature. If a deposition is transcribed, 
the court reporter shall file the original transcript and any 
exhibits to it with the presiding officer. The witness and any 
party may purchase a copy of the transcript from the court 
reporter. 

(2) Cost. The party requesting the deposition shall pay 
the cost of the deposition, including any sitting or facility fee. 
A party ordering a copy of a transcript must make appropriate 
arrangements to pay the court reporter. 

(3) Videotaping of depositions. If a videotaped deposi- 
tion is allowed, Superior Court Civil Rule 30 (b)(8) shall 
apply.

WAC 208-08-090 Submission on stipulated facts. 
With the agreement of the department, a party may waive a 
hearing and submit its case upon stipulated facts and briefs. 
Submission of a case without a hearing does not relieve the 
parties from the necessity of proving the facts supporting 
their allegations or defenses. The presiding officer shall 
review the submissions of the parties and shall enter a pro- 
posed order, including findings of fact and conclusions of 
law. If the parties agree, they may submit the stipulated facts 
to the director or designee for a final order, bypassing the pre- 
siding officer.

WAC 208-08-100 Consolidation of proceedings. If 
there are multiple adjudicative proceedings involving com- 
mon issues, the department or a party may notify the presid- 
ing officer of the common issues and request consolidation of 
the actions. If no other party objects, the presiding officer 
shall consolidate the proceedings. If another party objects, 
the presiding officer, in his or her discretion, may consolidate 
the proceedings.

The department specifically adopts 
WAC 10-08-230 setting forth procedures for informal settle- 
ments.

If 
a party files a posthearing memorandum, the opposing party 
has the right to file a response.

WAC 208-08-140 Transcript of proceedings. (1) 
Recording and transcripts. Testimony and argument at the 
hearing shall be recorded either electronically or stenograph- 
ically. Any party, upon motion, may order the court reporter 
to transcribe the proceedings at the party's expense. A party 
who orders a transcript of the proceedings shall provide the 
original transcript to the presiding officer at that party's 
expense, and upon such other terms as the presiding officer 
shall order. 

(2) Correction of transcript. Corrections in the official 
transcript may be made only to make it conform to the evi- 
dence presented at the hearing. The presiding officer may call 
for the submission of proposed corrections and may dispose 
of them at appropriate times during the proceeding. If the par- 
ties agree and the presiding officer approves, transcript cor- 
rections may be incorporated into the record at any time dur- 
ing the hearing or after the close of evidence. All corrections 
must be made within ten calendar days after receipt of the 
transcript unless the presiding officer allows a different 
period.

WAC 208-12-010 Purpose—Scope—Conflict with 
other regulations. The purpose of this chapter is to ensure 
compliance with chapter 42.17 RCW, Disclosure—Cam- 
paign finances—Lobbying—Records; and in particular RCW 
42.17.250 through 42.17.348 dealing with public records. It 
establishes general, consistent rules regarding public records. 
Divisions may adopt additional rules to supplement this 
chapter. If specific rules adopted by a division conflict with 
this chapter, the specific rules control in those situations.

WAC 208-12-020 Definitions. "Person" means any 
individual, partnership, joint venture, public or private corpo- 
ration, limited liability company, association, federal, state or 
local government entity or agency however constituted, or 
any other organization or group of persons, however orga- 
nized. 

"Public record" means any writing containing informa- 
tion relating to the conduct of government or the performance 
of any governmental or proprietary function prepared, 
owned, used or retained by the department regardless of 
physical form or characteristics. 

"Writing" means handwriting, typewriting, printing, 
photostating, photographing and every other means of 
recording any form of communication or representation, 
including, but not limited to, letters, words, pictures, sounds; 
or symbols, or combination thereof, and all papers, maps, 
magnetic or paper tapes, photographic films and prints, 
motion picture, film and video recordings, magnetic or 
punched cards, discs, drums, diskettes, sound recordings, and 
other documents including existing data compilations from 
which information may be obtained or translated.

WAC 208-12-030 Description of organization of 
department. The department is an administrative, supervi- 
sory, licensing, regulatory and chartering agency. 

(1) The department is organized pursuant to chapter 
43.320 RCW under a director and four assistant directors. 
The director has delegated authority to each assistant director 
to act in a specific functional area. The four functional areas 
are: The division of banks; the consumer services and admin- 
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istration division; the division of credit unions; and the secu- 
rities division. These divisions regulate various programs, 
such as banks, trust companies, savings banks, savings and 
loan associations, alien banks, bank holdings companies, 
agricultural credit corporations, consumer loan companies, 
check cashers and sellers, mortgage brokers, escrow agents, 
credit unions, securities, mutual funds, commodities, fran- 
chises, business opportunities, and other similar institutions 
or areas. 


(2) The department is charged with protecting the public 
interest, protecting the safety and soundness of depository 
institutions and entities under the jurisdiction of the depart- 
ment, ensuring access to the regulatory process for all con- 
cerned parties, and protecting the interests of investors. 


(3) The governor appoints the director, with the consent 
of the senate. The director holds office at the pleasure of the 
governor. 


(a) The director has complete charge of the department. 
The director may deputize one of the assistant directors to 
exercise the powers and duties of the director in the event of 
his or her absence. The director may delegate duties to assis- 
tant directors, but there are statutory limitations in RCW 
43.320.060 to his power to delegate, and the director remains 
responsible for all official acts of the employees. 


(b) By specific powers of legislation and delegation the 
director has the responsibility and authority to act and direct 
in the following areas: 


(i) Administer the laws pertaining to licensing and regu- 
lation of state banks, savings banks, foreign bank branches, 
savings and loan associations, credit unions, consumer loan 
companies, check cashers and sellers, trust companies and 
departments, securities, mutual funds, franchises, business 
opportunities, commodities, escrow agents, mortgage bro- 
kers, and other similar institutions or areas. A full-time staff, 
including field examiners, carries out these duties. 


(ii) Adopt and enforce rules consistent with and neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of existing laws. 


(4) Chapter 34.05 RCW, the Administrative Procedure 
Act, and department rules govern the formal and informal 
proceedings conducted by the department.

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WAC 208-12-070 Procedure to request public 
records. (1) Members of the public may inspect, copy or 
obtain copies of public records by making a request on the 
public records request form prescribed by the division hold- 
ing the record. The form is available at the administrative 
office and should be given or mailed to the appropriate divi- 
sion. The request shall include the following information: 

(a) The name of the person requesting the records; 

(b) The date and time of day on which the request was 
made; 

(c) The nature of the request; 

(d) If the record requested is referenced within the index, 
a reference to the requested record as it is described in the 
index; and 

(e) If the requested matter is not identifiable by reference 
to the index, an appropriate description of the record 
requested. 

(2) The staff person to whom the request is made will 
assist in identifying the public record requested. 

(3) The department may inquire about the reason for a 
request for a list of individuals to determine whether the list 
will be used for commercial purposes. 

(4) All requests for public records will be acknowledged 
within five working days after receipt with: 

(a) The information requested; 

(b) An estimated time required to respond to the request; 
or 

(c) A denial of the request.

WAC 208-12-080 Protection of public records. It is 
the department's responsibility to prevent unreasonable inva- 
sions of privacy, protect public records from destruction, 
damage or disorganization, and prevent excessive interfer- 
ence with essential functions of the department. Before a per- 
son may review original records, that person must agree to 
the following conditions: 

(1) The records may not be removed from the area desig- 
nated for review; 

(2) The records may not be destroyed; 

(3) The records may not be altered in any way; 

(4) The records may not be defaced in any way, includ- 
ing marking upon, folding or folding anew if in folded form, 
tracing or fastening with clips or other fasteners except those 
that already exist in the file; 

(5) The records may not be cut, torn or mutilated in any 
way; 

(6) The records must be kept in the order in which 
received; and 

(7) The records will be returned to the department when 
no longer required by the requester, but no later than the end 
of customary business hours.

WAC 208-436-080 Modification or revocation of 
investment practices previously authorized. The director 
may find that an investment or deposit practice previously 
authorized is no longer a safe and prudent practice for credit 
unions generally to engage in, or has become inconsistent 
with applicable state or federal law, or has ceased to be a safe 
and prudent practice in one or more particular credit unions in 
light of their financial condition or management. Upon such 
a finding, the director may in writing inform the board of 
directors of any or all of the credit unions engaging in such a 
practice that the authority to engage in the practice has been 
revoked or modified. When the director so notifies any credit 
union, its directors and officers shall forthwith take steps to 
liquidate the investments in question (if authority to engage 
in the practice has been revoked) or to make such modifica- 
tions as the director requires.

WAC 208-436-090 Investment limitations—Other 
requirements. The director finds that investments in com- 
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mon trust funds under RCW 31.12.425 (1)(f) present poten- 
tial serious risks to credit unions and that rules establishing 
specific procedures for those investments are necessary to 
protect the safety and soundness of credit unions. These rules 
are not intended to either endorse or encourage credit union 
investment in common trust funds. Credit unions investing in 
common trust funds as authorized by RCW 31.12.425 (1) 
are therefore subject to the following limitations: 

(1) Prior to making any investment in a common trust 
fund, the board of directors shall approve an investment pol- 
icy detailing the maximum investment the credit union may 
have in common trust funds and specific investment guide- 
lines. The policy shall also specify who is to authorize such 
investments. 

(2) A credit union shall not invest an aggregate amount 
of greater than fifteen percent of its total assets in all such 
common trust funds. 

(3) A credit union shall not invest an aggregate amount 
greater than five percent of its total assets in common trust 
funds without the director's prior written approval of its 
investment policy. 

(4) A credit union shall not invest an aggregate amount 
greater than ten percent of its total assets in common trust 
funds without the director's prior written approval to make 
such investment. 

(5) A credit union whose aggregate investment in com- 
mon trust funds exceeds ten percent of its total assets shall 
establish, by transfer from undivided earnings, a special 
investment valuation reserve in an amount equal to five per- 
cent of the aggregate investment in common trust funds 
exceeding ten percent of total assets. The special reserve shall 
be adjusted not less than quarterly based on the aggregate 
investment in common trust funds amount exceeding ten per- 
cent of total assets. 

(6) Prior to making any investment in a common trust 
fund, a credit union shall obtain a prospectus for such fund 
and determine that all investments, investment activities and 
deposits of such common trust fund would be legal invest- 
ments if held by the credit union. 

(7) Prior to making any investment in a common trust 
fund, a credit union shall secure from the investment com- 
pany marketing the fund a written statement, in addition to 
any prospectus, specifying that the fund is not engaged in and 
will not engage in any speculative marketing activity includ- 
ing but not limited to adjusted trading, futures contracts, short 
sales, and standby commitments, defined as follows: 

(a) Adjusted trading means any method of transaction 
used to defer a loss by selling a security at a price above its 
current market price and simultaneously purchasing or com- 
mitting to purchase from that same party another security at a 
price above its current market price, including interest rate 
swaps. 

(b) Futures contract means a contract for the future deliv- 
ery of commodities, including certain government securities, 
sold on commodities exchanges. 

(c) Short sale means the sale of a security not owned by 
the seller. 

(d) Standby commitment means a commitment to either 
buy or sell a security, on or before a future date, at a predeter- 
mined price. The seller of the commitment is the party receiv- 
ing payment for assuming the risk associated with commit-

ting either to purchase a security in the future at a predeter- 
mined price, or to sell a security in the future at a 
predetermined price. The seller of the commitment is 
required to either accept delivery of a security (in the case of 
a commitment to buy) or make delivery of a security (in the 
case of a commitment to sell), in either case at the option of 
the buyer of the commitment. 

(8) A credit union's directors, officials, committee mem- 
bers, and employees, and immediate family members of such 
persons, may not receive consideration in any form in con- 
nection with the making of an investment or deposit in a com- 
mon trust fund by the credit union.

WAC 208-440-010 Commercial arrangements with 
third parties. (1) Credit unions may enter into arrangements 
with third parties in order for the third party or credit union to 
offer the third party's products and services to the credit 
union's members. These arrangements are referred to in this 
tule as commercial arrangements. 

In connection with commercial arrangements, credit 
unions may: 

(a) Allow third parties to offer products and services to 
members through the credit union; 

(b) Endorse, directly or indirectly, products and services 
of a third party; 
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(c) Enter into group purchasing arrangements with third 
parties; 

(d) Receive payment from third parties for participation 
in commercial arrangements; and 

(e) Rent, lease or sublease portions of their land and 
buildings to third parties to offer products and services to 
members. 

This list is not intended to be exhaustive. 

As used in this rule, the term "third party" includes, but 
is not limited to, credit union service organizations. 

(2) Before entering into any commercial arrangements, a 
credit union's board must adopt a written policy regarding 
such arrangements. At a minimum, the policy should provide 
for the: 

(a) Evaluation of potential risk of liability; and 

(b) Approval of each arrangement, whether by the board 
or management pursuant to established guidelines. 

(3) Before entering into or renewing each commercial 
arrangement, a credit union must: 

(a) Ensure that the arrangement is a prudent one and that 
it does not present safety and soundness risks to the credit 
union; 

(b) Evaluate the potential risk of liability and ensure that 
the credit union takes appropriate precautions to reduce or 
offset such risk, including, but not limited to, the use of such 
devices as disclaimers/disclosures to members and bond or 
insurance coverage; and 

(c) Ensure that the contract evidencing the arrangement 
includes provision for indemnification of the credit union by 
the third party. 

(4) Credit unions must comply with applicable laws in 
entering into and carrying out commercial arrangements, 
including, but not limited to, any applicable federal or state 
law on privacy of member information. 

(5) This section does not apply to situations where a 
credit union provides its own products or services to mem- 
bers.

WAC 208-444-010 State chartered credit unions— 
Acceptance of audit instead of examination. (1) RCW 
31.12.545 authorizes the acceptance, in the director's discre- 
tion, of independent audit reports in lieu of the examination 
required thereunder. In order to be considered for acceptance 
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in lieu of an examination, an audit must meet the following 
conditions: 

(a) The audit was performed by accountants who have 
demonstrated to the director extensive knowledge of the 
examination procedures and techniques utilized by the divi- 
sion of credit unions; 

(b) The scope of the audit follow, but is not limited to, 
the scope of examinations conducted by the division, includ- 
ing a compliance review; 

(c) The audit includes a verification of loan and share 
accounts; 

(d) The audit includes a cash reconciliation, including an 
adequately documented physical cash count, and also 
includes an affirmative verification of investments and 
deposits made by the audited credit union; 

(e) Verification of the status of funds borrowed by the 
audited credit union, including promissory notes and certifi- 
cates; 

(f) The audit sets forth such comments as are appropriate 
in a positive format specifying corrective action recom- 
mended and schedule for completing such corrective action; 

(g) The audit was performed not less than nine months 
after and not more than fifteen months after the last examina- 
tion by the division or an audit which was accepted in lieu 
thereof. 

(h) All working papers as well as the accountant's report, 
internal control report, and any other documents associated 
with the audit are made available to the director. 

(2) Select portions of an audit may be utilized by divi- 
sion examiners in conducting a particular examination if: 

(a) The date of the audit corresponds reasonably with the 
date of the examination; and 

(b) That portion of the audit being utilized is supported 
by working papers which substantially correspond to exami- 
nation work papers utilized by the division.

official, employee, or family member.

(1) Definition of MBL. "Member business loan" or "MBL" 
includes any loan, line of credit, letter of credit, or any 
unfunded commitment to make a loan, where the borrower 
intends to use the proceeds for any of the following purposes: 

(a) Commercial; 

(b) Corporate; 

(c) Investment property; 

(d) Business venture; or 

(e) Agricultural. 

(2) Exemptions. The following are not member busi- 
ness loans: 

(a) A business purpose loan fully secured by a lien on a 
one to four family dwelling that is the member's primary res- 
idence; 

(b) A business purpose loan fully secured by shares or 
deposits in the credit union making the extension of credit or 
in other credit unions, or by deposits in other financial insti- 
tutions; 

(c) One or more business purpose loans to a member or 
any associated member which in the aggregate do not exceed 
the amount of 49,999 dollars. The entire amount of such a 
loan that exceeds this figure, or that causes the aggregate to 
exceed this figure, is a MBL; 

(d) A business purpose loan where a federal or state 
agency (or any political subdivision of a state) fully insures 
repayment, or fully guarantees repayment, or provides an 
advance commitment to purchase in full; or 

(e) A loan granted by a corporate credit union to another 
credit union. 

(3) Other definitions. Certain other terms used in this 
chapter are defined in WAC 208-460-170.

WAC 208-460-020 What member business loans are 
prohibited?

WAC 208-460-030 What are the requirements for 
MBL development and construction lending? Unless the 
director grants a waiver, a credit union that makes MBL 
development or construction loans is subject to the following 
requirements: 

(1) The aggregate of all such loans may not exceed fif- 
teen percent of net worth. To determine the aggregate, you 
may exclude any portion of a loan that is: 

(a) Secured by shares or deposits in the credit union 
making the extension of credit or in other credit unions, and 
by deposits in other financial institutions; or 

(b) Insured or guaranteed, or subject to an advance com- 
mitment to purchase, by any federal or state agency (or any 
political subdivision of a state); 

(2) The borrower on such loans must have a minimum 
of: 

(a) Thirty percent equity interest in the project being 
financed if the loan is for land development; and 

(b) Twenty-five percent equity interest in the project 
being financed if the loan is for construction or for a combi- 
nation of development and construction; 

(3) The funds for such loans may be released only after 
on-site inspections, documented in writing, by qualified per- 
sonnel and according to a preapproved draw schedule and 
any other conditions as set forth in the loan documentation; 
and 

(4) The credit union may not make such loans unless it 
utilizes the services of an individual with at least five years 
direct experience in development and construction lending.

Credit unions do not have to hire staff to meet the 
requirements of this section; however, credit unions must 
ensure that the expertise is available. A credit union can meet 
the experience requirement through various approaches. For 
example, a credit union can use the services of a credit union 
service organization, an employee of another credit union, an 
independent contractor, or other third parties. However, the 
actual decision to grant a loan must reside with the credit 
union.

union's written policy. At a minimum, the documentation 
must include the following: 

(a) Balance sheet; 

(b) Cash flow analysis; 

(c) Income statement; 

(d) Tax data; 

(e) Analysis of leveraging; and 

(f) Comparison with industry average or similar analy- 
SiS; 

(10) Collateral requirements, including: 

(a) Loan-to-value ratios; 

(b) Determination of value; 

(c) Determination of ownership; 

(d) Steps to secure various types of collateral; and 

(e) How often the credit union will reevaluate the value 
and marketability of collateral; 

(11) The interest rates and maturities of the loans; 

(12) General MBL procedures which include: 

(a) Loan monitoring; 

(b) Servicing and follow-up; and 

(c) Collection; 

(13) Identification of those individuals prohibited from 
receiving member business loans; and 

(14) Guidelines for purchase and sale of member busi- 
ness loans and loan participations, if the credit union engages 
in that activity. 

The division recognizes that all of the provisions of the 
policy may not apply to every MBL.

WAC 208-460-060 What are the collateral and secu- 
rity requirements? Unless the director grants a waiver: 
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(1) All member business loans must be secured by collat- 
eral in accordance with this section, except the following: 

(a) A credit card line of credit granted to nonnatural per- 
sons that is limited to routine purposes normally made avail- 
able under such lines of credit; and 

(b) A loan made by a credit union where the loan and the 
credit union meet each of the following criteria: 

(i) The amount of the loan does not exceed one hundred 
thousand dollars; 

(ii) The aggregate of unsecured MBL under (b) of this 
subsection does not exceed ten percent of the credit union's 
net worth; 

(iii) The credit union has a net worth of at least seven 
percent; and 

(iv) The credit union submits reports to the division of 
credit unions with its NCUA 5300 reports, providing figures 
and other detail as may be requested by the director to dem- 
onstrate compliance with (b) of this subsection; 

(2) In the case of a member business loan secured by col- 
lateral on which the credit union will have a first lien, you 
may grant the loan with a LTV ratio in excess of eighty per- 
cent only where the value in excess of eighty percent is: 

(a) Covered through acquisition of private mortgage or 
equivalent type insurance provided by an insurer acceptable 
to the credit union; or 

(b) Insured or guaranteed, or subject to advance commit- 
ment to purchase, by any federal or state agency (or any polit- 
ical subdivision of a state). 

In no case may the LTV ratio exceed ninety-five percent; 

(3) In the case of a member business loan secured by col- 
lateral on which the credit union will have a second or lesser 
priority lien, you may not grant the loan with a LTV ratio in 
excess of eighty percent; and 

(4) In the case of member business loans secured by the 
same collateral: 

(a) On which the credit union will have a first lien as well 
as other lesser priority liens, you may grant the loans with a 
LTV ratio in excess of eighty percent only if subsection (2)(a) 
or (b) of this section is satisfied. In no case may the LTV ratio 
exceed ninety-five percent; and 

(b) On which the credit union will have lesser priority 
liens but no first lien, you may not grant the loans with a LTV 
ratio in excess of eighty percent.

(e) Notify you of the action taken within forty-five calen- 
dar days of receiving a complete request. 

(3) In connection with a waiver request under WAC 208-

(a) The director will provide a copy of the waiver request 
to Region VI of the NCUA and will consult and seek to work 
cooperatively with Region VI in making his or her decision 
on the request;

WAC 208-460-110 How do I classify member busi- 
ness loans so as to reserve for potential losses? Nondelin- 
quent member business loans may be classified based on fac- 
tors such as the adequacy of analysis and supporting docu- 
mentation. You must classify potential loss loans as either 
substandard, doubtful, or loss. The criteria for determining 
the classification of loans are: 

(1) Substandard. A substandard loan is inadequately 
protected by the current sound worth and paying capacity of 
the obligor or of the collateral pledged, if any. The loan must 
have a well-defined weakness or weaknesses that jeopardize 
the liquidation of the debt. It is characterized by the distinct 
possibility that the credit union will sustain some loss if the 
deficiency is not corrected. Loss potential, while existing in 
the aggregate amount of substandard loans, does not have to 
exist in individual loans classified substandard; 

(2) Doubtful. A loan classified doubtful has all the 
weaknesses inherent in one classified substandard, with the 
added characteristic that the weaknesses make collection or 
liquidation in full, on the basis of currently existing facts, 
conditions, and values, highly questionable and improbable. 
The possibility of loss is extremely high, but because of cer- 
tain important and reasonably specific pending factors which 
may work to the advantage and strengthening of the loan, its 
classification as an estimated loss is deferred until its more 
exact status may be determined. Pending factors include: Pro- 
posed merger, acquisition, or liquidation actions; capital 
injection; perfecting liens on collateral; and refinancing 
plans; and 

(3) Loss. A loan classified loss is considered uncollect- 
ible and of such little value that its continuance as a loan is 
not warranted. This classification does not necessarily mean 
that the loan has absolutely no recovery or salvage value, but 
rather, it is not practical or desirable to defer writing off this 
basically worthless asset even though partial recovery may 
occur in the future.

WAC 208-472-015 Definitions. Unless the context 
clearly requires otherwise, as used in this chapter: 

(1) "Affiliate" of an enterprise or organization means a 
person that controls, is controlled by, or is under common 
control with, the enterprise or organization. "Control" means 
twenty-five percent or greater stock ownership. 
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(2) "Associational group" is a group with a common 
bond of association related to membership in an organization, 
or a portion of such a group. The organization must satisfy 
each of the following criteria: 

(a) The organization's primary purpose must be other 
than providing eligibility for credit union services; 

(b) The organization's membership must be primarily 
composed of natural persons; and 

(c) The organization's organizational documents must 
define membership eligibility. 

In regard to an associational group within a credit union's 
FOM bylaws, the credit union may admit to membership: 

(i) Members of the organization; 

(ii) Directors, employees, volunteers and retirees of the 
organization or its subsidiaries or affiliates; 

(iii) Natural persons under contract to work for the orga- 
nization or its subsidiaries or affiliates; 

(iv) Family members (as determined by the credit union) 
of any of the above-described natural persons; 

(v) The spouse of any of the above-described natural per- 
sons if the person qualified for membership at the time of his 
or her death; 

(vi) The organization and its subsidiaries and affiliates; 

(vii) Organizations and enterprises more than half of 
whose owners, members or employees are eligible to be 
members of the credit union; and 

(viii) Other persons approved by the director. 

Students of a school, college or university are deemed to 
be members of an organization that constitutes an associa- 
tional group. In regard to such an associational group within 
a credit union's FOM bylaws, the credit union may admit to 
membership the students of the school, college or university 
as well as the family members (as determined by the credit 
union) of the students. 

(3) "CAMEL" means the CAMEL rating system used by 
the division, or a successor rating system used by the divi- 
sion. 

(4) "Community" is a well-defined geographic area that 
is recognized by those who live or work there as a neighbor- 
hood, community, or rural district, or a portion of such an 
area. 

In regard to a community within a credit union's FOM 
bylaws, the credit union may admit to membership: 

(a) Natural persons who live, work, worship or go to 
school in the community; 

(b) Enterprises and organizations that have offices 
within the community, and natural persons under contract to 
work for the enterprises or organizations; 

(c) Directors, employees, volunteers and retirees of the 
above-described enterprises or organizations; 

(d) Family members (as determined by the credit union) 
of any of the above-described natural persons; 

(e) The spouse of any of the above-described natural per- 
sons if the person qualified for membership at the time of his 
or her death; 

(f) Enterprises and organizations more than half of 
whose owners, members or employees are eligible to be 
members of the credit union; and 

(g) Other persons approved by the director. 

(5) "Credit union" means a credit union organized (or 
chartered) and operating under chapter 31.12 RCW, and an 
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out-of-state or foreign credit union operating in this state in 
accordance with RCW 31.12.471. 

(6) "Director" means the director of financial institu- 
tions. 

(7) "Division" means the division of credit unions of the 
Washington state department of financial institutions. 

(8) "FOM" means field of membership. 

(9) "FOM groups" includes occupational groups, associ- 
ational groups and communities. 

(10) "Occupational group" is a group with a common 
bond of occupation related to employment by, or work for, an 
enterprise, or a portion of such a group. The group must be 
primarily composed of natural persons. 

In regard to an occupational group within a credit union's 
FOM bylaws, the credit union may admit to membership: 

(a) Employees of the enterprise; 

(b) Directors, employees, volunteers and retirees of the 
enterprise or its subsidiaries or affiliates; 

(c) Natural persons under contract to work for the enter- 
prise or its subsidiaries or affiliates; 

(d) Family members (as determined by the credit union) 
of any of the above-described natural persons; 

(e) The spouse of any of the above-described natural per- 
sons if the person qualified for membership at the time of his 
or her death; 

(f) The enterprise and its subsidiaries and affiliates; 

(g) Enterprises and organizations more than half of 
whose owners, members or employees are eligible to be 
members of the credit union; and 

(h) Other persons approved by the director. 

(11) "Primarily" or "primary" means more than one-half. 

(12) "Qualified associational group" means an associa- 
tional group located wholly or partly in the state. However, if 
the members of the organization in Washington exceed 
6,299, the group will not be considered qualified unless the 
group is within the FOM bylaws of another credit union or 
federal credit union. 

An associational group that does not satisfy this defini- 
tion is considered to be a nonqualified associational group. 

(13) "Qualified community" means a community in the 
state that constitutes a: 

(a) School district; 

(b) City; or 

(c) County with a population of no more than 75 people 
per square mile. 

A community that does not satisfy this definition is con- 
sidered to be a nonqualified community. 

(14) "Qualified occupational group" means an occupa- 
tional group located wholly or partly in the state. However, if 
the members of the enterprise in Washington exceed 6,299, 
the group will not be considered qualified unless it is within 
the FOM bylaws of another credit union or federal credit 
union. 

An occupational group that does not satisfy this defini- 
tion is considered to be a nonqualified occupational group. 

(15) "SOG" means a small occupational group added 
pursuant to a SOG enabling amendment approved by the 
director priorto........ (the effective date of the 2002 revi- 
sions to this chapter).

WAC 208-472-020 FOM bylaws; addition of FOM 
groups. (1) General. Each credit union must keep its FOM 
bylaws substantially in the form of the model FOM bylaws 
prescribed by the division. Credit unions that have not con- 
verted to the model FOM bylaws prior to........ (the effec- 
tive date of the 2002 revisions to this chapter) must do so by 
December 31, 2002. Each credit union must maintain accu- 
rate, complete and up-to-date FOM bylaws. 

(2) CAMEL 1s and 2s. 

A credit union rated a composite CAMEL 1 or 2 by the 
division: 

(a) May add qualified occupational groups, qualified 
associational groups and qualified communities to its field of 
membership bylaws if the credit union satisfies each of the 
following: 

(i) If the FOM group has more than 500 employees, 
members or residents, as applicable, in Washington, the 
credit union has, before its board of directors approves the 
amendment, mailed or otherwise provided notice of the addi- 
tion to each credit union and federal credit union headquar- 
tered in the county(ies) in Washington in which the FOM 
group is primarily located; and 

(ii) The credit union's board has approved the amend- 
ment, which names the underlying enterprise, organization or 
community, as applicable, and indicates the date that the 
board approved the amendment. 

Additions made in accordance with this subsection (2)(a) 
are deemed approved by the director; and 

(b) May not add nonqualified occupational and associa- 
tional groups and nonqualified communities to its field of 
membership bylaws without the prior approval of its board of 
directors and the prior written approval of the director under 
WAC 208-472-025. 

(3) CAMEL 3s, 4s and 5s. A credit union rated a com- 
posite CAMEL 3, 4 or 5 by the division may not add the fol- 
lowing FOM groups to its field of membership bylaws with- 
out the prior approval of its board of directors and the prior 
written approval of the director under WAC 208-472-025: 

(a) Occupational groups, except for SOGs; 

(b) Associational groups; and 

(c) Communities. 

In general, the director will not approve: 

(i) The addition of a community to a credit union's 
bylaws if the credit union is rated a composite CAMEL 3 by 
the division; or 

(ii) The addition of an occupational or associational 
group or a community to a credit union's bylaws if the credit 
union is rated a composite CAMEL 4 or 5 by the division. 

(4) Other changes. A credit union may, upon approval of 
its board of directors, amend its FOM bylaws to: 

(a) Delete exclusionary clauses; 

(b) Delete FOM groups that no longer exist; 

(c) Delete its SOG enabling amendment; 
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(d) Revise its SOG enabling amendment to delete the 
SOG requirements other than the limitation on the number of 
employees, which is 500 per SOG; 

(e) Aggregate communities into a larger community. For 
example, if a credit union has added each of the school dis- 
tricts within a county as communities, it may amend its FOM 
bylaws to designate the county as a community rather than 
listing each of the school districts as a community; and 

(f) Make nonsubstantive changes. 

The board may delegate the authority to delete FOM 
groups that no longer exist. 

In amending its FOM bylaws under this subsection (4), 
other than deletions, the credit union must indicate in its 
bylaws the date that the board approved the amendment. 

(5) A person that is a member of a credit union may con- 
tinue to be a member even though the person is no longer 
within the field of membership bylaws of the credit union, 
subject to the credit union's right to terminate the person's 
membership. The family members (as determined by the 
credit union) of a credit union member continue to be eligible 
to join the credit union, even though the credit union member 
is no longer within the FOM bylaws of the credit union.

WAC 208-472-025 Application for addition of FOM 
groups—Approval of director. (1) In order to request the 
approval of the director to add an FOM group to its bylaws 
under WAC 208-472-020 (2)(b) or (3), a credit union must 
submit a written application in duplicate to the director. The 
application must include the following items, and any other 
information and materials requested by the director: 

(a) The name of the FOM group that the applicant 
desires to add to its bylaws; 

(b) A copy of the resolution of its board of directors 
approving the bylaws amendment, certified by the board 
chairperson or secretary; 

(c) A detailed description of the FOM group, including, 
but not limited to, location and number of employees, mem- 
bers or residents, as applicable, with supporting documenta- 
tion; 

(d) An explanation how the FOM group satisfies the def- 
inition of such a group in WAC 208-472-015; 

(e) If the applicant is applying to add an associational 
group, an explanation of the qualifications for membership in 
the organization, and a copy of the organization's organiza- 
tional documents; 

(f) An explanation how the addition of the FOM group 
will affect the financial condition of the applicant. In addi- 
tion, if the applicant is applying for a community, three year 
pro forma income statements and balance sheets and key 
ratios (including, but not limited to, return on average assets, 
net worth, asset growth and share growth); 

(g) If the applicant is applying to add a nonqualified 
occupational or associational group in excess of 6,299 
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employees or members, as applicable, a reasoned justifica- 
tion why the group does not have sufficient size or resources, 
including individual and sponsor support, and financial, 
physical and human resources, to support a viable credit 
union of its own; and 

(h) If the group has more then 500 employees, members, 
or residents, as applicable, a statement that the applicant has 
mailed or otherwise provided notice of the application to 
each credit union and federal credit union headquartered in 
the county(ies) in Washington in which the FOM group is 
primarily located. 

The director may waive any of the items in this subsec- 
tion as the director deems appropriate, such as in the case of 
the addition of FOM groups located wholly out-of-state. 

(2) An application filed pursuant to subsection (1) of this 
section is deemed complete when the director has received all 
of the information required by subsection (1) of this section. 
If an incomplete application is received, the director will give 
written notice to the applicant no more than thirty days from 
the date the original application was received that additional 
information is necessary. The applicant will be allowed thirty 
days after receipt of the notice to provide the requested infor- 
mation. If the applicant fails to do so, the director will return 
the application and it will be deemed withdrawn. 

(3) The director will give the applicant written notice of 
approval or denial within thirty days after the application is 
deemed complete. The director's determination whether to 
approve an application will be based on consideration of the 
safety and soundness of the applicant and the applicant's 
compliance with this chapter. 

(4) To add a separate FOM group located wholly out-of- 
state to its field of membership bylaws, a credit union should 
first contact the director to determine how to proceed with the 
application to the director and whether the credit union is 
required to file an application or notice with the credit union 
supervisory authority in the other state.

(1) The group was included in the FOM bylaws of the 
credit union priorto........ (the effective date of the 2002 
revisions to this chapter). An occupational or associational 
group is "included" in the FOM bylaws ofa credit union if the 
underlying enterprise or organization, as applicable, is named 
or within an industry described in the credit union's FOM 
bylaws. A group that does not satisfy the prior sentence, but 
that is within a community in a credit union's FOM bylaws, is 
not considered "included" in the FOM bylaws of the credit 
union; or 

(2) A management official of the underlying enterprise

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WAC 208-512-020 Characterization of "federal fund 
transactions." When a bank purchases funds for reserve pur- 
poses or sells excess funds to another bank so that such bank 
may meet its reserve requirements, these transactions 
between banks have been commonly referred to as "overnight 
borrowings," "overnight security transactions," or "federal 
fund transactions." "Federal fund transactions" would nor- 
mally occur when member banks purchase funds for reserve 
purposes through the Federal Reserve System or when such 
banks sell excess funds through the Federal Reserve System 
to another member bank so that such bank may meet its 
reserve requirements. However, for the purpose of unifor- 
mity, all future transactions of this sort, whether through the 
Federal Reserve System or between banks, may be referred to 
as "federal fund transactions." 

This type of transaction takes the form of a transfer of 
funds from the seller to the buyer. Payment is usually made 
by the purchasing bank the following day in the amount of 
the funds purchased and for a specified fee. 

Such a transaction does not create, on the part of the 
buyer, an obligation subject to RCW 30.04.140 but is consid- 
ered a purchase of such funds. 

Conversely, such a transaction does not create a loan or 
investment subject to RCW 30.04.110 on the part of the 
seller, but is to be considered a sale of such funds.

WAC 208-512-030 Definitions and characterization 
of time deposits. The term "time deposits" means "time cer- 
tificates of deposit" and, "time deposits, open account," as 
defined below. 

(1) Time certificates of deposit. The term "time certifi- 
cate of deposit" means a deposit evidenced by a negotiable or 
nonnegotiable instrument which provides on its face that the 
amount of such deposit is payable: 

(a) On a certain date, specified in the instrument, not less 
than thirty days after the date of the deposit; or 

(b) At the expiration of a specified period not less than 
thirty days after the date of the instrument; or 

(c) Upon written notice to be given not less than thirty 
days before the date of repayment. 

(2) Time deposits, open account. The term "time 
deposit, open account," means a deposit, other than a "time 
certificate of deposit," with respect to which there is in force 
a written contract with the depositor that neither the whole 
nor any part of such deposit may be withdrawn, by check or 
otherwise, prior to the date of maturity, which shall be not 
less than thirty days after the date of the deposit, or prior to 
the expiration of the period of notice which must be given by 
the depositor in writing not less than thirty days in advance of 
withdrawals. 

A time deposit is a deposit and therefore not subject to 
individual bank and trust company lending limits, as pro- 
scribed by RCW 30.04.110. However, before a bank or trust 
company may deposit its funds with another bank in the form 
of a time deposit, the depository bank must first be appointed 
a depository by a vote of a majority of the directors of the 
depositing bank and approved as a depository by the director 
of the department of financial institutions. 
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If a bank acquires a time deposit with a bank that has not 
been approved as a depository by the director of the depart- 
ment of financial institutions, such transaction shall be con- 
sidered to be an investment and subject to the bank's lending 
limitation.

(d) $100.00 for filing articles of incorporation, or amend- 
ments thereof, or other certificates required to be filed with 
the director. 

(e) Fifty cents per page for furnishing copies of papers 
filed with the director. 

(2) The hourly fee for services shall be $90.00 per 
employee hour expended. The director may require a lump 
sum payment in advance to cover the anticipated cost of 
review and investigation of the activities described in subsec- 
tion (1)(a) and (b) of this section. In no event shall the lump 
sum payment required under this section exceed actual 
amounts derived in subsection (1)(a) and (b) of this section.

WAC 208-512-050 Limiting loans to officers. (1) A 
bank or trust company may make the following loans to any 
of its officers: 

(a) A loan secured by a first lien on a dwelling if at the 
time the loan is made: 

(i) The dwelling secured is expected to be both owned by 
the officer and used by him as his residence after the loan is 
made; and 

(ii) No other such loan made by the bank or trust com- 
pany to the officer under the authority of (a) of this subsec- 
tion is outstanding; 

(b) A loan to finance the education of an officers! chil- 
dren; and 

(c) Any other secured or unsecured loan including a line 
of credit which, at the time the loan is made, is not in excess 
of the greater of $25,000 or 2.5% of capital and unimpaired 
surplus as defined in RCW 30.12.060(2), but in no event for 
an amount greater than $100,000. 

(2) A bank or trust company shall not make a loan under 
subsection (1) of this section to an officer which, at the time 
the loan is made, exceeds the greater of $25,000 or 5% of 
capital and unimpaired surplus as defined in RCW 30.12.060 
(2) unless a resolution authorizing a loan for a greater amount 
is adopted by a vote of a majority of the board of directors of 
the bank or trust company prior to the making of such loan, 
and the vote and resolution is entered in the corporate min- 
utes. 

(3) In no case shall the total liability of an officer to a 
bank or trust company under subsection (1) of this section 
exceed either $500,000, unless approved in advance for a 
greater amount by a majority of the board of directors prior to 
the making of any loan in excess of this amount, or the limit 
prescribed by RCW 30.04.110, whichever is less. When com- 
puting the total outstanding liability of an officer of a bank or 
trust company belonging to an affiliated group of two or more 
corporations, all loans to the officer from the affiliated corpo- 
rations shall be aggregated, including but not limited to loans 
from: 

(a) The bank or trust company's parent bank holding 
company; or 

(b) Any other corporation held by the bank or trust com- 
pany's parent bank holding company; or 

(c) A subsidiary of the bank or trust company; or 

(d) A subsidiary of any other corporation if such corpo- 
ration is held by the bank or trust company's parent bank 
holding company. 

(4) Any loan to an officer of a bank that does not require 
specific prior approval by a majority of the board of directors 
by resolution or otherwise pursuant to subsections (2) and (3) 
of this section shall be promptly reported to the board of 
directors and duly reflected in the minutes of the next regular 
board meeting. 

(5) For purposes of this section, the words "loan" and 
"loans" shall mean all extensions of credit by the bank or trust 
company including but not limited to the purchase, discount, 
or acquisition, as security or otherwise, of any debt or obliga- 
tion of any officer owed to any other person.

WAC 208-512-110 Investment securities—Permissi- 
ble investments. A bank or trust company may purchase or 
hold obligations of a single obligor which are "investment 
securities," as defined below, and meet the following guide- 
lines for proper "investment security" management. The term 
"investment security" shall mean a marketable obligation evi- 
dencing indebtedness of any person, copartnership, associa- 
tion, or corporation; of the government of the United States 
or any agency thereof; of any state, or political subdivision 
thereof; or of any publicly owned entity that is an instrumen- 
tality of a state or municipal corporation in the form of bonds, 
notes, and/or debentures. They exclude investments which 
are predominately speculative but shall include: 

(1) Type I securities which a bank may deal in, purchase, 
and sell for its own account without limitation. These securi- 
ties include:

(b) Obligations issued, insured, or guaranteed by a 
department or agency of the United States, including obliga- 
tions of such departments or agencies representing an interest 
in a loan or pool of loans; 

(c) General obligations of a state or political subdivision 
including but not limited to obligations of a county, city, 
town, municipal corporation, or any publicly owned entity 
that is an instrumentality of a state or municipal corporation; 

(d) Obligations of any state or political subdivision of a 
state if a state or political subdivision of a state having gen- 
eral powers of taxation has unconditionally promised to make 
sufficient funds available for full repayment of the obliga-

WAC 208-512-115 Investment securities—Proper 
management. (1) A bank may purchase a Type I security for 
its own account, provided it is permissible under the provi- 
sions of Title 30 RCW and this regulation, if through prudent 
banking judgment it determines there is adequate evidence 
that the obligor will be able to perform all necessary under- 
takings in connection with the security, including all debt ser- 
vice requirements.

This subsection permits a 
bank to exercise a somewhat broader range of judgment with 
respect to a more restricted portion of its investment portfo- 
lio. 

(c) If a bank holds at any time Type II or III securities 
which would not be eligible for purchase pursuant to (a) of 
this subsection in a total amount in excess of five percent of 
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the bank's capital and surplus, they are to be charged down to 
market value or a specific reserve is to be established within 
ninety days. 

(3) Each bank shall maintain in its files credit informa- 
tion adequate to demonstrate that it has exercised prudence in 
making the determinations and carrying out the transactions 
involving underwriting, dealing in, and purchase and sale of 
investment securities. This information shall be retained: 

(a) When securities are purchased for the bank's own 
portfolio, as long as the security remains in the portfolio; 

(b) When securities are underwritten by the bank, for the 
maturity or the life of the security; and 

(c) With regard to dealer activities, for periods set forth 
in the relevant rules of the municipal securities rule-making 
board. 

(4) When a bank purchases an investment security con- 
vertible into stock or with stock purchase warrants attached, 
entries must be made by the bank at the time of purchase to 
write down the cost of such security to an amount which rep- 
resents the investment value of the security considered inde- 
pendently of the conversion feature or attached stock pur- 
chase warrants. Purchase of securities convertible into stock 
at the option of the issuer is prohibited. 

(5) When an investment security is purchased at a price 
exceeding par or face value, the bank shall: 

(a) Charge off the entire premium at the time of pur- 
chase; or 

(b) Provide for a program to amortize the premium paid 
or that portion of premium remaining after the write-down 
subject to subsection (2) of this section so that such premium 
or portion thereof shall be entirely extinguished at or before 
the maturity of the security. 

(6) Each bank shall take measures to insure the cumula- 
tive investment holdings do not exceed the limitations for a 
specific investment set forth in Title 30 RCW.

WAC 208-512-190 Investment in qualifying commu- 
nity investments. (1) An amount equal to ten percent of the 
aggregate amount invested in real estate by a bank pursuant 
to RCW 30.04.212 shall be placed in qualifying community 
investments as defined in subsection (3) of this section. 

(2) A qualifying community investment made by an 
entity that wholly owns a bank, is wholly owned by a bank, or 
is wholly owned by an entity that wholly owns the bank, shall 
be deemed to have been made by a bank to satisfy the require- 
ments of subsection (1) of this section. 

(3) The term "qualifying community investment" means 
any direct or indirect investment or extension of credit made 
by a bank in projects or programs designed to develop or 
redevelop areas in which persons with low-incomes or mod- 
erate-incomes reside, designed to meet the credit needs of 
such low-income or moderate-income areas, or that primarily 
benefits low-income and moderate-income residents of such 
areas. The term includes, but is not limited to, any of the fol- 
lowing investments within the state of Washington: 

(a) Investments in governmentally insured, guaranteed, 
subsidized, or otherwise sponsored programs for housing, 
small farms, or business that address the needs of the low- 
income and moderate-income areas. 

(b) Investments in residential mortgage loans, home 
improvement loans, housing rehabilitation loans, and small 
business or small farm loans originated in low-income and 
moderate-income areas, or the purchase of such loans origi- 
nated in low-income and moderate-income areas.

WAC 208-512-200 Consideration of performance 
record in meeting community credit needs in approving 
and disapproving applications. The division shall consider, 
among other factors, the record of performance of the appli- 
cant in helping to meet the credit needs of the applicant's 
entire community, including low-income and moderate- 
income neighborhoods in determining the approval or disap- 
proval for the following applications: 

(1) For a new branch or satellite facility;

WAC 208-512-230 Definitions. (1) The term "person" 
shall include an individual, sole proprietor, partnership, joint 
venture, association, trust, estate, business trust, corporation, 
sovereign government or agency, instrumentality, or political 
subdivision thereof, or any similar entity or organization. 

(2) The term "loans and extensions of credit" means any 
direct or indirect advance of funds to a person made on a 
basis of any obligation of that person to repay the funds, or 
repayable from specific property pledged by or on behalf of a 
person. "Loans and extensions of credit" also includes a "con- 
tractual commitment to advance funds" as that term is 
defined in this section, and includes a renewal, modification, 
or extension of the maturity date of a loan or extension of 
credit. Provided, the term "loan or extension of credit" does 
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not include a renewal, extension or restructuring of an exist- 
ing loan, with interest paid current and no further advance of 
funds, by a bank under the direction and control of a conser- 
vator appointed by the director. 

(3) The term "contractual commitment to advance funds" 
means: 

(a) An obligation on the part of the bank to make pay- 
ments (directly or indirectly) to a designated third party con- 
tingent upon a default by the bank's customer in the perfor- 
mance of an obligation under the terms of that customer's 
contract with the third party; or 

(b) An obligation to guarantee or stand as surety for the 
benefit of a third party. The term includes, but is not limited 
to, standby letters of credit, guarantees, puts, and other simi- 
lar arrangements. Undisbursed loan funds, loan commitments 
not yet drawn upon which do not fall under this definition, 
and commercial letters of credit or similar instruments are not 
considered contractual commitments to advance funds. 

(4) The term "readily marketable collateral" means 
financial instruments and bullion which are saleable under 
ordinary circumstances with reasonable promptness at a fair 
market value determined by daily quotations based on actual 
transactions on an auction or a similarly available daily bid 
and ask price market. 

(5) The term "financial instruments" shall include stocks, 
notes, bonds, and debentures traded on a national securities 
exchange, "OTC margin stocks" (as defined in Regulation U 
of the Federal Reserve Board), commercial paper, negotiable 
certificates of deposit, bankers' acceptances, and shares in 
money market and mutual funds of the type which issue 
shares in which banks may perfect a security interest. 

(6) The term "current market value" means the bid or 
closing price listed for an item in a regularly published listing 
or an electronic reporting service. 

(7) The term "capital" will include the amount of com- 
mon stock outstanding and unimpaired, the amount of pre- 
ferred stock outstanding and unimpaired, and capital notes or 
debentures issued pursuant to chapter 30.36 RCW. 

(8) The term "surplus" shall include capital surplus, 
reflecting the amounts paid in excess of the par or stated 
value of capital stock, or amounts contributed to the bank 
other than for capital stock, and amounts transferred to sur- 
plus from undivided profits pursuant to resolution of the 
board of directors. 

(9) The term "subsidiary" means: 

(a) Any company twenty-five percent or more of whose 
voting shares (excluding shares owned by the United States 
or by any company wholly owned by the United States) is 
directly or indirectly owned or controlled by such person, or 
is held by it with power to vote; 

(b) Any company the election of a majority of whose 
directors is controlled in any manner by such person; or 

(c) Any company with respect to the management or pol- 
icies of which such person has power, directly or indirectly, 
to exercise a controlling influence, as determined by the divi- 
sion, after notice and opportunity for hearing.

WAC 208-512-250 General limitation—Loans fully 
secured by readily marketable collateral. (1) Loans or 
extensions of credit by a state bank to a person outstanding at 
one time and fully secured by readily marketable collateral 
having a market value, as determined by reliable and contin- 
uously available price quotations, shall not be subject to any 
limitations based on capital and surplus. However, if the total 
of such loans and extensions of credit, together with loans 
made under general limitations pursuant to WAC 208-512- 
240 exceed forty-five percent, the division of banks will 
review the credits as a possible concentration, with regard to 
both risk diversification within the bank's asset structure and 
diversification or other risk in the marketable collateral 
securing the loan. This limitation shall be separate and in 
addition to the general twenty percent limitation set forth in 
WAC 208-512-240. 

(2) Each loan or extension of credit based on the forego- 
ing limitation shall be secured by readily marketable collat- 
eral having a current market value of at least one hundred fif- 
teen percent of the amount of the loan or extension of credit 
at all times. 

(3) Financial instruments may be denominated in foreign 
currencies which are freely convertible to United States dol- 
lars. If collateral is denominated and payable in a currency 
other than that of the loan or extension of credit which it 
secures, the bank's procedures must require that the collateral 
be revalued at least monthly, using appropriate foreign 
exchange rates, in addition to being repriced at current mar- 
ket value. 

(4) Each bank must institute adequate procedures to 
ensure that the collateral value fully secures the outstanding 
loan at all times. If collateral values fall below one hundred 
fifteen percent of the outstanding loan, to the extent that the 
loan is no longer in conformance with this section and 
exceeds the general twenty percent limitation, the loan must 
be brought into conformance within five business days, 
except where judicial proceedings, regulatory actions, or 
other extraordinary occurrences prevent the bank from taking 
actions.

WAC 208-512-260 Combining loans to separate bor- 
rowers. (1) Loans or extensions of credit to one person will 
be attributed to other persons when: 

(a) The proceeds of the loans or extensions of credit are 
to be used for the direct benefit of the other person or persons; 
or 
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(b) A "common enterprise" exists between the persons. 

(2) Determination of whether a "common enterprise" 
exists depends upon a realistic evaluation of the facts and cir- 
cumstances of the particular transaction. A "common enter- 
prise" is presumed to exist when: 

(a) The expected source of repayment for each loan or 
extension of credit is the same for each person; or 

(b) Separate persons borrow from a bank for the purpose 
of acquiring a business enterprise of which those persons will 
own more than fifty percent of the voting securities; or 

(c) The loans or extensions of credit are made to persons 
who are related by common control and (i) are engaged in 
interdependent business or (ii) there is substantial financial 
interdependence among them. 

(3) Substantial financial interdependence occurs when 
fifty percent or more of one person's gross receipts or gross 
expenditures (on an annual basis) are derived from transac- 
tions with one or more persons related through common con- 
trol. Gross receipts and expenditures include gross revenues/ 
expenses, intercompany loans, dividends, capital contribu- 
tions, and similar receipts or payments. 

(4) Throughout this section the term "control" is pre- 
sumed to exist when one or more persons acting in concert 
directly or indirectly: 

(a) Own, control, or have power to vote twenty-five per- 
cent or more of any class of voting securities of another per- 
son; 

(b) Exercise a controlling influence over the manage- 
ment or policies of another person; or 

(c) Control in any manner the election of a majority of 
the directors, trustees or other persons exercising similar 
functions of another person. "Common control" includes 
control of one person by another person.

WAC 208-512-270 Loans to corporations. Loans or 
extensions of credit to a person and its subsidiaries or to sub- 
sidiaries of one person need not be combined where the bank 
has determined that the person and subsidiaries involved are 
not engaged in a "common enterprise." If members of a cor- 
porate group (a person and all its subsidiaries) are either: 

(1) Substantially financially interdependent; or 

(2) Engaged in "common enterprise," then the total 
amount of loans or extensions of credit to these persons must 
be attributed to each of the other persons in the corporate 
group. Conversely, if members of a corporate group are nei- 
ther substantially financially interdependent nor engaged in 
"common enterprise," then the loans to different members are 
separately subject to a twenty percent limitation. In no event 
may the total amount of loans or extensions of credit by a 
state bank to a corporate group exceed fifty percent of the 
bank's capital and surplus.

WAC 208-512-280 Loans to partnerships, joint ven- 
tures, and associations. (1) Loans or extensions of credit to 
a partnership, joint venture, or association shall, for purposes 
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of WAC 208-512-210 through 208-512-300, be considered 
loans or extensions of credit to each member of such partner- 
ship, joint venture, or association. 


(2) Loans or extensions of credit to members of a part- 
nership, joint venture, or association are considered loans or 
extensions of credit to the partnership, joint venture, or asso- 
ciation if one or more of the tests presented in WAC 208-512- 
260(1) is satisfied with respect to one or more of the mem- 
bers. However, loans to members of a partnership, joint ven- 
ture or association will not be attributed to other members of 
the partnership, joint venture, or association unless one or 
more of the tests set forth in WAC 208-512-260(1) is satis- 
fied with respect to such other members. The tests set forth in 
WAC 208-512-260(1) shall be deemed satisfied when loans 
or extensions of credit are made to members of a partnership, 
joint venture, or association for the purpose of purchasing an 
interest in such partnership, joint venture, or association. 


(3) The rule set forth in subsection (1) of this section is 
not applicable to limited partners in limited partnerships or to 
members of joint ventures if such partners or members, by 
the terms of the partnership or membership agreement are not 
to be held liable for the debts or actions of the partnerships, 
joint venture, or association.

WAC 208-512-290 Exceptions to the lending limits. 
(1) Discount of commercial or business paper: Loans or 
extensions of credit arising from the discount of commercial 
or business paper evidencing an obligation to the person 
negotiating it with recourse shall not be subject to any limita- 
tion based on capital and surplus. 

(a) This exception applies to negotiable paper given in 
payment of the purchase price of commodities in domestic or 
export transactions purchased for resale or to be used in the 
fabrication of a product, or to be used for any other business 
purposes which may reasonably be expected to provide funds 
for payment of the paper. Loans or extensions of credit aris- 
ing from the discount of paper must bear the full recourse 
endorsement of the owner. However, loans or extensions of 
credit arising from the discount of such paper in export trans- 
actions may be endorsed by such owner without recourse or 
with limited recourse, or may be accompanied by a separate 
agreement for limited recourse; provided, that if transferred 
without full recourse the paper must be supported by an 
assignment of appropriate insurance covering the political, 
credit, and transfer risks applicable to the paper. 


(b) Since the basis for unlimited credit stems from the 
anticipated sale of a commodity to provide funds for payment 
of the paper, failure to pay either principal or interest when 
due removes the reason for unlimited credit. Consequently, 
although the line of credit to the maker or endorser should not 
be classified as excessive by reason of such default, the paper 
on which the default occurred must thereafter be taken into 
consideration in determining whether additional loans or 
extensions of credit may be made. These same principles of 
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disqualification apply to any renewal or extension of either 
the entire loan or an installment thereof. 

(2) Bankers' acceptances: The purchase of banker's 
acceptances of the kind described in section 13 of the Federal 
Reserve Act and issued by other banks shall not be subject to 
any limitation based on capital and surplus. 

(a) Acceptances by a state bank of "ineligible" drafts, 
i.e., time drafts which do not meet the requirements for dis- 
count with a Federal Reserve Bank, are subject to the general 
twenty percent limitation of RCW 30.04.111. 

(b) During any period within which a state bank holds its 
own acceptances, eligible or ineligible, having given value 
therefor, the amount given is considered to be a loan or exten- 
sion of credit to the customer for whom the acceptance was 
made and is subject to the lending limits. To the extent that a 
loan or extension of credit created by discounting the accep- 
tance is covered by a bona fide participation agreement, the 
discounting bank need only consider that portion of the dis- 
counted acceptance which it retains as being subject to appro- 
priate limitations. 

(3) Loans secured by bills of lading or warehouse 
receipts covering readily marketable staples: Loans and 
extensions of credit secured by bills of lading, warehouse 
receipts, or similar documents transferring or securing title to 
readily marketable staples shall be subject to a limitation of 
thirty-five percent of capital and surplus in addition to the 
general limitations if the market value of the staples securing 
each additional loan or extension of credit at all times equals 
or exceeds one hundred fifteen percent of the outstanding 
amount of such loan or extension of credit. The staples shall 
be fully covered by insurance whenever it is customary to 
insure such staples. 


(a) This exception allows a state bank to make loans or 
extensions of credit to one person in an amount equal to 
thirty-five percent of its capital and surplus in addition to the 
general twenty percent limitation. 

(b) A readily marketable staple means an article of com- 
merce, agriculture, or industry of such uses as to make it the 
subject of dealings in a ready market with sufficiently fre- 
quent price quotations as to make (i) the price easily and def- 
initely ascertainable, and (ii) the staple itself easy to realize 
upon sale at any time at a price which would not involve any 
considerable sacrifice from the amount at which it is valued 
as collateral. Staples eligible for this exception must be non- 
perishable, may be refrigerated or frozen, and must be fully 
covered by insurance when such insurance is customary. This 
exception is intended to apply primary to basic commodities, 
such as wheat and other grains, cotton, wool, and basic met- 
als such as tin, copper, lead, and the like. Whether a commod- 
ity is readily marketable depends upon existing conditions 
and it is possible that a commodity that qualifies at one time 
may cease to quality [qualify] at a later date. Fabricated com- 
modities which do not constitute standardized interchange- 
able units and do not possess uniformly broad marketability 
do not qualify as readily marketable staples. 

(c) Commodities sometimes fail to qualify as nonperish- 
able because of the manner in which they are handled or 
stored during the life of the loan or extension of credit. 
Accordingly, the question as to whether a staple is nonperish- 
able must be determined on a case-by-case basis. 
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(d) This exception is applicable to a loan or extension of 
credit arising from a single transaction or secured by the same 
staples for (1) not more than ten months if secured by nonper- 
ishable staples, and (ii) not more than six months if secured 
by refrigerated or frozen staples. 

(e) The important characteristic of warehouse receipts, 
order bills of lading, or other similar documents is that the 
holder of such documents has control of the commodity and 
can obtain immediate possession. (However, the existence of 
brief notice periods, or similar procedural requirements under 
state law, for the disposal of the collateral will not affect the 
eligibility of the instruments for this exception.) Only docu- 
ments with these characteristics are eligible security for loans 
under this exception. In the event of default on a loan secured 
by one of these documents, the bank must be in a position to 
sell the underlying commodity and promptly transfer title and 
possession to the purchaser, thus being able to protect itself 
without extended litigation. Generally, documents qualifying 
as "documents of title" under the Uniform Commercial Code 
are "similar documents" qualifying for this exception. 

(f) Field warehouse receipts are an acceptable form of 
collateral when they are issued by a duly bonded and licensed 
grain elevator or warehouse having exclusive possession and 
control of the commodities even though the grain elevator or 
warehouse is maintained on the commodity owner's premise. 

(g) Warehouse receipts issued by the borrower-owner 
which is a grain elevator or warehouse company, duly- 
bonded and licensed and regularly inspected by state or fed- 
eral authorities, may be considered eligible collateral under 
this exception only when the receipts are registered with a 
registrar whose consent is required before the commodities 
can be withdrawn from the warehouse. 

(4) Loans secured by United States obligations: Loans 
or extensions of credit secured by bonds, notes, certificates of 
indebtedness, or treasury bills of the United States or by other 
such obligations wholly guaranteed as to principal and inter- 
est by the United States shall not be subject to any limitation 
based on capital and surplus. 

(a) This exception applies only to loans or extensions of 
credit which are fully secured by the current market value of 
obligations of the United States or guaranteed by the United 
States. 

(b) If the market value of the collateral declines so that 
the loan is no longer in conformance with this exception and 
exceeds the general twenty percent limitation, the loan must 
be brought into conformance within five business days. 

(c) Securities issued by any department, agency, bureau, 
board, commission or establishment of the United States, or 
any corporation wholly owned, directly or indirectly, shall 
not be considered eligible collateral for purposes of this sec- 
tion, unless such securities shall be direct obligation of or 
fully guaranteed as to principal and interest by the United 
States. 

(5) Loans to or guaranteed by a federal agency: Loans or 
extensions of credit to or secured by unconditional takeout 
commitments or guarantees of any department, agency, 
bureau, board, commission, or establishment of the United 
States or any corporation wholly owned directly or indirectly 
by the United States shall not be subject to any limitation 
based on capital and surplus. 
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(a) This exception may apply to only that portion of a 
loan or extension of credit that is covered by a federal guar- 
antee or commitment. 

(b) For purposes of this exception, the commitment or 
guarantee must be payable in cash or its equivalent within 
sixty days after demand for payment is made. 

(c) A guarantee or commitment is unconditional if the 
protection afforded the bank is not substantially diminished 
or impaired in the case of loss resulting from factors beyond 
the bank's control. Protection against loss is not materially 
diminished or impaired by procedural requirements, includ- 
ing default over a specific period of time, a requirement that 
notification of default be given within a specific period after 
its occurrence, or a requirement of good faith on the part of 
the bank. 

(6) Loans secured by segregated deposit accounts: 
Loans or extensions of credit secured by a segregated deposit 
account in the lending bank shall not be subject to any limita- 
tion based on capital and surplus. 

(a) Deposit accounts which may qualify for this excep- 
tion include deposits in any form generally recognized as 
deposits. In the case of the secured loan, the bank must estab- 
lish internal procedures which will prevent the release of the 
security. 

(b) The bank must ensure that a security interest has been 
perfected in the deposit, including the assignment of a specif- 
ically identified deposit and any other actions required by 
state law. 

(c) A deposit which is denominated and payable in a cur- 
rency other than that of the loan or extension of credit which 
it secures may be eligible for this exception if it is freely con- 
vertible to United States dollars. The deposit must be reval- 
ued at least monthly, using appropriate foreign exchange 
rates, to ensure that the loan or extension of credit remains 
fully secured. This exception applies to only that portion of 
the loan or extension of credit that is covered by the United 
States dollar value of the deposit. If the United States dollar 
value of the deposit falls to the extent that the loan is in non- 
conformance with this exception and exceeds the general 
twenty percent limitation, the loan must be brought into con- 
formance within five business days, except where judicial 
proceedings, regulatory actions, or other extraordinary occur- 
rences prevent the bank from taking such action. This excep- 
tion is not authority for state banks to take deposits denomi- 
nated in foreign currencies. 

(7) Unpaid purchase price of sale of bank property: The 
unpaid portion of the purchase price of a sale of bank prop- 
erty, if secured by that property, shall not be subject to any 
limitation based on capital and surplus. 

(a) Any sale of bank property, resulting in an unpaid pur- 
chase price exceeding the bank's lending limit must be 
approved in advance of the sale by the board of directors, 
including the terms of payment of such unpaid purchase 
price, and if the purchase is by a director, officer or employee 
of the bank, shall conform to Regulation O of the Federal 
Reserve System and RCW 30.12.050. 

(b) The bank must ensure that a security interest has been 
perfected in the collateral, including execution and recording 
or filing of documents and any other action required by state 
law. 
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(8) Discount of installment consumer paper. 

(a) Loans and extensions of credit arising from the dis- 
count of negotiable or nonnegotiable installment consumer 
paper which carries a full recourse endorsement or uncondi- 
tional guarantee by the person transferring the paper shall be 
subject under this section to a maximum limitation equal to 
twenty per centum of capital and surplus. 


(b) If the bank's files or the knowledge of its officers of 
the financial condition of each maker of such consumer paper 
is reasonably adequate, and an officer of the bank designated 
for that purpose by the board of directors of the bank certifies 
in writing that the bank is relying primarily upon the respon- 
sibility of each maker for payment of such loans or exten- 
sions of credit and not upon any full or partial recourse 
endorsement or guarantee by the transferor, the limitations of 
this section as to the loans or extensions of credit of each such 
maker shall be the sole applicable loan limitations. 


(c) This exception allows a bank to discount negotiable 
or nonnegotiable installment consumer paper of one person 
in an amount equal to twenty per centum of its capital and 
surplus if the paper carries a full recourse endorsement or 
unconditional guarantee by the seller transferring such paper. 
The unconditional guarantee may be in the form of a repur- 
chase agreement or a separate guarantee agreement. A condi- 
tion reasonably within the power of the bank to perform, such 
as the repossession of collateral, will not be considered to 
make conditional an otherwise unconditional agreement. 


(d) For purposes of this subsection, "consumer" means 
the user of any products, commodities, goods, or services, 
whether leased or purchased, and does not include any person 
who purchases products or commodities for the purpose of 
resale or for fabrication into goods for sale. 

(e) For purposes of this subsection, "consumer paper" 
includes paper relating to automobiles, mobile homes, resi- 
dences, office equipment, household items, tuition fees, 
insurance premium fees, and similar consumer items. Also 
included is paper covering the lease (where the bank is not 
the owner or lessor) or purchase of equipment for use in man- 
ufacturing, farming, construction, or excavation. 

(f) Under certain circumstances, installment consumer 
paper which otherwise meets the requirements of this excep- 
tion will be considered a loan or extension of credit to the 
maker of the paper rather than the seller of the paper. Specif- 
ically, where (i) through the bank's files it has been deter- 
mined that the financial condition of each maker is reason- 
ably adequate to repay the loan or extension of credit, and (ii) 
an officer designated by the bank's chairman or chief execu- 
tive officer pursuant to authorization by the board of directors 
certifies in writing that the bank is relying primarily upon the 
maker to repay the loan or extension of credit, the loan or 
extension of credit is subject only to the lending limits of the 
maker of the paper. Where paper is purchased in substantial 
quantities, the records, evaluation, and certification may be in 
such form as is appropriate for the class and quantity of paper 
involved. 

(g) Ifa loan under this section is in default and the dealer 
or seller of the loan has contractually committed to repur- 
chase the paper, then the loan will be aggregated with the 
dealer or seller's other outstanding debt for lending limit pur- 
poses and will be subject to the twenty per centum limitation. 
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(h) If loan payments are received and/or controlled by 
the dealer or seller of the paper and remitted to the bank, then 
those loans will be aggregated with the dealer or seller's other 
outstanding debt for lending limit purposes and will be sub- 
ject to the twenty per centum limitation.

WAC 208-512-300 Transitional rules. (1) Loans or 
extensions of credit which were in violation of RCW 30.04.- 
111 prior to the relevant effective dates of WAC 208-512- 
210 through this section will be considered to remain in vio- 
lation of law until they are paid in full, regardless of whether 
the loans or extensions of credit conform to the rules estab- 
lished in WAC 208-512-210 through this section.

(b) A bank may act as agent for life, disability, and invol- 
untary unemployment insurance if the insurance is limited to 
assuring the repayment of the outstanding balance due on a 
specific extension of credit by the bank. 

(c) A bank may act as agent for property insurance on 
loan collateral, provided such insurance is limited to assuring 
repayment of the outstanding balance of the extension of 
credit and such extension of credit is not more than ten thou- 
sand dollars (twenty-five thousand dollars to finance the pur- 
chase of a residential manufactured home and which is 
secured by such home) increased by the percentage increase 
in the Consumer Price Index for Urban Wage Earners and 
Clerical Workers published monthly by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics for the period beginning on January 1, 1982, and 
ending on December 31 of the year preceding the year of the 
extension of credit.

32.20.250 or 32.20.260, nor shall the division of banks 
require facilitating loans to be classified as loans made pursu- 
ant to RCW 32.20.255. Until such time as a facilitating loan 
conforms to the requirements of RCW 32.20.250, 32.20.255 
or 32.20.260, or other investment statutes relating to mutual 
savings bank, it shall be carried on the books and records of 
the bank as "Other real estate loans - Debts previously con- 
tracted," and shall not be carried at more than the value of the 
property securing it. Facilitating loans shall be included in 
determining the amounts invested which are subject to the 
loan limits to the extent of the value at which they are carried 
on the books of the bank. The bank may, however, make 
facilitating loans regardless of the loan limits.

WAC 208-514-020 Introduction. This chapter imple- 
ments the authority of the director of the department of finan- 
cial institutions (the director") under chapters 32.08, 32.34, 
and 34.05 RCW to enact regulations concerning the organiza- 
tion and operation of mutual holding companies. It addresses 
only those features of the organization and operation of 
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mutual holding companies and their subsidiary stock savings 
banks that are not governed by Title 32 RCW. Among the 
provisions that must be considered are: 

(1) Chapter 32.32 RCW for the chartering of a mutual 
savings bank and the conversion of a mutual savings bank to 
a stock savings bank; 

(2) Title 32 RCW generally for the operations of any 
such savings bank; and 

(3) Chapter 32.34 RCW for any merger or acquisition of 
assets involving a mutual holding company or banking sub- 
sidiary of a mutual holding company. 

In addition, the director has determined that formation of 
a business trust is not the sole and exclusive method by which 
a state savings bank may form a mutual holding company 
("MHC"). 

Under RCW 32.34.050, a state savings bank is allowed 
to form a business trust that, in turn, is authorized to become 
a MHC. However, based on the statutory authority granted to 
the director under that statute as well as chapters 32.08 and 
34.05 RCW, the director has determined that utilization of a 
business trust is not the exclusive procedure for creation of 
MHCs. 

By enacting RCW 32.08.142, the legislature evidenced a 
clear intent that state-chartered savings banks not be placed at 
a competitive disadvantage to federally chartered savings 
banks. While the state Constitution prohibits automatic incor- 
poration into state law of federal laws enacted after adoption 
of RCW 32.08.142, that restriction does not invalidate the 
legislative intent that state institutions not be placed at an 
undue competitive disadvantage with federal savings banks. 

Conditioning MHC formation on the utilization of a 
business trust to act as the MHC is potentially disadvanta- 
geous to state savings banks in view of: 

(a) The absence of state statutory and regulatory guid- 
ance concerning the governance and authority of trusts when 
acting as holding companies; 

(b) The uncertainty of regulations of such trusts as 
MHCs; and 

(c) The potential federal tax uncertainties that would 
arise by utilizing a trust in connection with a tax free reorga- 
nization into a mutual holding company. 

In addition, business trusts are permitted by statute 
(chapter 23.90 RCW) to exercise the general powers of 
domestic corporations, including the power to merge into a 
domestic corporation. As a result, the director has determined 
that the scope of chapter 32.34 RCW and the incidental pow- 
ers clause of RCW 32.08.140 make it convenient or useful in 
connection with a savings bank's performance of its specifi- 
cally enumerated powers to accomplish a MHC reorganiza- 
tion, to utilize either a corporation formed under the laws of 
the state of Washington or a business trust.

WAC 208-514-040 Authorization to form mutual 
holding companies.

(1) A reorga- 
nization ofa mutual savings bank pursuant to these rules shall 
be approved by not less than two-thirds of the board of trust- 
ees of the mutual savings bank. 

(2)(a) A mutual savings bank proposing a reorganization 
pursuant to these rules shall provide the director with written 
notice of such proposed reorganization. Such notice shall

WAC 208-514-060 Formation of a mutual holding 
company. (1)(a) The plan of reorganization may authorize 
the formation of a MHC by: 

(i) The organization by or at the discretion or request of 
the mutual savings bank of a business trust or mutual corpo- 
ration that shall serve as a MHC, the organization by the 
MHC of a stock savings bank subsidiary and the transfer to 
such stock savings bank of substantially all of the mutual sav- 
ings bank's assets and liabilities, including all of its deposit 
liabilities, in accordance with these rules; 
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(ii) The organization by or at the direction or request of 
the mutual savings bank of a business trust or mutual corpo- 
ration that shall serve as the MHC, and the organization by 
such MHC of a stock savings bank subsidiary that merges 
with the mutual savings bank; or 

(iii) The reorganization of the mutual savings bank under 
any other method approved by the director. 

(b) For the purposes of (a) of this subsection and when 
authorized by the director, as hereinafter provided, the trust- 
ees of the mutual holding company, consisting of five or 
more natural persons who are citizens of the United States, 
may incorporate an interim stock savings bank subsidiary in 
the manner herein prescribed. No savings bank shall incorpo- 
rate for less amount nor commence business unless it has a 
paid-in capital stock in such amount as may be determined by 
the director after consideration of the proposed transaction. 

(i) Persons desiring to incorporate an interim stock sav- 
ings bank shall file with the director a notice of their intention 
to organize a savings bank in such form and containing such 
information as the director shall prescribe by regulation or 
otherwise require, together with proposed articles of incorpo- 
ration and bylaws, which shall be submitted for examination 
to the director at his office in Olympia. The proposed articles 
of incorporation shall state: 

(A) The name of such savings bank. 

(B) The city, village or locality and county where the 
head office of such savings bank is to be located. 

(C) The nature of its business (i.e., that of a savings 
bank). 

(D) The amount of its capital stock, which shall be 
divided into shares of a par or no par value as may be pro- 
vided in the articles of incorporation. 

(E) The names, places of residence, and mailing 
addresses of the persons who as directors are to manage the 
bank until the first annual meeting of its shareholders. 

(F) If there is to be preferred or special classes of stock, 
a statement of preferences, voting rights, if any, limitations 
and relative rights in respect of the shares of each class; or a 
statement that the shares of each class shall have the 
attributes as shall be determined by the bank's board of direc- 
tors from time to time with the approval of the director. 

(G) Any provision granting the shareholders the preemp- 
tive right to acquire additional shares of the bank and any 
provision granting shareholders the right to cumulate their 
votes. 

(H) Any provision, not inconsistent with law, which the 
incorporators elect to set forth in the articles of incorporation 
for the regulation of the internal affairs of the corporation, 
including, without limitation, any provision restricting the 
transfer of shares. 

(I) Any provision the incorporators elect to so set forth, 
not inconsistent with law or with the purposes for which the 
bank is organized, or any provision limiting any of the pow- 
ers granted in the applicable provisions of the Revised Code 
of Washington. 

It shall not be necessary to set forth in the articles of 
incorporation any of the corporate powers granted in the 
applicable provisions of the Revised Code of Washington. 
The articles of incorporation shall be signed by all of the 
incorporators and acknowledged before an officer authorized 
to take acknowledgements. 
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(ii) In case of approval, the director shall forthwith give 
notice thereof to the proposed incorporators and file one of 
the triplicate articles of incorporation in his own office, trans- 
mit another triplicate to the secretary of state, and the last to 
the incorporators. Upon receipt from the proposed incorpora- 
tors of the same fees as are required for filing and recording 
other articles of incorporation, the secretary of state shall file 
such articles and record the same. Upon the filing of articles 
of incorporation approved as aforesaid by the director, with 
the secretary of state, all persons named therein and their suc- 
cessors shall become and be a corporation, which shall have 
the powers and be subject to the duties and obligations pre- 
scribed by the applicable provisions of the Revised Code of 
Washington, and whose existence shall continue from the 
date of the filing of such articles until terminated pursuant to 
law; but such corporation shall not transact any business, 
except as is necessary or convenient to its organization and 
preparation to engage in business, until it has received from 
the director a certificate of authority to engage in the banking 
business as a stock savings bank. 

(c) For the purposes of (a) of this subsection, WAC 208- 
514-080 permits a newly organized stock savings bank to 
issue to persons other than its parent MHC, an amount of 
common stock and securities convertible into common stock 
that, in the aggregate, does not exceed forty-nine percent of 
the issued and outstanding common stock of such stock sav- 
ings bank upon completion of the offering. Issued and out- 
standing securities that are convertible into common stock 
shall be considered issued and outstanding common stock for 
purposes of computing the forty-nine percent limitation. This 
subsection shall not limit the authority of such stock savings 
bank to issue equity or debt securities other than common 
stock and securities convertible into common stock. 

(2) In connection with the reorganization of a mutual 
savings bank as provided in WAC 208-514-040, the MHC 
may acquire assets of the mutual savings bank to the extent 
that such assets are not then required to be transferred to (or 
retained by) the stock savings bank in order to satisfy capital 
or reserve requirements of any applicable state or federal law 
or regulation. 

(3) A stock savings bank whose outstanding common 
stock is at least fifty-one percent but less than one hundred 
percent owned by a mutual holding company shall have at 
least one director, but no more than two-fifths of its directors, 
who are "unaffiliated directors" who shall represent the inter- 
ests of the minority shareholders. An "unaffiliated director" is 
a director who is not: 

(a) An officer or employee of the stock savings bank (or 
any affiliate thereof); or 

(b) An officer, trustee, or employee of the mutual hold- 
ing company. 

If the incorporation certificate or bylaws of the stock 
savings bank provide that the board of directors shall be 
divided into two or more classes, then to the extent possible, 
each class shall contain the same number of unaffiliated 
directors as each other class.

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WAC 208-514-070 Mutual holding company powers. 
(1) Upon the formation of a MHC: 

(a) The MHC shall possess all the rights, powers, and 
privileges (except deposit-taking powers) and shall be subject 
to all the limitations, not inconsistent with these rules, of a 
mutual savings bank under Title 32 RCW; and 

(b) The MHC shall be subject to the limitations imposed 
by the Bank Holding Company Act of 1956 (12 U.S.C. Sec- 
tion 1841, et seq.) or, in the case of a MHC resulting from the 
reorganization of a savings bank that elected either before or 
after such reorganization to be treated as a savings associa- 
tion (as defined in 12 U.S.C. Section 1467a), such mutual 
holding company shall be subject to the limitations imposed 
by the savings and loan holding company provisions of the 
Home Owners' Loan Act (12 U.S.C. Section 1467a). 

(2) Notwithstanding any inconsistent provisions of Title

(a) Merge with, acquire, or purchase the assets of a 
mutual holding company established pursuant to these rules 
or the savings and loan holding company provisions of the 
Home Owners' Loan Act (12 U.S.C. Section 1467a); 

(b) Acquire or purchase the assets or stock of a stock sav- 
ings bank, commercial bank, credit union, stock savings and 
loan association, stock federal savings bank, or stock federal 
savings and loan association; 

(c) Acquire a mutual savings bank, mutual savings and 
loan association, federal mutual savings bank, or federal 
mutual savings and loan association through the merger of 
such institution with a stock subsidiary of such mutual hold- 
ing company; 

(d) Convert to a stock holding company pursuant to the 
provisions of a plan which is approved by the director, pre- 
serves the subscription and liquidation account rights of 
depositors of the mutual savings bank who then remain

WAC 208-514-080 Offering of securities. (1) Any 
offering of shares of voting securities by a MHC which con- 
verts to stock form or of common stock of a stock savings 
bank subsidiary of a MHC that will cause the holding com- 
pany to hold less than fifty-one percent of the issued and out- 
standing common stock of the stock savings bank upon com- 
pletion of the offering (a "subsequent offering") shall be gov- 
ered by the rules prescribed in chapter 32.32 RCW, except 
to the extent that those rules are explicitly waived or modified 
by the director. 

(2) Any offering of shares of any class of stock of a stock 
savings bank subsidiary of a MHC that will not cause the 
MHC to hold less than fifty-one percent of the issued and out- 
standing common stock of the stock savings bank upon com- 
pletion of the offering may be accomplished through either a 
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public distribution or by means of a limited distribution or 
placement of the securities, none of which methods of offer- 
ing will require the stock of the savings bank subsidiary to be 
offered to members of the unconverted mutual savings bank 
or of the MHC. Any such offering shall comply with the dis- 
closure requirements of chapter 32.32 RCW, shall be made 
by means of an offering circular approved by the director, 
and shall be sold at a price that is approved (a) by the director 
in the case of the initial offering of shares to persons other 
than the MHC, and in such case based upon a proposed price 
range established by qualified persons who are independent 
of the bank and (b) by the board of directors in the case of 
other offerings contemplated by this subsection. 

(3) The procedures to follow in conducting a subsequent 
offering may, with the director's approval, differ from those 
set forth in chapter 32.32 RCW. 

(4) Notwithstanding any contrary provision of Title 32 
RCW, there shall be no requirement to use an underwriter in 
an offering made pursuant to subsection (2) of this section, 
though such use is permissible. 

(5) Subject to approval of the director, a stock savings 
bank subsidiary of a MHC may declare or pay a cash divi- 
dend that is payable only to shareholders of the stock savings 
bank other than the MHC. 

(6) Notwithstanding any contrary provision of Title 32 
RCW, no offering circular used in connection with an offer- 
ing pursuant to subsection (2) of this section shall be required 
to set forth the estimated subscription price range of the 
shares being offered.

WAC 208-514-090 Subscription rights. (1) Upon a 
conversion to stock form, as such conversion is defined in 
WAC 208-514-030(2), by a MHC or a stock savings bank 
subsidiary of a MHC, depositors of the stock savings bank at 
the record date of the conversion to stock form who continu- 
ously have been depositors since the reorganization, or were 
depositors of any savings association subsequently acquired 
by a MHC at a time when the association was in mutual form 
and remained depositors of the stock savings bank, shall 
receive, without payment, nontransferable rights to subscribe 
for stock of the converted MHC or the converted stock sav- 
ings bank to be sold in the subsequent offering, to the extent 
that such depositors would have received those rights pursu- 
ant to RCW 32.32.045 in a stock conversion of the savings 
bank as prescribed in chapter 32.32 RCW; provided, how- 
ever, that such depositors who are not shareholders of the 
stock savings bank at the record date for the subsequent offer- 
ing shall have priority rights, not inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of chapter 32.32 RCW, to subscribe for shares to be 
issued in the subsequent offering in accordance with a plan 
approved by the director or made pursuant to subsequent 
tules to be promulgated by the director.

(3) Nothing in chapter 32.34 RCW or chapter 208-514

tors in a mutual savings bank that reorganizes as a MHC be 
offered stock in the stock savings bank subsidiary except as 
provided in subsection (1) of this section. 

(4) Depositors in a mutual savings bank that reorganizes 
as a MHC with a stock savings bank subsidiary shall become 
depositors in such subsidiary when the mutual savings bank 
merges with or transfers its assets and liabilities to the stock 
savings bank.

WAC 208-514-100 Stock issuance and stock award 
plans. The authority for a stock savings bank subsidiary of a 
MHC to issue stock shall be subject to the following limita- 
tions, unless otherwise approved by the director. 

(1) The stock sold in the reorganization shall be sold at a 
total price equal to the estimated pro forma market value of 
such stock, based on an independent valuation as provided in 
WAC 208-5 14-080(2) and any stock sold in a later offering 
shall be sold at its fair value as determined by the board of 
directors of the stock savings bank. 

(2) The aggregate amount of issued and outstanding 
common stock of the stock savings bank owned or controlled 
by persons other than the MHC at the close of any proposed 
issuance shall be forty-nine percent or less than the savings 
bank's total outstanding common stock. 

(3) The aggregate amount of common stock acquired in 
the proposed issuance, plus all prior issuances of the savings 
bank, by any nontax-qualified employee stock benefit plan of 
the savings bank or any insider (which for the purpose of 
these rules will mean an officer, director, or associate of an 
officer or director) of the savings bank (exclusive of any 
stock acquired by said plan or insider and his or her associ- 
ates in the secondary market) shall not exceed ten percent of 
the outstanding shares of common stock of the savings bank 
held by persons other than the savings bank's MHC parent at 
the close of the proposed issuance. In calculating the number 
of shares held by any insider or associate, shares held by any 
tax-qualified or nontax-qualified employee stock benefit plan 
of the savings bank that are attributable to such person shall 
not be counted. 

(4) The aggregate amount of stock, whether common or 
preferred, acquired in the proposed issuance, plus all prior 
issuances of the savings bank, by any nontax-qualified 
employee stock benefit plan of the savings bank or any 
insider of the savings bank and his or her associates (exclu- 
sive of any stock acquired by said plan or insider and his or 
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her associates in the secondary market) shall not exceed ten 
percent of the stockholders' equity of the savings bank held 
by persons other than the MHC parent at the close of the pro- 
posed issuance. 

(5) The aggregate amount of common stock acquired in 
the proposed issuance, plus all prior issuances of the savings 
bank, by any one or more tax-qualified employee stock bene- 
fit plans of the savings bank (exclusive of any stock acquired 
by such plans in the secondary market) shall not exceed ten 
percent of the outstanding shares of common stock of the sav- 
ings bank held by persons other than the MHC parent at the 
close of the proposed issuance. 

(6) The aggregate amount of stock, whether common or 
preferred, acquired in the proposed issuance, plus all prior 
issuances of the savings bank, by any one or more tax-quali- 
fied employee stock benefit plans of the savings bank (exclu- 
sive of any stock acquired by such plans in the secondary 
market) shall not exceed ten percent of the stockholders' 
equity of the savings bank held by persons other than the 
MHC parent at the close of the proposed issuance. 

(7) The aggregate amount of common stock acquired in 
the proposed issuance, plus all prior issuances of the savings 
bank by all nontax-qualified employee stock benefit plans of 
the savings bank and insiders of the savings bank (exclusive 
of any stock acquired by said plans and by insiders in the sec- 
ondary market) shall not exceed thirty-five percent of the out- 
standing shares of common stock of the savings bank held by 
persons other than the MHC parent at the close of the pro- 
posed issuance if the savings bank has less than fifty million 
dollars in total assets prior to the issuance or twenty-five per- 
cent of such outstanding shares if the savings bank has more 
than five hundred million dollars in total assets before the 
issuance. If the savings bank has between fifty million dollars 
and five hundred million dollars in total assets before the 
issuance, the maximum percentage shall be equal to thirty- 
five percent minus one percent multiplied by the quotient of 
total assets less fifty million dollars divided by forty-five mil- 
lion dollars. In calculating the number of shares held by 
insiders and their associates, shares held by any tax-qualified 
or nontax-qualified employee stock benefit plan of the sav- 
ings bank that are attributable to such persons shall not be 
counted. 

(8) The aggregate amount of stock, whether common or 
preferred, acquired in the proposed issuance, plus all prior 
issuances of the savings bank, by all nontax-qualified 
employee stock benefit plans of the savings bank, insiders of 
the savings bank, and associates of insiders of the savings 
bank (exclusive of any stock acquired by said plans and by 
insiders in the secondary market) shall not exceed thirty-five 
percent of the stockholders' equity of the savings bank held 
by persons other than the association's mutual holding com- 
pany parent at the close of the proposed issuance if the sav- 
ings bank has less than fifty million dollars in total assets 
before the issuance or twenty-five percent of such stockhold- 
ers' equity if the savings bank has more than five hundred 
million dollars in total assets prior to the issuance. If the sav- 
ings bank has between fifty million dollars and five hundred 
million dollars in total assets before the proposed issuance, 
the maximum percentage shall be equal to thirty-five percent 
minus one percent multiplied by the quotient of total assets 
less fifty million dollars divided by forty-five million dollars. 
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(9) Shares of authorized but unissued stock of a stock 
savings bank subsidiary of a MHC may be reserved to satisfy 
and may be issued pursuant to any stock-based incentive plan 
for employees, directors, and others approved by the savings 
bank's board of directors and a majority of its stockholders. 

(10) If, at the close of any stock issuance, the stock sav- 
ings bank has holders of record of its outstanding voting 
securities that would require registration under the Securities 
Exchange Act of 1934, then such requirement shall be met. 

(11) For a period of three years following the proposed 
issuance, no insider of the savings bank shall sell, without the 
director's prior written approval, any stock of the savings 
bank purchased in connection with the reorganization except 
that the personal representative of such insider may sell 
shares in the event of the death of the insider.

WAC 208-514-110 Liquidation account. (1) The 
entire unconsolidated net worth of a MHC shall constitute a 
liquidation account for the benefit of the depositors of its sub- 
sidiary stock savings banks who continuously have been 
depositors since the reorganization or were depositors of any 
savings association subsequently acquired by a MHC at a 
time when the association was in mutual form and remained 
depositors of the stock savings bank ("eligible depositors"). 
The liquidation account shall not be a fixed amount but may 
increase (as to the entire account but not as to any individual 
eligible depositor) or decrease (as provided in RCW 32.32.- 
190 through 32.32.205, except as application of those sec- 
tions is inconsistent with these rules) over time. The function 
of the liquidation account is to establish that upon the com- 
plete liquidation of the mutual holding company, the entire 
net worth of the mutual holding company will be distributed 
among those persons who are the eligible depositors of its 
subsidiary savings bank(s) as of the date of the liquidation. 
The designation of the mutual holding company's net worth 
as a liquidation account shall not operate to restrict the use or 
application of the mutual holding company's net worth 
accounts. 

(2) In the event of a complete liquidation of a mutual 
holding company, the remaining liquidation account of the 
mutual holding company shall be distributed ratably among 
all the eligible depositors of its subsidiary savings bank(s) as 
of the date of the liquidation. 

(3) Upon the conversion to stock form of a mutual hold- 
ing company, the liquidation account of the holding company 
shall no longer be maintained. Instead, each subsidiary sav- 
ings bank shall at that time establish a liquidation account, 
which liquidation accounts shall in the aggregate equal the 
mutual holding company's liquidation account as of its last 
periodic report of condition immediately preceding its con- 
version into a stock-form holding company. The liquidation 
account established by each subsidiary savings bank shall be 
in the same proportion to the mutual holding company's liq- 
uidation account as the total of the subaccount balances of the 
then eligible depositors of the subsidiary savings bank bears 
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to the total subaccount balances of the eligible depositors of 
all subsidiary savings banks of the mutual holding company.

(e) Organization expenses (which should not be bor- 
rowed from any source) - complete and detailed accounting is 
required for all expenses related to organization, including 
detailed account of actual legal work performed together with 
any additional costs anticipated prior to opening or costs 
incurred or work performed during the organization period 
for which disbursement has been deferred beyond the open- 
ing date. 

(2) Adequacy of the capital structure. 

(a) Proposed allocations within total capital structure. 

(i) Amount of paid-in common capital stock (No. shares 
x par value). 

(ii) Amount of paid-in surplus. 

(iii) Amount of paid-in undivided profits. 

(iv) Amount of other segregations, including the organi- 
zation or expense fund, if planned. 

(b) Minimum capital requirements of state law (RCW 
30.08.010 as amended by chapter 104, Laws of 1973). 

(c) The adequacy (deemed reasonable) of the proposed 
capital structure is evaluated, in part, by: 

(i) The population of the community to be served. 

(ii) Ratio the projected net total capital structure will 
bear to the estimated volume of deposits at the end of each of 
the first three years of operations. 

(3) Future earnings prospects. A detailed projection of 
earnings and expenses is to be submitted showing the break- 
down of income and expenses for each of the first three years 
of operations. Provision should be made for the bad debt 
reserve (loan losses) based upon the major types of loaning 
demands the proposed bank expects to serve and total loans 
expected by the end of the first, second and third years of 
operations. 

(4) General character of management. 

(a) A financial report and a biographical report for each 
officer and director is required together with a report by each 
officer and director stating the number of shares to be pur- 
chased, the total cost of such shares and details as to source 
and financing terms for such portion as not paid in cash. (If 
disclosure of any of the proposed officers would jeopardize 
current employment, include the information in a special 
"CONFIDENTIAL SECTION.") 

(b) The subscribers (proposed shareholders) are to be 
listed alphabetically with name and address, occupation and 
number of shares being purchased indicated by number of 
shares and total subscription price. The list should indicate 
"D" for the directors designee, "O" for officers. 

(c) For any subscribers for 5% or more of the proposed 
capital stock, the financing terms are required as for directors 
and officers. 

(d) The membership of the committees of the directorate 
are to be designated and duties outlined, including: 

(i) Loan and/or executive committee. 

(ii) Investment committee. 
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(iii) Audit committee. 

(e) Management of the proposed bank will report: 

(i) Name of principal correspondent bank or banks and 
basis upon which the selection was made. 

(ii) Determination that sufficiency of surety bond cover- 
age conforms with generally accepted banking practices. 

(f) Any changes contemplated in the proposed director- 
ate or active management during the first year are to be 
reported, or, if none, so state. 

(5) Convenience and needs of the community to be 
served. 

(a) Applicants have the responsibility of developing as 
fully as possible the economic support and justification for 
the proposed bank including: 

(i) The community and "surrounding country" (the trade 
territory or market area) which the proposed bank will serve, 
including the geographic boundaries within which all or most 
of the bank's potential customers reside. 

(1) Furnish a detail map of such area pinpointing and 
indexing each financial institution (banks and savings and 
loan associations and mutual savings bank, whether head 
office or branch office). 

(2) Provide list or recapitulation of subscribers residing 
in or closely identified with the area to be served. 

(3) Provide estimates of the total deposits anticipated 
during the early period of operations together with totals 
expected by the end of each of the first three years. The latter 
should be segregated: 

(a) Demand deposits. 

(b) Savings passbook accounts. 

(c) Other time deposits. 

(d) Public funds. 

(e) Recapitulation as to total demand and total time. 

(4) The economic characteristics of the trade territory 
specified above for the most recent five-year period where 
possible... including manufacturing, agricultural and other 
industrial data, construction activity, retail and wholesale 
sales, housing starts, school population, census figures and 
projections. 

(5) Such additional data relating to the trade area consid- 
ered relevant and indicating support for the proposed bank as 
may be obtained from such sources as local offices of utili- 
ties, planning commission, chamber of commerce or trade 
associations, traffic surveys, county auditor, title insurance 
company, etc. (In the event an economic survey or feasibility 
study has been prepared it may provide most of the informa- 
tion needed.)

WAC 208-536-010 Definitions. For purposes of this 
chapter, the following words are defined as: 

(1) "Fiduciary powers" means the power to act in any 
fiduciary capacity authorized by the state of Washington 
including, but not limited to, trustee, executor, administrator, 
registrar of stocks and bonds, guardian of estates, assignee, 
receiver, agent, custodian, investment adviser, if the trust 
company receives a fee for its investment advice, escrow 
agent, corporate bond paying and transfer agent, escrow 
holder, managing agent, depositary, committee of estates of 
incompetents, and any capacity in which the trust company 
possesses investment discretion on behalf of another. 

(2) "Trust department" means that group or groups of 
officers and employees of a trust company organized under 
the supervision of officers or employees to whom are desig- 
nated by the board of directors the performance of the fidu- 
ciary responsibilities of the trust company, whether or not the 
group or groups are so named. 

(3) "Agency" means the fiduciary relationship in which 
title to the property constituting the agency does not pass to 
the trust institution but remains in the owner of the property, 
who is known as the principal, and in which the agent is 
charged with certain specific duties with respect to the prop- 
erty. 
(4) "Agency coupled with an interest" means an agency 
in which the agent has a legal interest in the subject matter. 
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Such an agency is not terminated automatically, as are other 
agencies, by the death of the principal but continue in effect 
until the agent can realize upon its legal interest. 

(5) "Managing agent" means the fiduciary relationship 
assumed by a trust company upon the creation of an account 
which names the trust company as agent and confers invest- 
ment discretion upon the trust company. 

(6) "Trust company" as used herein shall also include 
banks which are authorized to exercise trust powers.

WAC 208-536-020 Administration of fiduciary pow- 
ers. (1)(a) The board of directors is responsible for the proper 
exercise of fiduciary powers by the trust company. All mat- 
ters pertinent thereto, including the determination of policies, 
the investment and disposition of property held in a fiduciary 
capacity, and the direction and review of the actions of all 
officers, employees, and committees utilized by the trust 
company in the exercise of its fiduciary powers, are the 
responsibility of the board. In discharging this responsibility, 
the board of directors may assign, by action duly entered in 
the minutes, the administration of such of the trust company's 
fiduciary powers as it may consider proper to assign to such 
director(s), officer(s), employee(s) or committee(s) as it may 
designate. 

(b) No fiduciary account shall be accepted without the 
prior approval of the board, or of the director(s), officer(s) or 
committee(s) to whom the board may have designated the 
performance of that responsibility. A written record shall be 
made of such acceptances and of the relinquishment or clos- 
ing out of all fiduciary accounts. Upon the acceptance of an 
account for which the trust company has investment respon- 
sibilities a prompt review of the assets shall be made. The 
board shall also ensure that at least once during every calen- 
dar year thereafter, all the assets held in or for each fiduciary 
account where the bank has investment responsibilities are 
reviewed to determine the advisability of retaining or dispos- 
ing of such assets. 

(2) All officers and employees taking part in the opera- 
tion of the trust department shall be adequately bonded. 

(3) Every qualified fiduciary subject to this regulation 
and exercising fiduciary powers in this state shall designate, 
employ or retain legal counsel who shall be readily available 
to pass upon fiduciary matters and to advise the trust com- 
pany and its trust department. 

(4)(a) The trust department may utilize personnel and 
facilities of other departments of the trust company or its 
affiliates, and other departments of the trust company may 
utilize the personnel and facilities of the trust department or 
its affiliates only to the extent not prohibited by law and as 
long as the separate identity of the trust department is pre- 
served. 

(b) Agency agreements. Pursuant to a written agreement, 
a trust company exercising fiduciary powers may perform 
services related to the exercise of fiduciary powers for 
another trust company or other entity, and may purchase ser- 
vices related to the exercise of fiduciary powers from another 
trust company or other entity. 
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(5) Fiduciary records shall be kept separate and distinct 
from other records of the trust company and maintained in 
compliance with the provisions of RCW 30.04.240. All fidu- 
ciary records shall be kept and retained for such time as to 
enable the fiduciary to furnish such information or reports 
with respect thereto as may be required by the director. 

(6) Every such fiduciary shall keep an adequate record of 
all pending litigation to which it is a party in connection with 
its exercise of fiduciary powers.

WAC 208-536-030 Audit of the trust department. A 
committee of directors, exclusive of any active officers of the 
trust company, shall at least once during each calendar year 
make suitable audits of the trust department or cause suitable 
audits to be made by auditors responsible only to the board of 
directors, and at such time shall ascertain whether the depart- 
ment has been administered in accordance with law, this reg- 
ulation and sound fiduciary principles. The board of directors 
may elect, in lieu of such periodic audits, to adopt an ade- 
quate continuous audit system. A report of the audits and 
examination required under this section, together with the 
action taken thereon, shall be noted in the minutes of the 
board of directors.

WAC 208-536-040 Collective investment funds— 
Funds authorized. Any trust company qualified to act as 
fiduciary in this state may establish common trust funds 
(referred to in this regulation as "collective investment 
funds") for the purpose of furnishing investments to itself as 
fiduciary, or to itself and others, as co-fiduciaries; and may, 
as such fiduciary or co-fiduciary, invest funds which it law- 
fully holds for investment in interests in such common trust 
funds, if such investment is not prohibited by the instrument, 
judgment, decree, or order creating such fiduciary relation- 
ship, and if, in the case of co-fiduciaries, the trust company 
procures the consent of its co-fiduciary or co-fiduciaries to 
such investment, and provided such investment is not in con- 
travention with the provisions of chapter 30.24 RCW: 

(a) In a common trust fund maintained by the trust com- 
pany exclusively for the collective investment and reinvest- 
ment of moneys contributed thereto by the trust company in 
its capacity as trustee, executor, administrator, or guardian. 

(b) In a fund consisting solely of assets of retirement, 
pension, profit sharing, stock bonus or other trusts which are 
exempt from federal income taxation under the Internal Rev- 
enue Code.

WAC 208-536-050 Collective investment funds— 
Administration of funds. Collective investments of funds or 
other property held by such qualified fiduciary (and referred 
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to in this paragraph as "collective investment funds") shall be 
administered as follows: 

(1) Each collective investment fund shall be established 
and maintained in accordance with a written plan (referred to 
herein as the plan) which shall be approved by a resolution of 
the trust company's board of directors or by a committee 
authorized by the board and filed with the director of the 
department of financial institutions. The plan shall contain 
appropriate provisions not inconsistent with the rules and 
regulations of the director of the department of financial 
institutions as to the manner in which the fund is to be oper- 
ated, including provisions relating to the investment powers 
and a general statement of the investment policy of the trust 
company with respect to the fund; the allocation of income, 
profits and losses; the terms and conditions governing the 
admission or withdrawal of participations in the fund; the 
auditing of accounts of the bank with respect to the fund; the 
basis and method of valuing assets in the fund, setting forth 
specific criteria for each type of asset; the minimum fre- 
quency for valuation of assets of the fund; the period follow- 
ing each such valuation date during which the valuation may 
be made (which period in usual circumstances should not 
exceed 10 business days); the basis upon which the fund may 
be terminated; and such other matters as may be necessary to 
define clearly the rights of participants in the fund. A copy of 
the plan shall be available at the principal office of the trust 
company for inspection during all banking hours, and upon 
request a copy of the plan shall be furnished to any person. 

(2) Property held by a bank in its capacity as trustee of 
retirement, pension, profit sharing, stock bonus, or other 
trusts which are exempt from federal income taxation under 
any provisions of the Internal Revenue Code may be invested 
in collective investment funds established under the provi- 
sions of subparagraph (a) or (b) of WAC 208-536-040, sub- 
ject to the provisions herein contained pertaining to such 
funds, and may qualify for tax exemption pursuant to section 
584 of the Internal Revenue Code. Assets of retirement, pen- 
sion, profit sharing, stock bonus, or other trusts which are 
exempt from federal income taxation by reason of being 
described in section 401 of the code may be invested in col- 
lective investment funds established under the provisions of 
subparagraph (b) of WAC 208-536-040, if the fund qualifies 
for tax exemption under Revenue Ruling 56-267 and follow- 
ing rulings. 

(3) All participants in the collective investment fund 
shall be on the basis of a proportionate interest in all of the 
assets. In order to determine whether the investment of funds 
received or held by a trust company as fiduciary in a partici- 
pation in a collective investment fund is proper, the trust 
company may consider the collective investment fund as a 
whole and shall not, for example, be prohibited from making 
such investment because any particular asset is nonincome 
producing.

WAC 208-536-060 Collective investment funds— 
Valuation of assets, admissions and withdrawals. (1) Not 
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less frequently than once during each period of 3 months a 
trust company administering a collective investment fund 
shall determine the value of the assets in the fund as of the 
date set for the valuation of assets. No participation shall be 
admitted to or withdrawn from the fund except: (a) On the 
basis of such valuation, and (b) as of such valuation date, (c) 
no participation shall be admitted to or withdrawn from the 
fund unless a written request for or notice of intention of tak- 
ing such action shall have been entered on or before the valu- 
ation date in the fiduciary records of the trust company and 
approved in such manner as the board of directors shall pre- 
scribe, and (d) no requests or notice may be canceled or coun- 
termanded after the valuation date. However, in the case of a 
fund that is invested primarily in real estate or other assets 
that are not readily marketable, the value of the fund's assets 
shall be determined at least once each year. 


(2) When participations are withdrawn from a collective 
investment fund, distributions may be made in cash or ratably 
in kind, or partly in cash and partly in kind, provided that all 
distributions as of any one valuation date shall be made on 
the same basis. 


(3) If for any reason an investment is withdrawn in kind 
from a collective investment fund for the benefit of all partic- 
ipants in the fund at the time of such withdrawal and such 
investment is not distributed ratably in kind, it shall be segre- 
gated and administered or realized upon for the benefit rat- 
ably of all participants in the collective investment fund at the 
time of withdrawal. 


(4) Any trust company administering a collective invest- 
ment fund shall have the responsibility of maintaining in cash 
and readily marketable investments such part of the assets of 
the fund as shall be deemed to be necessary to provide ade- 
quately for the needs of participants and to prevent inequities 
between such participants, and if prior to any admissions to 
or withdrawals from a fund the trust company shall determine 
that after effecting the admissions and withdrawals which are 
to be made less than 40 percent of the value of the remaining 
assets of the collective investment fund would be composed 
of cash and readily marketable investments, no admissions to 
or withdrawals from the fund shall be permitted as of the val- 
uation date upon which such determination is made: Pro- 
vided, That ratable distribution upon all participations shall 
not be so prohibited in any case.

year. This report, based upon the above audit, shall contain a 
list of investments in the fund showing the cost and current 
market value of each investment; a statement for the period 
since the previous report showing purchases, with cost; sales, 
with profit or loss and any other investment changes; income 
and disbursements; and an appropriate notation as to any 
investments in default. 

(2) The financial report may include a description of the 
fund's value on previous dates, as well as its income and dis- 
bursements during previous accounting periods.

A copy of such financial report may be furnished to prospec- 
tive customers. The cost of printing and distribution of these 
reports will be borne by the trust company.

WAC 208-536-090 Collective investment funds— 
Investments and administration. (1) A trust company 
administering a collective investment fund shall have the 
exclusive management thereof, except as a prudent person 
might delegate responsibilities to others. 

(2) No trust company shall have any interest in a collec- 
tive investment fund other than in its fiduciary capacity. 
Except for temporary net cash overdrafts or as otherwise spe- 
cifically provided herein, it may not lend money to a fund, 
sell property to, or purchase property from a fund. No assets 
of a collective investment fund may be invested in stock or 
obligations, including time or savings deposits, of the bank or 
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any of its affiliates: Provided, That such deposits may be 
made of funds awaiting investment or distribution. Subject to 
all other provisions of this part, funds held by a trust company 
as fiduciary for its own employees may be invested in a col- 
lective investment fund. 

(3) A trust company may not make any loan on the secu- 
rity of a participation in a fund. If because of a creditor rela- 
tionship or otherwise the trust company acquires an interest 
in a participation in a fund, the participation shall be with- 
drawn on the first date on which such withdrawal can be 
effected. However, in no case shall an unsecured advance 
until the time of the next valuation date to an account holding 
a participation be deemed to constitute the acquisition of an 
interest by the bank. 

(4) Any trust company administering a collective invest- 
ment fund may purchase for its own account from such fund 
any devaluated fixed income investment held by such fund, if 
in the judgment of the board of directors the cost of segrega- 
tion of such investment would be greater than the difference 
between its market value and its principal amount plus inter- 
est and penalty charges due. If the trust company elects to so 
purchase such investment, it must do so at its market value or 
at the sum of cost, accrued unpaid interest, and penalty 
charges, whichever is greater. 

(5) Except in the case of collective investment funds 
described in paragraph (b) of WAC 208-536-040: 

(a) No funds or other property shall be invested in a par- 
ticipation in a collective investment fund if as a result of such 
investment the participant would have an interest aggregating 
in excess of 10 percent of the then market value of the fund: 
Provided, That in applying this limitation if two or more 
accounts are created by the same person or persons and as 
much as one-half of the income or principal of each account 
is payable or applicable to the use of the same person or per- 
sons, such accounts shall be considered as one; 

(b) No investment for a collective investment fund shall 
be made in stocks, bonds, or other obligations of any closely 
held corporation, as may be determined by the director of the 
department of financial institutions, or, of any one person, 
firm, or corporation if as a result of such investment the total 
amount invested in stocks, bonds, or other obligations issued 
or guaranteed by such person, firm, or corporation would 
aggregate in excess of 10 percent of the then market value of 
the fund: Provided, That this limitation shall not apply to 
investments in direct obligations of the United States or its 
agencies or other obligations fully guaranteed by the United 
States or its agencies as to principal and interest: And Pro- 
vided Further, That this limitation shall not apply to invest- 
ments in securities of, or other interests in, an open-end or 
closed-end management type investment company or invest- 
ment trust registered under the Federal Investment Company 
Act of 1940, as now or hereafter amended, if both of the fol- 
lowing conditions are met: 

(i) The portfolio of the investment company or invest- 
ment trust is limited to such obligations of, or fully guaran- 
teed by, the United States or its agencies and to repurchase 
agreements fully collateralized by such obligations; and 


(ii) The investment company or investment trust takes 
delivery of the collateral for any repurchase agreement either 
directly or through an authorized custodian; 
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(6) In addition to the investments permitted under WAC 
208-536-040, funds or other property received or held by a 
trust company as fiduciary may be invested collectively, to 
the extent not prohibited by law, as follows: 

(a) In shares of a mutual trust investment company, orga- 
nized and operated pursuant to a statute that specifically 
authorizes the organization of such companies exclusively 
for the investment of funds held by corporate fiduciaries, 
commonly referred to as a "bank fiduciary fund." 

(b) In a single real estate loan, a direct obligation of the 
United States, or an obligation fully guaranteed by the United 
States, or in a single fixed amount security, obligation or 
other property, either real, personal or mixed, of a single 
issue: Provided, That the trust company owns no participa- 
tion in the loan or obligation and has no interest in any invest- 
ment therein except in its capacity as fiduciary. 

(c) In a common trust fund maintained by the trust com- 
pany for the collective investment of cash balances received 
or held by a trust company in its capacity as trustee, executor, 
administrator, or guardian, which the trust company consid- 
ers to be individually too small to be invested separately to 
advantage. The total investment for such fund must not 
exceed $1,000,000; the number of participating accounts is 
limited to 100, and no participating account may have an 
interest in the fund in excess of $1,000,000: Provided, That 
in applying these limitations if two or more accounts are cre- 
ated by the same person or persons and as much as one-half 
of the income or principal of each account is presently pay- 
able or applicable to the use of the same person or persons, 
such account shall be considered as one: And Provided, That 
no fund shall be established or operated under this subpara- 
graph for the purpose of avoiding the provisions of chapter 
208-536 WAC. 

(d) In any investment specifically authorized by court

(b) A trust company may (but shall not be required to) 
transfer up to 5 percent of the net income derived by a collec- 
tive investment fund from mortgages held by such fund dur- 
ing any regular accounting period to a reserve account: Pro- 
vided, That no such transfers shall be made which would 
cause the amount in such account to exceed 1 percent of the 
outstanding principal amount of all mortgages held in the 
fund. The amount of such reserve account, if established, 
shall be deducted from the assets of the fund in determining 
the fair market value of the fund for the purposes of admis- 
sions and withdrawals.

excess of such amount shall be rebated to the institution pur- 
suant to (d) of this subsection unless abated by the director as 
provided in (e) of this subsection. 

(b) For purposes of determining rebate entitlement, the 
total of semiannual asset charges and examination fees will 
be determined by adding the monthly average semiannual 
asset charge and the monthly average examination fee for any

by dividing the semiannual asset charges by six and applying 
the monthly average to the previous six months.

(1) Minimum capital (unimpaired paid-in capital, sur- 
plus, and undivided profits) shall be in the amount of five 
hundred thousand dollars or five and one-half percent of total 
assets, whichever is greater, or a greater amount should the 
director determine that applicant's business plan or economic 
conditions require a greater amount to conduct the business 
of a 7(a) lender.

(4) The trust department may utilize personnel and facil-

"Common ownership" exists if an entity or entities pos- 
sess an ownership or equity interest of five percent or more in 
another entity. 

"Department" means the department of financial institu- 
tions. 

"Depository Institutions Deregulatory and Monetary 
Control Act" means the Depository Institutions Deregulatory 
and Monetary Control Act of 1980 (DIDMCA), 12 U.S.C. § 
1735f-7a. 

"Director" means the director of the department of finan- 
cial institutions or his or her designated representative. 

"Equal Credit Opportunity Act" means the Equal Credit 
Opportunity Act (ECOA), 15 U.S.C. section 1691 and Regu- 
lation B, 12 C.F.R. Section 202. 

"Fair Credit Reporting Act" means the Fair Credit

Washington Consumer Loan Act 


"License" means a license issued under the authority of 
this chapter with respect to a single place of business. 

"Licensee" means a person who holds one or more cur- 
rent licenses. 

"Live check" means a loan solicited through the mail in 
the form of a check, which, when endorsed by the payee, 
binds the payee to the terms of the loan agreement contained 
on the check. 

"Loan" means a sum of money lent at interest and 
includes both open-end and closed-end transactions. 

"Long-term subordinated debt" means for the purposes 
required in RCW 31.04.045 outstanding promissory notes or 
other evidence of debt with initial maturity of at least seven 
years and remaining maturity of at least two years. 

"Material litigation" means proceedings that differ from 
the ordinary routine litigation incidental to the business. Lit- 
igation is ordinary routine litigation if it ordinarily results 
from the business and does not deviate from the normal busi- 
ness litigation. Litigation involving five percent of the lic- 
ensee's assets or litigation involving the government would 
constitute material litigation. 

"Out-of-state licensee" means any licensee that does not 
maintain a physical presence within the state. 

"Person" includes individuals, partnerships, associa- 
tions, trusts, corporations, and all other legal entities. 

"Principal" means either (1) any person who controls, 
directly or indirectly through one or more intermediaries, a 
ten percent or greater interest in a partnership, company, 
association or corporation; or (2) the owner of a sole propri- 
etorship. 

"Principal amount" means the loan amount advanced to 
or for the direct benefit of the borrower. 

"Principal balance" means the principal amount plus any 
allowable origination fee. 

"RCW" means the Revised Code of Washington. 

"Real Estate Settlement Procedures Act" means the Real 
Estate Settlement Procedures Act (RESPA), 12 U.S.C. Sec- 
tions 2601 et seq., and Regulation X, 24 C.F.R. Sections 3500 
et seq. 

"Records" mean books, accounts, papers, records and 
files, no matter in what format they are kept, which are used 
in conducting business under the act. 

"Senior officer" means an officer of a consumer loan 
company at the vice-president level or above. 

"Simple interest method" means the method of comput- 
ing interest payable on a loan by applying the annual percent- 
age interest rate or its periodic equivalent to the unpaid bal- 
ance of the principal amount outstanding for the time out- 
standing. Each payment shall first be applied to any unpaid 
penalties, fees, or charges, then to accumulated interest, and 
last to the unpaid balance of the principal amount until paid in 
full. In using such method, interest shall not be payable in 
advance or compounded. 

"State" means the state of Washington. 

"Subsidiary" means a person that is controlled by 
another. 

"Telemarketing and Consumer Fraud and Abuse Act" 
means the Telemarketing and Consumer Fraud and Abuse 
Act, 15 U.S.C. § 6101 to 6108. 

"Telephone Sales Rule" means the rules promulgated in

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(2) Late penalties. A licensee that fails to submit the 
required annual report and worksheet by the March Ist due 
date is subject to a penalty of fifty dollars per report for each 
day of delay. For example, if the department receives the con- 
solidated annual report and worksheet on March 4th, the lic- 
ensee would have to pay an additional three hundred dollars 
as a late penalty.

POWERS AND RESTRICTIONS 


WAC 208-620-515 What authority do I have as a lic- 
ensee? (1) As a licensee you may: 

(a) Lend money at a rate that does not exceed twenty- 
five percent per annum as determined by the simple interest 
method of calculating interest owed; 

(b) In connection with the making of a loan, charge the 
borrower a nonrefundable, prepaid, loan origination fee not 
to exceed four percent of the first twenty thousand dollars and 
two percent thereafter of the principal amount of the loan 
advanced to or for the direct benefit of the borrower, which 
fee may be included in the principal balance of the loan; 

(c) In connection with the making of a loan secured by 
real estate, when the borrower actually obtains a loan, agree 
with the borrower to pay a fee to a mortgage broker that is not 
owned by the licensee or under common ownership with the 
licensee and that performed services in connection with the 
origination of the loan. A licensee may not receive compen- 
sation as a mortgage broker in connection with any loan made 
by the licensee; 

(d) The powers listed in (a), (b), and (c) of this subsec- 
tion apply only to junior lien mortgage loans, lenders that are 
not "creditors" under the Depository Institutions Deregula- 
tory and Monetary Control Act when making first lien mort- 
gage loans and nonmortgage loans. 

(2) Agree with the borrower for the payment of fees to 
third parties other than the licensee who provide goods or ser- 
vices to the licensee in connection with the preparation of the 
borrower's loan, including, but not limited to, credit reporting 
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agencies, title companies, appraisers, structural and pest 
inspectors, and escrow companies, when such fees are actu- 
ally paid by the licensee to a third party for such services or 
purposes and may include such fees in the amount of the loan. 
However, no charge may be collected unless a loan is made, 
except for reasonable fees actually and properly incurred in 
connection with the appraisal of property by a qualified, inde- 
pendent, professional, third-party appraiser selected by the 
borrower and approved by the lender or in the absence of bor- 
rower selection, selected by the lender. 


(3) Charge and collect a penalty of ten cents or less on 
each dollar of any installment payment delinquent ten days or 
more. 


(4) Collect from the debtor reasonable attorneys’ fees, 
actual expenses, and costs incurred in connection with the 
collection of a delinquent debt, a repossession, or a foreclo- 
sure when a debt is referred for collection to an attorney who 
is not a salaried employee of the licensee. 


(5) Make open-end loans as provided in the act. 


(6) In accordance with Title 48 RCW, sell insurance cov- 
ering real and personal property, covering the life or disabil- 
ity or both of the borrower, and covering the involuntary 
unemployment of the borrower.

RESTRICTIONS, PROHIBITIONS AND GROUNDS 
FOR REVOCATION 


WAC 208-620-550 What business practices are pro- 
hibited? Under RCW 31.04.027, the following constitute an 
"unfair or deceptive" act or practice: 

(1) Disclosure of payoff amount. Failure to provide the 
exact pay-off amount as of a certain date five or fewer busi- 
ness days after being requested in writing to do so by a bor- 
rower of record or their authorized representative; 

(2) Recognition of payment delivery. Failure to record 
a borrower's payment as received on the day it is delivered to 
any of the licensee's locations during its regular working 
hours; 

(3) Charging a fee for best efforts. Soliciting or enter- 
ing into a contract with a borrower that provides in substance 
that the licensee may earn a fee or commission through its 
"best efforts" to obtain a loan even though no loan is actually 
obtained for the borrower; 

(4) False advertising of rates and fees. Soliciting, 
advertising, or entering into a contract for specific interest 
rates, points, or other financing terms unless the terms are 
actually available at the time; 

(5) False filing. Negligently making any false statement 
or willfully making any omission of material fact in connec- 
tion with any application or any information filed by a lic- 
ensee in connection with any application, examination or 
investigation conducted by the department; 

(6) Influencing appraisers. Making any payment, 
directly or indirectly, or withholding or threatening to with- 
hold any payment, to any appraiser of a property, for the pur- 
poses of influencing the independent judgment of the 
appraiser with respect to the value of the property; 

(7) Documents with blanks. Allowing a borrower to 
leave blanks on a document that is signed by the borrower; 

(8) False advertising. Soliciting business using adver- 
tising that includes: 

(a) An envelope or stationery that contains an official- 
looking emblem, such as an eagle or a crest, or that is other- 
wise designed to resemble an official government mailing, 
such as a mailing from the Internal Revenue Service or the 
U.S. Department of the Treasury; 

(b) An envelope or stationery containing warnings or 
notices citing codes or form numbers made to appear like 
government codes or form numbers that are not required to be 
shown on the mailing by the U.S. Postal Service; 
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(c) Any suggestion or representation that the licensee is, 
or is affiliated with, a state or federal agency, municipality, 
bank, savings bank, trust company, savings and loan associa- 
tion, building and loan association, credit union, or other 
entity that it does not actually represent; 

(d) Any suggestion or representation that the solicitation 
is from an entity other than the licensee; 

(e) Any suggestion or representation that the information 
about a consumer's current loan was provided by any source 
other than the source disclosed pursuant to WAC 208-620- 
630; 

(9) Inclusion of taxes and insurance. Failing to clearly 
disclose to a borrower whether the payment advertised or 
offered for a real estate loan includes amounts for taxes, 
insurance or other products sold to the borrower; 

(10) Force placed insurance. Purchasing insurance on 
an asset secured by a loan without first attempting to contact 
the borrower by mailing one or more notices to the last 
known address of the borrower in order to verify that the 
asset is not otherwise insured; 

(11) Filing an inappropriate lien. Willfully filing a 
lien on property without a legal basis to do so; 

(12) Threats and coercion. Coercing, intimidating, or 
threatening borrowers in any way with the intent of forcing 
them to complete a loan transaction; 

(13) Failure to reconvey title to collateral, if any, within 
thirty business days when the loan is paid in full unless con- 
ditions exist that make compliance unreasonable.

WAC 208-620-560 What restrictions are there for 
charging fees other than the loan origination fee? (1) Fil- 
ing fees. A licensee cannot charge or collect any funds from 
the borrower for the cost of filing, as defined in WAC 208- 
620-010, or for any other fees paid or to be paid to public offi- 
cials, unless such charges are paid or are to be paid within one 
hundred eighty days by the licensee to public officials or 
other third parties for such filing. Any fee a licensee collects 
for releasing or reconveying the security for the obligation 
must be paid to an unrelated third party. 

(2) Dishonored check fees. A licensee may not charge 
or collect a fee in excess of twenty-five dollars for a check 
returned unpaid by the bank drawn upon. Only one fee may 
be collected with respect to a particular check even if it has 
been redeposited and returned more than once. 

(3) Fees for third-party services. A licensee may not 
charge or collect any fee to be paid to a third-party service 
provider, as defined in WAC 208-620-010, in excess of the 
actual costs paid or to be paid. A licensee may charge the bor- 
rower for costs of allowable third-party services as provided 
by RCW 31.04.105(3) at the time of application for the loan 
or at any time thereafter except as prohibited. 

(4) Credit and noncredit insurance. 

(a) Except for the transaction described in (b) of this sub- 
section, a licensee may include the premiums for credit and 
noncredit insurance in the principal amount of the loan, pro- 
vided that purchase of the insurance is not required to obtain 
a loan and that this fact is disclosed to the borrower in writing 
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and the borrower's confirmation is obtained by signature on 
the disclosure form. 

(b) A licensee may not sell single premium credit insur- 
ance to a borrower at the inception of coverage unless the sale 
is in compliance with chapter 48.18 RCW. 

(5) Fees on existing loans. Unless otherwise preempted 
under the Depository Institutions Deregulatory and Monetary 
Control Act, if a licensee makes a new loan or increases a 
credit line within one hundred twenty days after originating a 
previous loan or credit line to the same borrower, the origina- 
tion fee on the new loan or increased credit line shall be lim- 
ited as follows: 

(a) The licensee may charge an origination fee only on 
that part of the new loan not used to pay the amount due on 
the previous loan; 

(b) The licensee may charge an origination fee only on 
the difference between the amount of the existing credit line 
and the increased credit line; 

(c) The limits in (a) and (b) of this subsection do not 
apply if the licensee refunds the origination fee on the exist- 
ing loan or credit line. 

(6) Administrative fees. A licensee may not collect a 
document preparation fee, a processing fee or a courier fee 
unless paid to an unrelated third party and agreed to in 
advance by the borrower. 

(7) Prepayment penalty. A licensee may not collect a 
prepayment penalty on the following loans: 

(a) Any nonmortgage loan made at rates authorized by 
the act; or 

(b) Any junior lien mortgage loan made at rates autho- 
rized by the act; or 

(c) Any loan made by a licensee that is not a "creditor" 
under DIDMCA.

WAC 208-620-570 What are the grounds for sus- 
pending or revoking a license? The director may suspend or 
revoke a license if the licensee, or any principal, officer, or 
board director of the licensee: 

(1) Failing to pay. Fails to pay a fee due the department; 

(2) Injunction or administrative action. Is or has been 
subject to an injunction or a civil or administrative action 
issued pursuant to the Consumer Loan Act, the Consumer 
Protection Act, the Mortgage Broker Practices Act or similar 
laws of this state or another state; 

(3) Substantial unpaid debt. Has accumulated substan- 
tial unpaid debt; 

(4) Violation of lending laws. Has been found in viola- 
tion of another state's lending laws, securities laws, real estate 
laws or insurance laws resulting in substantial license limita- 
tions or significant fines; 

(5) Criminal charges. The person is the subject of a 
criminal felony charge, or a criminal misdemeanor charge 
involving dishonesty or financial misconduct; 

(6) Bond canceled. Has had its surety bond canceled or 
revoked for cause; 

(7) Deterioration of business. Has allowed the licensed 
consumer loan business to deteriorate into a condition which 
would result in denial of a new application for a license; 
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(8) Aiding unlicensed practice. Has aided or abetted an 
unlicensed person to practice in violation of the Consumer 
Loan Act or the Mortgage Broker Practices Act; 


(9) Incompetence resulting in injury. Has demon- 
strated incompetence or negligence that results in financial 
harm to a person or that creates an unreasonable risk that a 
person may be harmed; 


(10) Insolvency. Is insolvent in the sense that the value 
of the licensee's liabilities exceeds its assets or in the sense 
that the applicant or licensee cannot meet its obligations as 
they mature; 


(11) Failure to comply. Has failed to comply with an 
order, directive, subpoena, or requirement of the director, or 
his or her designee, or with an assurance of discontinuance 
entered into with the director, or his or her designee; 


(12) Misrepresentation or fraud. Has performed an act 
of misrepresentation or fraud in any aspect of the conduct of 
the lending or brokering business or profession; 


(13) Failure to cooperate. Has failed to cooperate with 
the director, or his or her designee, including without limita- 
tion by: 

(a) Not furnishing any records requested by the director 
for purposes of conducting a lawful investigation for disci- 
plinary actions or denial, suspension, or revocation of a 
license; or 


(b) Not furnishing any records requested by the director 
for purposes of conducting a lawful investigation into a com- 
plaint against the licensee filed with the department, or pro- 
viding a full and complete written explanation of the circum- 
stances of the complaint upon request by the director; 


(14) Interference with investigation. Has interfered 
with a lawful investigation or disciplinary proceeding by 
willful misrepresentation of facts before the director or the 
director's designee, or by the use of threats or harassment 
against a client, witness, employee of the licensee, or repre- 
sentative of the director for the purpose of preventing them 
from discovering evidence for, or providing evidence in, any 
disciplinary proceeding or other legal action.

"Act" means chapter 31.45 RCW. 

"Affiliate" means any person who directly or indirectly 
through one or more intermediaries, controls, or is controlled 
by, or is in common control with another person. 

"Agent" for purposes of RCW 31.45.079 means a person 
who, pursuant to the terms of a written agreement and for 
compensation, performs small loan agent services on behalf 
of an exempt entity. 

"Board director" means a director of a corporation or a 
person occupying a similar status and performing a similar 
function with respect to an organization, whether incorpo- 
rated or unincorporated. 

"Close of business" for the purposes of RCW 31.45.86 
and these regulations means the actual time a licensee closes 
for business at the location from which a small loan was orig- 
inated or 11:59 p.m. Pacific Time, whichever is earlier. 

"Department" means the department of financial institu- 
tions. 

"Exempt entity" means a person described in RCW 
31.45.020 that is engaged in the business of making small 
loans. 

"Investigation" means an examination undertaken for the 
purpose of detecting violations of chapter 31.45 RCW or 
these rules or obtaining information lawfully required under 
chapter 31.45 RCW or these rules. 

"License" means a license issued by the director to 
engage in the business of check cashing or check selling 
under the provision of chapter 31.45 RCW. 

"Monetary instrument" means a check, draft, money 
order or other commercial paper serving the same purpose. 

"Payday advance lender" or "payday lender" means a lic- 
ensee under this chapter who has obtained a small loan 
endorsement under RCW 31.45.073. 

"Payday advance loan," "payday loan" or "deferred 
deposit loan" means the same as a small loan. 

"Postdated check" means a check delivered prior to its 
date, generally payable at sight or on presentation on or after 
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the day of its date. "Postdated check" does not include any 
promise or order made or submitted electronically by a bor- 
rower to a licensee. 

"RCW" means the Revised Code of Washington. 

"Small loan agent services" means all or substantially all 
of the following services:

(5) Disbursing small loan proceeds;

(1) An application in a form prescribed by the director 
including at least the following information: 

(a) The legal name, residence, and business address of 
the applicant if the applicant is an individual or sole propri- 
etorship, and in addition, if the applicant is a partnership, cor- 
poration, limited liability company, limited liability partner- 
ship, trust, company, or association, the name and address of 
every member, partner, officer, controlling person, and board 
director; 

(b) The trade name or name under which the applicant 
will do business under the act; 

(c) The street and mailing address of each location in 
which the applicant will engage in business under the act; 

(d) The location at which the applicant's records will be 
kept; and 

(e) Financial statements and any other pertinent informa- 
tion the director may require with respect to the applicant and 
its board directors, officers, trustees, members, or employees, 
including information regarding any civil litigation filed 
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within the preceding ten years against the applicant or con- 
trolling person of the applicant; 

(2) A surety bond and related power of attorney, or other 
security acceptable to the director in an amount equal to the 
penal sum of the required bond as set forth in this rule. In lieu 
of the bond, the applicant may demonstrate to the director net 
worth in excess of three times the amount of the penal sum of 
the required bond in accordance with RCW 31.45.030 (5)(b) 
and (e) and this rule; 

(3) A current financial statement as of the most recent 
quarter end prepared in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles which includes a statement of assets 
and liabilities and a profit and loss statement; 

(4) Information on the applicant's or any affiliate's cur- 
rent or previous small loan or related type business in this 
state or any other state, including, but not limited to, name, 
address, city, state, licensing authority, and whether any 
enforcement action is pending or has been taken against the 
applicant in any state; 

(5) Upon request, a complete set of fingerprints and a 
recent photograph of each sole proprietor, owner, director, 
officer, partner, member, and controlling person; and 

(6) An application fee. 

Any information in the application regarding a personal 
residential address or telephone number, and any trade secret 
as defined in RCW 19.108.010 including any financial state- 
ment that is a trade secret is exempt from the public disclo- 
sure requirements of chapter 42.17 RCW.

A licensee that maintains net 
worth in lieu of a surety bond shall submit annually to the 
director an audited financial statement and within forty-five 
days after the close of each quarter a supplementary year-to- 
date financial statement prepared in accordance with gener- 
ally accepted accounting principles. The financial statements 
must include at a minimum a statement of assets and liabili- 
ties and a profit and loss statement. The director may con- 
tinue to require other documents, agreements or information 
necessary to properly evaluate and ensure that the licensee 
remains in compliance with this section. 

(4) Bad debts and judgments. A licensee that main- 
tains net worth in lieu of a surety bond may not consider bad 
debts and certain judgments as assets. The director may 
approve exceptions in writing. The licensee must charge off 
its books any debt upon which any payment is six months or 
more past due. The licensee may not count as an asset any 
judgment more than two years old which has not been paid. 
Time consumed by an appeal from a judgment is not counted 
in the two-year limit.

ASSESSMENTS AND REPORTING REQUIREMENTS 


WAC 208-630-400 Once licensed, what fees must a 
licensee pay to keep a license current? (1) The director will 
charge each licensee an annual assessment at the rate set forth 
in subsection (2) of this section. Assessments for a calendar 
year will be computed on total volume of transactions as of 
December 31 of the previous calendar year.

(i) If the volume of checks cashed is one million dollars 
or less, there is no annual assessment;

(c) For licensees with small loan endorsements, in addi- 
tion to (a) and/or (b) of this subsection: 

(i) If the volume of small loans made is one million dol- 
lars or less, there is no annual assessment; 

(ii) If the volume of small loans made is over one million 
dollars, the annual assessment is five hundred thirteen dollars 
and ninety-five cents per licensed location.

WAC 208-660-005 Purpose, scope and coverage. (1) 
What is the purpose of the Mortgage Broker Practices 
Act? The purpose of the Mortgage Broker Practices Act is to 
establish a state system of licensure and rules of practice and 
conduct for mortgage brokers and loan originators, to pro- 
mote honesty and fair dealing with citizens, and to preserve 
public confidence in the lending and real estate community. 

(2) What is the purpose of the Mortgage Broker Prac- 
tices Act rules? The purpose of these rules is to administer 
and interpret the Mortgage Broker Practices Act in order to 
govern the activities of licensed mortgage brokers, loan orig- 
inators, and other persons subject to the act. 

(3) What is the scope and coverage of the Mortgage 
Broker Practices Act and these rules? There are four crite- 
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ria to determine the scope and coverage of the Mortgage Bro- 
ker Practices Act and these rules. All of the criteria must be 
met in order for a person or entity to fall under the scope and 
coverage of the act and these rules. The criteria are: 

(a) The persons or entities conducting business; 

(b) The type of transactions performed when conducting 
the business; 

(c) The identification of residential real estate; and 

(d) The location of the mortgage broker, loan originator, 
potential borrower, and residential real estate. 

(4) What persons or entities are covered? The Mort- 
gage Broker Practices Act and these rules apply to all persons 
or entities defined as mortgage brokers under RCW 19.146.- 
010(12), or loan originators under RCW 19.146.010(10). 
However, certain mortgage brokers and loan originators may 
be exempt from all or part of the act under RCW 19.146.020 
as discussed in WAC 208-660-008. 

(5) What types of transactions are covered? The 
Mortgage Broker Practices Act and these rules cover the 
making or assisting in obtaining of any "residential mortgage 
loan" defined in RCW 19.146.010(15) and WAC 208-660- 
006. The terms "making" and "assisting" are defined under 
"mortgage broker" in WAC 208-660-006. Violations of 
RCW 19.146.0201, however, are not limited to residential 
mortgage loan transactions. 

(6) What is residential real estate? Residential real 
estate is real property upon which is constructed or intended 
to be constructed, a single family dwelling, or multiple fam- 
ily dwelling of four or less units. See examples in WAC 208- 
660-006, "residential real estate." 

(7) Does the location of the mortgage broker, loan 
originator, potential borrower, and residential real estate 
affect whether the transaction is covered under the Mort- 
gage Broker Practices Act? If the mortgage broker, loan 
originator, potential borrower, or residential real estate is 
located in Washington, the transaction is covered by the 
Mortgage Broker Practices Act and these rules. However, the 
director may choose to defer to other jurisdictions where 
doing so would, in the director's sole discretion, achieve the 
purposes of the Mortgage Broker Practices Act. 

(8) What are some examples of transactions falling 
under the scope and coverage of the Mortgage Broker 
Practices Act and these rules? 

(a) A loan originator employed with Mortgage Broker, 
Inc. with a physical office in Redmond, Washington takes a 
loan application from a Kirkland, Washington resident for the 
purchase of a home located in Bellevue, Washington. Mort- 
gage Broker, Inc. is not exempt from the Mortgage Broker 
Practices Act under RCW 19.146.020 (1)(a)(i). The home 
located in Bellevue meets the definition of residential real 
estate and the purchaser intends to reside in the home. 

(b) A loan originator with a physical office in Spokane, 
Washington takes a loan application from a Yakima, Wash- 
ington resident for the purchase of a home located in Oregon. 
The mortgage broker is not exempt from the Mortgage Bro- 
ker Practices Act under RCW 19.146.020 (1)(a)(ii). The 
home located in Oregon meets the definition of residential 
real estate and the purchaser intends to reside in the home. 

(c) A loan originator with a physical office in Reno, 
Nevada working for a Nevada mortgage broker takes a loan 
application from a Nevada resident for the purchase of a 
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home located in Olympia, Washington. The mortgage broker 
is not exempt from the Mortgage Broker Practices Act under 
RCW 19.146.020 (1)(a)(ii). The home located in Washington 
meets the definition of residential real estate and the pur- 
chaser intends to reside in the home.

WAC 208-660-006 Definitions. What definitions are 
applicable to these rules? Unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise, the definitions in this section apply 
throughout these rules. 

"Act" means the Mortgage Broker Practices Act, chapter 
19.146 RCW. 

"Advertising material" means any form of sales or pro- 
motional materials to be used in connection with the mort- 
gage broker business. 

"Affiliate" means any person who directly or indirectly 
through one or more intermediaries, controls, or is controlled 
by, or is under common control with another person. 

"Application" means the same as in Regulation X, Real 
Estate Settlement Procedures, 24 C.F.R. Sec. 3500 as of the 
effective date of these rules, which is the submission, 
whether written or computer-generated, of a borrower's 
financial information in anticipation of a credit decision relat- 
ing to a residential mortgage loan. If the submission does not 
state or identify a specific property, the submission is an 
application for a prequalification and not an application for a 
residential mortgage loan under this part. The subsequent 
addition of an identified property to the submission converts 
the submission to an application for a residential mortgage 
loan. 

For a refinance or purchase application that is not a 
prequalification, the credit report may be enough to constitute 
an application. The credit report date determines when the 
mortgage broker, or loan originator on behalf of the mortgage 
broker, has gathered sufficient information to make a credit 
decision. This may be a trigger for early disclosures when the 
property address is known. 

"Appraisal" means the act or process of developing an 
opinion of value, the act pertaining to an appraisal-related 
function, or any verbal or written opinion of value offered by 
an appraiser. The opinion of value by the appraiser includes 
any communication that is offered as a single point, a value 
range, a possible value range, exclusion of a value, or a min- 
imum value. 

"Borrower" means any person who consults with or 
retains a mortgage broker or loan originator in an effort to 
obtain or seek advice or information on obtaining or applying 
to obtain a residential mortgage loan for himself, herself, or 
persons including himself or herself, regardless of whether 
the person actually obtains such a loan. 

"Branch office" means a fixed physical location such as 
an office, separate from the principal place of business of the 
licensee, where the licensee holds itself out as a mortgage 
broker. 

"Branch office license" means a branch office license 
issued by the director allowing the licensee to conduct a 
mortgage broker business at the location indicated on the 
license. 
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"Certificate of passing an approved examination" means 
a certificate signed by the testing administrator verifying that 
the individual performed with a satisfactory score or higher. 

"Certificate of satisfactory completion of an approved 
continuing education course" means a certificate signed by 
the course provider verifying that the individual has attended 
an approved continuing education course. 

"Compensation or gain" means remuneration, benefits, 
or an increase in something having monetary value, includ- 
ing, but not limited to, moneys, things, discounts, salaries, 
commissions, fees, duplicate payments of a charge, stock, 
dividends, distributions of partnership profits, franchise roy- 
alties, credits representing moneys that may be paid at a 
future date, the opportunity to participate in a money-making 
program, retained or increased earnings, increased equity in a 
parent or subsidiary entity, special or unusual bank or financ- 
ing terms, services of all types at special or free rates, sales or 
rentals at special prices or rates, lease or rental payments 
based in whole or in part on the amount of business referred, 
trips and payments of another person's expenses, or reduction 
in credit against an existing obligation. "Compensation or 
gain" is not evaluated solely on a loan by loan basis. 

For example, a realtor advertising that buyers using their 
services will receive free loan origination assistance is doing 
so in the anticipation of "compensation or gain" through 
increased real estate business. 

"Computer loan information systems" or "CLI system" 
means a real estate mortgage financing information system 
that facilitates the provision of information to consumers by a 
mortgage broker, loan originator, lender, real estate agent, or 
other person regarding interest rates and other loan terms 
available from different lenders. 


For purposes of this definition, the CLI system includes 
computer hardware or software, an internet-based system, or 
any combination of these, which provides information to con- 
sumers about residential mortgage interest rates and other 
loan terms which are available from another person. 

"Computer loan information system provider" or "CLI 
provider" is any person who provides a computer loan infor- 
mation service, either directly, or as an owner-operator of a 
CLI system, or both. 

"Consumer Protection Act" means chapter 19.86 RCW. 


"Control" including the terms "controls," "is controlled 
by," or "is under common control" means the power, directly 
or indirectly, to direct or cause the direction of the manage- 
ment or policies of a person, whether through ownership of 
the business, by contract, or otherwise. A person is presumed 
to control another person if such person is: 

e A general partner, officer, director, or employer of 
another person; 

e Directly or indirectly or acting in concert with others, 
or through one or more subsidiaries, owns, holds with power 
to vote, or holds proxies representing, more than twenty per- 
cent of the voting interests of another person; or 


e Has similar status or function in the business as a per- 
son in this definition. 


"Convicted of a crime," irrespective of the pronounce- 
ment or suspension of sentence, means a person: 


e Has been convicted of the crime in any jurisdiction; 
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¢ Has been convicted of a crime which, if committed 
within this state would constitute a crime under the laws of 
this state; 

e Has plead guilty or no contest or nolo contendere or 
stipulated to facts that are sufficient to justify a finding of 
guilt to such a charge before a court or federal magistrate; or 

e Has been found guilty of a crime by the decision or 
judgment of a state or federal judge or magistrate, or by the 
verdict of a jury. 

"Department" means the department of financial institu- 
tions. 

"Designated broker" means a natural person designated 
as the person responsible for activities of the licensed mort- 
gage broker in conducting the business of a mortgage broker 
under this chapter and who meets the experience and exami- 
nation requirements set forth in RCW 19.146.210 (1)(e). 

"Director" means the director of financial institutions. 

"Discount points" or "points" mean a fee paid by a bor- 
rower to a lender to reduce the interest rate of a residential 
mortgage loan. Pursuant to Regulation X, discount points are 
to be reflected on line 802 of the good faith estimate and set- 
tlement statement as a percentage of the loan amount. 

"Division of consumer services" means the division of 
consumer services within the department of financial institu- 
tions, or such other division within the department delegated 
by the director to oversee implementation of the act and these 
rules. 

"Employee" means an individual who has an employ- 
ment relationship with a mortgage broker, and the individual 
is treated as an employee by the mortgage broker for pur- 
poses of compliance with federal income tax laws. 

"Examination" or "compliance examination" means the 
examination performed by the division of consumer services, 
or such other division within the department delegated by the 
director to oversee implementation of the act and these rules 
to determine whether the licensee is in compliance with 
applicable laws and regulations.

rules, at 16 C.F.R. Parts 313-314. 

e "Home Equity Loan Consumer Protection Act" means 
the Home Equity Loan Consumer Protection Act, 15 U.S.C.

¢ "Telemarketing and Consumer Fraud and Abuse Pre- 
vention Act" means the Telemarketing and Consumer Fraud 
and Abuse Prevention Act, 15 U.S.C. Sec. 6101-6108, Tele- 
phone Sales Rule, 16 C.F.R. Part 310. 

¢ "Truth in Lending Act" means the Truth in Lending Act 
(TILA), 15 U.S.C. Sec. 1601 et seq., Regulation Z, 12 C.F.R. 
Part 226 et seq. 

"Federally insured financial institution" means a savings 
bank, savings and loan association, or credit union, whether 
state or federally chartered, or a federally insured bank, 
authorized to conduct business in this state. 

"Financial misconduct," for the purposes of the act, 
means a criminal conviction for any of the following: 

e Any conduct prohibited by the act; 

e Any conduct prohibited by statutes governing mort- 
gage brokers in other states, or the United States, if such con- 
duct would constitute a violation of the act; 

e Any conduct prohibited by statutes governing other 
segments of the financial services industry, including but not 
limited to the Consumer Protection Act, statutes governing 
the conduct of securities broker dealers, financial advisers, 
escrow Officers, title insurance companies, limited practice 
officers, trust companies, and other licensed or chartered 
financial service providers; or 

e Any conduct commonly known as white collar crime, 
including, but not limited to, embezzlement, identity theft, 
mail or wire fraud, insider trading, money laundering, check 
fraud, or similar crimes. 

"Independent contractor". means any person that 
expressly or impliedly contracts to perform mortgage broker- 
ing services for another and that with respect to its manner or 
means of performing the services is not subject to the other's 
right of control, and that is not treated as an employee by the 
other for purposes of compliance with federal income tax 
laws. 

The following factors may be considered to determine if 
a person is an independent contractor: 

Is the person instructed about when, where and how to 
work? 

Is the person guaranteed a regular wage? 

Is the person reimbursed for business expenses? 

Does the person maintain a separate business? 

Is the person exposed to potential profits and losses? 

Is the person provided employee benefits such as insur- 
ance, a pension plan, or vacation or sick pay? 

"Licensee" means: 

e A mortgage broker licensed by the director; or 

e The principal(s) or designated broker of a mortgage 
broker; or 

e A loan originator licensed by the director; or 

e Any person subject to licensing under RCW 
19.146.200; or 

e Any person acting as a mortgage broker or loan origi- 
nator subject to any provisions of the act. 

"License application fee" means immediately available 
funds paid to the department for each mortgage broker, loan 
originator, or mortgage broker branch office license applica- 
tion. 
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"Loan application" means the same as "application," in 
this section. 

"Loan originator" means a natural person who: 

e Takes a residential mortgage loan application for a 
mortgage broker; or 

e Offers or negotiates terms of a mortgage loan, for direct 
or indirect compensation or gain, or in the expectation of 
direct or indirect compensation or gain. "Loan originator" 
also includes a person who holds themselves out to the public 
as able to perform any of these activities. "Loan originator" 
does not mean persons performing purely administrative or 
clerical tasks for a mortgage broker. For the purposes of this 
subsection, "administrative or clerical tasks" means the 
receipt, collection, and distribution of information common 
for the processing of a loan in the mortgage industry and 
communication with a borrower to obtain information neces- 
sary for the processing of a loan. A person who holds himself 
or herself out to the public as able to obtain a loan is not per- 
forming administrative or clerical tasks. 

For purposes of further defining "loan originator," "tak- 
ing a residential mortgage loan application" includes solicit- 
ing, accepting, or offering to accept an application for a resi- 
dential mortgage loan or assisting a borrower or offering to 
assist a borrower in the preparation of a residential mortgage 
loan application. 

For purposes of this definition, a person "holds them- 
selves out" by advertising or otherwise informing the public 
that the person engages in any of the activities of a mortgage 
broker or loan originator, including the use of business cards, 
stationery, brochures, rate lists or other promotional items. 

"Loan originator licensee" means a natural person who is 
licensed as a loan originator or is subject to licensing under 
RCW 19.146.200 or who is acting as a loan originator subject 
to any provisions of the act. 

"Loan processor" means a natural person who performs 
clerical or support duties at the direction of and subject to the 
supervision and instruction of a licensed or exempt mortgage 
broker. The job responsibilities may include the receipt, col- 
lection and distribution of information common for the pro- 
cessing of a loan. The loan processor may also communicate 
with a borrower to obtain the information necessary for the 
processing of a loan, provided that such communication does 
not include offering or negotiating loan rates or terms, or 
counseling borrowers about loan rates or terms. 

"Lock-in agreement" means an agreement with a bor- 
rower made by a mortgage broker or loan originator, in which 
the mortgage broker or loan originator agrees that, for a 
period of time, a specific interest rate or other financing terms 
will be the rate or terms at which it will make a loan available 
to that borrower. 

"Mortgage broker" means any person who for compen- 
sation or gain, or in the expectation of compensation or gain: 

e Makes a residential mortgage loan or assists a person in 
obtaining or applying to obtain a residential mortgage loan; 
or 

e Holds himself or herself out as being able to make a 
residential mortgage loan or assist a person in obtaining or 
applying to obtain a residential mortgage loan. 

For purposes of this definition, a person "makes" a loan 
if: The loan is closed in their name, or they advance, offer to 
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advance or make a commitment to advance funds to a bor- 
rower for a loan. 

For purposes of this definition, a person "assists a person 
in obtaining or applying to obtain a residential mortgage 
loan" by, among other things, counseling on loan terms 
(rates, fees, other costs), preparing loan packages, or collect- 
ing enough information on behalf of the consumer to antici- 
pate a credit decision under Regulation X, 24 C.F.R. Part 
3500, Sec. 3500.2(b). 

For purposes of this definition, a person "holds them- 
selves out" by advertising or otherwise informing the public 
that they engage in any of the activities of a mortgage broker 
or loan originator, including the use of business cards, statio- 
nery, brochures, rate lists, or other promotional items. 

"Mortgage broker licensee" means a person that is 
licensed as a mortgage broker or is subject to licensing under 
RCW 19.146.200 or is acting as a mortgage broker subject to 
any provisions of the act. 

"Mortgage Broker Practices Act" means chapter 19.146 
RCW. 

"Out-of-state applicant or licensee" means a person sub- 
ject to licensing that maintains an office outside of this state. 

"Person" means a natural person, corporation, company, 
limited liability corporation, partnership, or association. 

"Prepaid escrowed costs of ownership," as used in RCW 
19.146.030(4), means any amounts prepaid by the borrower 
for the payment of taxes, property insurance, interim interest, 
and similar items in regard to the property used as security for 
the loan. 

"Principal" means any person who controls, directly or 
indirectly through one or more intermediaries, or alone or in 
concert with others, a ten percent or greater interest in a part- 
nership, company, association, or corporation, and the owner 
of a sole proprietorship. 

"Registered agent" means a person located in Washing- 
ton appointed to accept service of process for a licensee. 

"Residential mortgage loan" means any loan primarily 
for personal, family, or household use secured by a mortgage 
or deed of trust on residential real estate upon which is con- 
structed or intended to be constructed a single family dwell- 
ing or multiple family dwelling of four or less units. 

For purposes of this definition, a loan "primarily for per- 
sonal, family, or household use" includes loan applications 
for a finance or refinance of a primary residence for any pur- 
pose, loan applications on second homes, and loan applica- 
tions on nonowner occupied residential real estate provided 
the licensee has knowledge that proceeds of the loan are 
intended to be used primarily for personal, family or house- 
hold use. 

"Residential real estate" is real property upon which is 
constructed or intended to be constructed, a single family 
dwelling or multiple family dwelling of four or less units. 

¢ Residential real estate includes, but is not limited to: 

— A single family home; 

— A duplex; 

— A triplex; 

— A fourplex; 

— A single condominium in a condominium complex; 

— A single unit within a cooperative; 

— A manufactured home when the home and real prop- 
erty together will secure the residential mortgage loan; or 
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— A fractile, fee simple interest in any of the above. 

e Residential real estate does not include: 

— An apartment building or dwelling of five or more 
units; 

— A single piece of real estate with five or more single 
family dwellings unless each dwelling is capable of being 
financed independently of the other dwellings; or 

— Any dwelling on leased or rented land or space, such as 
dwellings in a manufactured home park unless the mortgage 
broker treats such property as residential real estate. 

"Table-funding" means a settlement at which a mortgage 
loan is funded by a contemporaneous advance of loan funds 
and an assignment of the loan to the person advancing the 
funds. The mortgage broker originates the loan and closes 
the loan in its own name with funds provided contemporane- 
ously by a lender to whom the closed loan is assigned. 

"Third-party provider" means any person other than a 
mortgage broker or lender who provides goods or services to 
the mortgage broker in connection with the preparation of the 
borrower's loan and includes, but is not limited to, credit 
reporting agencies, title companies, appraisers, structural and 
pest inspectors, or escrow companies. 

A lender is considered a third party only when the lender 
provides lock-in arrangements to the mortgage broker in con- 
nection with the preparation of a borrower's loan.

WAC 208-660-007 Good standing. (1) What does 
good standing mean? For the purposes of the act and these 
tules, good standing means that the applicant, licensee, or 
other person subject to the act demonstrates financial respon- 
sibility, character, and general fitness sufficient to command 
the confidence of the community and to warrant a belief that 
the business will be operated honestly, fairly, and efficiently 
within the purposes of the act and these rules. In determining 
good standing the director will consider the following factors, 
and any other evidence relevant to good standing as defined 
in this rule: 

(a) Whether the applicant or licensee has paid all fees 
due to the director. 

(b) Whether the licensee has filed their mortgage broker 
annual report. 

(c) Whether the licensee has filed and maintained the 
required surety bond or had its surety bond canceled or 
revoked for cause. 

(d) Whether the licensee has maintained a designated 
broker in compliance with the act and these rules. 

(e) Whether the applicant, licensee, or other person sub- 
ject to the act has had any license, or any authorization or 
ability to do business under any similar statute of this or any 
other state, suspended, revoked, or restricted within the prior 
five years. 

(f) Whether the applicant, licensee, or other person sub- 
ject to the act has been convicted of a felony, or a gross mis- 
demeanor involving dishonesty or financial misconduct, 
within the prior seven years. 

(g) Whether the licensee or other person subject to the 
act, is, or has been subject to a cease and desist order or an 
injunction issued pursuant to the act, or the Consumer Protec- 
tion Act, or has been found through an administrative, civil, 
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or criminal proceeding to have violated the provisions of the 
act or rules, or the Consumer Protection Act, chapter 19.86 
RCW. 

(h) Whether the director has filed a statement of charges, 
or there is an outstanding order by the director to cease and 
desist against the licensee or other person subject to the act. 

(i) Whether there is documented evidence of serious or 
significant complaints filed against the licensee, or other per- 
son subject to the act, and the licensee or other person subject 
to the act has been notified of the complaints and been given 
the opportunity to respond. 

(j) Whether the licensee has allowed the licensed mort- 
gage broker business to deteriorate into a condition that 
would result in denial of a new application for a license. 

(k) Whether the licensee, or other person subject to the 
act has failed to comply with an order, directive, subpoena, or 
requirement of the director or director's designee, or with an 
assurance of discontinuance entered into with the director or 
director's designee. 

(1) Whether the licensee or other person subject to the act 
has interfered with an investigation or disciplinary proceed- 
ing by willful misrepresentation of facts before the director or 
director's designee, or by the use of threats or harassment 
against a client, witness, employee of the licensee, or repre- 
sentative of the director for the purpose of preventing them 
from discovering evidence for, or providing evidence in, any 
disciplinary proceeding or other legal action. 

(2) Under what circumstances may the department 
conduct a good standing review of an applicant, mortgage 
broker licensee, designated broker, or exempt mortgage 
broker? The department may conduct a good standing 
review when: 

(a) Processing an application for a new mortgage broker 
branch office license. 

(b) Processing an application for appointment of a differ- 
ent designated broker (both the licensed mortgage broker, 
including those individuals to whom the license was granted, 
and the proposed designated broker must meet good stand- 
ing). 

(c) Processing a request for recognition as an exempt 
mortgage broker under RCW 19.146.020(4). 

(3) When will an applicant, licensee, or other person 
subject to the act receive notice from the department of 
their failure to meet a determination of good standing? 
The department will notify the applicant, licensee, or other 
person subject to the act that they have failed to meet the 
department's good standing requirement within ten business 
days of the department's receipt of any application or request 
that requires a determination of good standing. See subsec- 
tion (2) of this section. 

(4) What recourse does an applicant, licensee, or 
other person subject to the act have when the department 
has determined that they are not in good standing? The 
applicant, licensee, or other person subject to the act may 
request a brief adjudicative proceeding under the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act, chapter 34.05 RCW, to challenge the 
department's determination. 

(5) What department determinations may be chal- 
lenged through a brief adjudicative proceeding? Subsec- 
tion (1)(a) through (1) of this section may be challenged 
through a brief adjudicative process. 
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(6) What specific sections of the Administrative Pro- 
cedure Act are adopted by the director to administer 
brief adjudicative proceedings? The director adopts RCW 
34.05.482 through 34.05.494 to administer brief adjudicative 
proceedings requested by an applicant or licensee, or con- 
ducted at the director's discretion. 

(7) Who conducts the brief adjudicative proceeding? 
Brief adjudicative proceedings are conducted by a presiding 
officer designated by the director. The presiding officer must 
have department expertise in the subject matter, but must not 
have personally participated in the department's determina- 
tion of good standing, or work in the department's division of 
consumer services, or such other division within the depart- 
ment delegated by the director to oversee implementation of 
the act and these rules. 

(8) When and how will the presiding officer issue a 
decision? Within ten business days of the final date for sub- 
mission of materials, or oral argument, if any, the presiding 
officer must make a written initial order.

WAC 208-660-008 Exemption from licensing. (1) If I 
am licensed as an insurance agent under RCW 48.17.060, 
must I have a separate license to act as a loan originator 
or mortgage broker? Yes. You will need a separate license 
as a loan originator or mortgage broker if you are a licensed 
insurance agent and you do any of the following: 

(a) Take a residential mortgage loan application for a 
mortgage broker; 

(b) Offer or negotiate terms of a mortgage loan for direct 
or indirect compensation or gain, or in the expectation of 
direct or indirect compensation or gain; 

(c) Make a residential mortgage loan, or assist a person 
in obtaining or applying to obtain a residential mortgage loan, 
for compensation or gain; or 

(d) Hold yourself out as being able to perform any of the 
above services. 

(2) Are insurance companies exempt from the Mort- 
gage Broker Practices Act? Yes. Insurance companies 
authorized to transact the business of insurance in this state 
by the Washington state office of the insurance commissioner 
are exempt from the Mortgage Broker Practices Act. 

(3) If I make residential mortgage loans under the 
Consumer Loan Act, chapter 31.04 RCW, am I exempt 
from the Mortgage Broker Practices Act? If you are 
licensed under the Consumer Loan Act, any loans covered by 
that act are exempt from the Mortgage Broker Practices Act. 
Complying with the Consumer Loan Act includes abiding by 
the requirements and restrictions of that act and counting all 
loans originated and made under that act for purposes of your 
annual assessment. 

(4) If I am an exempt mortgage broker because my 
business has been approved by and is subject to audit by 
Fannie Mae or Freddie Mac, am I subject to licensing or 
any other sections of the act? You are not required to have 
a license, but you are subject to RCW 19.146.0201 through 
19.146.080, and the rules associated with those sections of 
the act. Those sections include prohibited practices, certain 
required disclosures, the requirement of a writing for agree- 
ments, trust fund requirements, books and records require- 
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ments, limitations on fees or compensation, and the require- 
ment to provide the consumer with certain information they 
have paid for. You are also subject to the investigation and 
enforcement authority of the director. 


(5) If I am an exempt mortgage broker because my 
business has been approved by and is subject to audit by 
Fannie Mae or Freddie Mac, are my loan originators sub- 
ject to licensing or any other sections of the act? Your loan 
originator employees are not required to have a license, but 
they are subject to RCW 19.146.0201 through 19.146.080, 
and the rules associated with those sections of the act. Those 
sections include prohibited practices, certain required disclo- 
sures, the requirement of a writing for agreements, trust fund 
requirements, books and records requirements, limitations on 
fees or compensation, and the requirement to provide the 
consumer with certain information they have paid for. Your 
loan originator employees are also subject to the investiga- 
tion and enforcement authority of the director. 


Your independent contractor loan originators are not 
exempt under this section. 


(6) Am I exempt from the Mortgage Broker Practices 
Act if I make or acquire residential mortgage loans solely 
with my own funds for my own investment without 
intending to resell the residential mortgage loans? You 
are exempt from the licensing requirements, but you are sub- 
ject to RCW 19.146.0201 through 19.146.080, and the rules 
associated with those sections of the act. Those sections 
include prohibited practices, certain required disclosures, the 
requirement of a writing for agreements, trust fund require- 
ments, books and records requirements, limitations on fees or 
compensation, and the requirement to provide the consumer 
with certain information they have paid for. You are also sub- 
ject to the investigation and enforcement authority of the 
director. 

For purposes of this section, intent to resell residential 
mortgage loans is determined by your ability and willingness 
to hold the residential mortgage loans, indicated by, but not 
limited to, such measures as whether you have sold loans in 
the past, whether the loans conform to established secondary 
market standards for the sale of loans, and whether your 
financial condition would reasonably allow you to hold the 
residential mortgage loans. 

(7) If I am an exempt mortgage broker because I am 
making or acquiring residential mortgage loans solely 
with my own funds for my own investment without 
intending to resell the residential mortgage loans, are my 
loan originators subject to licensing or any other sections 
of the act? Your loan originator employees are not required 
to have a license, but they are subject to RCW 19.146.0201 
through 19.146.080, and the rules associated with those sec- 
tions of the act. Those sections include prohibited practices, 
certain required disclosures, the requirement of a writing for 
agreements, trust fund requirements, books and records 
requirements, limitations on fees or compensation, and the 
requirement to provide the consumer with certain informa- 
tion they have paid for. Your loan originator employees are 
also subject to the investigation and enforcement authority of 
the director. 


Your independent contractor loan originators are not 
exempt under this section. 
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(8) As an attorney, must I have a mortgage broker or 
loan originator license to assist a person in obtaining or 
applying to obtain a residential mortgage loan in the 
course of my practice? 

(a) If you are an attorney licensed in Washington and if 
the mortgage broker activities are incidental to your profes- 
sional duties as an attorney, you are exempt from the Mort- 
gage Broker Practices Act under RCW 19.146.020 (1)(c). 

(b) Whether an exemption is available to you depends on 
the facts and circumstances of your particular situation. For 
example, if you hold yourself out publicly as being able to 
perform the services of a mortgage broker or loan originator, 
or if your fee structure for those services is different from the 
customary fee structure for your professional legal services, 
the department will consider you to be principally engaged in 
the mortgage broker business and you will need a mortgage 
broker or loan originator license before performing those ser- 
vices. A "customary" fee structure for the professional legal 
service does not include the receipt of compensation or gain 
associated with obtaining a residential mortgage loan on the 
property. 

(9) As a licensed real estate broker or salesperson, 
must I have a mortgage broker or loan originator license 
when I assist the purchaser in obtaining financing for a 
residential mortgage loan involving a bona fide sale of 
real estate? You are exempt from the act under RCW 
19.146.020 (1)(g) if you only receive the customary real 
estate commission in connection with the transaction. A "cus- 
tomary" real estate commission does not include receipt of 
compensation or gain associated with the financing of the 
property. A "customary" real estate commission only 
includes the agreed upon commission designated in the list- 
ing or purchase and sale agreement for the bona fide sale of 
the subject property. 

(10) Under what circumstances will the director 
approve an exemption under RCW 19.146.020(4) for the 
exclusive agents working as loan originators of an affiliate 
of a bank that is wholly owned by the bank holding com- 
pany that owns that bank? 

(a) The director will provide a written exemption from 
loan originator licensing for the exclusive agents of an affili- 
ate of a bank that is wholly owned by the bank holding com- 
pany that owns the bank if the director finds that the affiliate 
is licensed and is in "good standing" with the department and 
the affiliate has procedures in place, as evidenced by a writ- 
ten "plan of business," to reasonably assure the department 
that: 

(i) The exclusive agents of the affiliate of a bank operate 
exclusively as loan originators for the affiliate and not for 
other mortgage brokers; 

(ii) The affiliate of the bank requires continuing educa- 
tion for the exclusive agents that meets the same or similar 
requirements approved by the director for licensed loan orig- 
inators; 

(iii) The affiliate of the bank will notify the department if 
the affiliate terminates an exclusive agent because the exclu- 
sive agent: 

(A) Has had any license, or any authorization to do busi- 
ness under any similar statute of this or any other state, sus- 
pended, revoked, or restricted within the prior five years; or 
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(B) Has been convicted of a felony, or a gross misde- 
meanor involving dishonesty or financial misconduct, within 
the prior seven years; or 

(C) Has been subject to a cease and desist order or an 
injunction issued pursuant to the act, or the Consumer Protec- 
tion Act, or has been found through an administrative, civil, 
or criminal proceeding to have violated the provisions of the 
act or rules, or the Consumer Protection Act, chapter 19.86 
RCW. 

(b) To qualify for this exemption, the affiliate must make 
a written request to the department and submit a "plan of 
business" with the request. After receipt of this request, the 
department will notify the affiliate in writing within ten busi- 
ness days whether the affiliate's exclusive agents qualify for 
the exemption, or if the department will conduct additional 
review of the affiliate and the "plan of business." The affili- 
ates must receive the department's notice of qualification for 
exemption before the affiliate's exclusive agents take any 
action that would subject them to licensing under the act. 

(c) The exemption granted by the director remains valid 
as long as the affiliate complies in all material respects with 
its "plan of business" and the affiliate remains in good stand- 
ing with the department. 

(11) What are the responsibilities of a mortgage bro- 
ker that is exempt from the licensing provisions of the 
act? The owners of companies exempt from licensing under 
RCW 19.146.020 (1)(e), (g), or (4), are responsible for: 

(a) Complying with RCW 19.146.0201 through 19.146.- 
080, and 19.146.235; 

(b) Ensuring compliance with the act by all persons rep- 
resenting the exempt mortgage broker; and 

(c) Notifying the director of any change affecting the 
mortgage broker's exempt status under the act. 

(12) Are the independent contractors of a mortgage 
broker exempt under RCW 19.146.020 (1)(b), (c), (e), and 
(g) themselves exempt? No. After January 1, 2007, an inde- 
pendent contractor working as a loan originator for a mort- 
gage broker exempt under RCW 19.146.020 (1)(b), (c), (e), 
and (g) must hold a loan originator license. 

(13) What other persons or entities are exempt from 
the Mortgage Broker Practices Act? 

(a) Any person doing any act under order of any court 
except for a person subject to an injunction to comply with 
any provision of the act or any order of the director issued 
under the act. 

(b) The United States of America, the state of Washing- 
ton, any other state, and any Washington city, county, or 
other political subdivision, and any agency, division, or cor- 
porate instrumentality of any of the entities in this subsection 
(b). 

(14) When is a CLI provider exempt from the licens- 
ing requirements of the act? A CLI provider is exempt 
from the licensing requirements of the act: 

(a) When the CLI provider meets the general statutory 
requirements under RCW 19.146.020 (1)(a), (c), (d), (e), (g), 
or (h); or 

(b) When a real estate broker or salesperson licensed in 
Washington, acting as a CLI provider and a real estate agent, 
obtains financing for a real estate transaction involving a 
bona fide sale of real estate and does not receive either: 

(i) A separate fee for the CLI service; or 
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(ii) A sales commission greater than that which would be 
otherwise customary in connection with the sales transaction; 
or 

(c) When a person, acting as a CLI provider: 

(i) Provides only information regarding rates, terms, and 
lenders; 

(ii) Complies with all requirements of subsection (16) of 
this section; 

(iii) Does not represent or imply to a borrower that they 
are able to obtain a residential mortgage loan from a mort- 
gage broker or lender; 

(iv) Does not accept a loan application, assist in the com- 
pletion of a loan application, or submit a loan application to a 
mortgage broker or lender on behalf of a borrower; 

(v) Does not accept any deposit for third-party provider 
services or any loan fees from a borrower in connection with 
a loan, regardless of when the fees are paid; 

(vi) Does not negotiate interest rates or terms of a loan 
with a mortgage broker or lender on behalf of a borrower; and 

(vii) Does not provide to the borrower a good faith esti- 
mate or other disclosure(s) required of mortgage brokers or 
lender(s) by state or federal law. 

(d) If the CLI provider is not exempt under (a), (b), or (c) 
of this subsection, the CLI provider is not required to have a 
mortgage broker license if the CLI provider does not receive 
any fee or other compensation or gain, directly or indirectly, 
for performing or facilitating the CLI service. 

(15) When is a CLI provider required to have a mort- 
gage broker license? 

(a) Ifa CLI provider, who is not otherwise exempt from 
the licensing requirements of the act, performs any act that 
would otherwise require that they be licensed, including 
accepting a loan application, or submitting a loan application 
to a mortgage broker or lender, the CLI provider must obtain 
a mortgage broker license. 

(b) Example - License required: A CLI provider uses an 
internet-based CLI system in which an abbreviated applica- 
tion is available for online completion by borrower. Once the 
borrower presses "submit," the information collected in the 
abbreviated application is forwarded to lender. The informa- 
tion contains the borrower's name, Social Security number, 
contact information, purpose of the loan sought (e.g., pur- 
chase, refinance, home equity, second mortgage), size of loan 
requested, annual salary, and a self-declaration of total unse- 
cured debt. The electronic entries made by the borrower are 
then used by lender to electronically populate "form fields" 
and to initiate lender's loan application. A loan originator for 
the lender then follows up with borrower to complete the loan 
application. On or after closing, CLI provider receives a CLI 
service fee. 

(c) Example - License not required: A CLI provider uses 
an internet-based CLI system in which various interactive 
informational tools are present, including an online "prequal- 
ification" tool. Based upon borrower's self-declared data 
input, borrower receives an indication of borrower's "maxi- 
mum affordable loan amount," based upon standard norms of 
debt-to-income ratio and loan-to-value ratio, and also subject 
to verification of information, availability and suitability of 
loan products, and independent underwriting by any lender. 
The borrower indicates a desire for follow-up from one or 
more lenders by inputting personal contact information and 
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pressing "submit." A number of lenders receive only the per- 
sonal identity information of borrower and not any financial 
information. However, the CLI system has been programmed 
(and may be continuously reprogrammed) to route personal 
contact information to certain lenders based upon borrower's 
"prequalification" data input and the lending criteria of each 
of the lenders for whom CLI provider has a relationship. 
None of borrower's self-declared financial information is 
actually submitted to any of the lenders whose criteria match 
borrower's profile. Loan originators from lender A and lender 
B initiate contact with borrower based solely on borrower's 
contact information. Lender A and lender B, through their 
assigned loan originators, contact borrower with the object of 
beginning and hopefully completing a loan application. In 
this example, CLI provider has not taken a loan application. 

(16) Must the CLI provider provide any disclosures? 

(a) Yes. If a borrower using or accessing the CLI ser- 
vices pays for the CLI service, either directly or indirectly, 
the CLI provider must give the following disclosure: 

(i) The amount of the fee the CLI provider charges the 
borrower for the service; 

(ii) That the use of the CLI system is not required to 
obtain a residential mortgage loan; and 

(iii) That the full range of loans available may not be 
listed on the CLI system, and different terms and conditions, 
including lower rates, may be available from others not listed 
on the system. 

(b) Each CLI provider must give the borrower a copy of 
the disclosure form when the first CLI service is provided to 
the borrower. The form must be signed and dated by the bor- 
rower and a copy maintained as part of the CLI provider's 
books and records for at least two years. 

(17) Are CLI system providers subject to enforce- 
ment under the act? Yes. CLI system providers are respon- 
sible for any violations of the act and will be subject to any 
applicable fines or penalties.

MORTGAGE BROKERS 


WAC 208-660-155 Mortgage brokers—General. (1) 
May I originate residential mortgage loans in Washington 
without a license? No. Mortgage brokers and loan origina- 
tors must have a valid Washington license, or be exempt from 
licensing pursuant to RCW 19.146.020, in order to originate 
residential mortgage loans. There is no "one-time one loan" 
exception. 

(2) May I originate a Washington residential mort- 
gage loan using the license of an already licensed or 
exempt Washington mortgage broker and then split the 
proceeds with that mortgage broker? No. Mortgage bro- 
ker licenses may only be used by the person named on the 
license. Mortgage broker licenses may not be transferred, 
sold, traded, assigned, loaned, shared, or given to any other 
person. 

(3) As a licensed mortgage broker, am I responsible 
for the actions of my employees and independent contrac- 
tors? Yes. You are responsible for any conduct violating the 
act or these rules by any person you employ, or engage as an 
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independent contractor, to work in the business covered by 
your license. 

(4) Who at the licensed mortgage broker company is 
responsible for the licensee's compliance with the act and 
these rules? The designated broker, principals, and owners 
with supervisory authority are responsible for the licensee's 
compliance with the act and these rules. 

(5) Under what circumstances may a mortgage bro- 
ker charge the borrower a fee, commission, or other com- 
pensation for services rendered by the mortgage broker 
in obtaining a loan for the borrower? The mortgage broker 
may charge the borrower a fee, commission, or other com- 
pensation for the preparation, negotiation, and brokering of a 
residential mortgage loan when the loan is closed on the 
terms and conditions agreed upon by the borrower and the 
mortgage broker. 

(6) Under what circumstances may a mortgage bro- 
ker charge the borrower a fee, commission, or other type 
of compensation for services rendered when the loan does 
not close at all, or does not close on the terms and condi- 
tions agreed upon by the borrower and the mortgage bro- 
ker? A mortgage broker may charge a fee, and may bring a 
suit for collection of the fee, not to exceed three hundred dol- 
lars, for services rendered, for the preparation of documents, 
or for the transfer of documents in the borrower's file which 
were prepared for, or paid for by, the borrower if: 

(a) The mortgage broker has obtained a written commit- 
ment from a lender on the same terms and conditions agreed 
upon by the borrower and the mortgage broker; and 

(b) The borrower fails to close on a loan through no fault 
of the mortgage broker; and 

(c) The fee is not otherwise prohibited by the Truth in 
Lending Act. 

(7) As a mortgage broker, may I solicit or accept fees 
from a borrower in advance to pay third-party provid- 
ers? Yes. However, prior to accepting the funds, you must 
provide the borrower in writing a notice identifying the spe- 
cific third-party provider goods and services the funds are to 
be used for. Additionally, you must not charge the borrower 
more for the third-party provider goods and services than the 
actual costs of the goods and services charged by the pro- 
vider. Once you have the funds you must then: 

(a) Deposit the funds in a trust account pursuant to the 
act and these rules (see WAC 208-660-410 on Trust account- 
ing); 

(b) Refund any fees collected for goods or services not 
provided. 

(8) What is a "written commitment from a lender on 
the same terms and conditions agreed upon by the bor- 
rower and mortgage broker"? The written commitment is 
a written agreement or contract between the mortgage broker 
and lender containing mutually acceptable loan provisions 
and terms. The lender must be one with whom the mortgage 
broker maintains a written correspondent or loan brokerage 
agreement as required by RCW 19.146.040(3). The mutually 
acceptable loan provisions and terms must be the same terms 
and conditions set forth in the most recent good faith estimate 
signed by both the borrower and the mortgage broker. 

(9) What action must a mortgage broker take to acti- 
vate a loan originator license? To activate a loan originator 
license, the licensed mortgage broker must confirm with the 
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department that the loan originator will be working for the 
licensed mortgage broker. 

(10) What action must a mortgage broker take to ter- 
minate a working relationship with a loan originator? 
The licensed mortgage broker must notify the department it is 
terminating the working relationship with the loan originator.

WAC 208-660-163 Mortgage brokers—Licensing. 
(1) How do I apply for a mortgage broker license? 

(a) Appoint a designated broker. You must appoint a 
designated broker who meets the requirements of WAC 208- 
660-250. 

(b) Submit an application. You must fill out an appli- 
cation in a form prescribed by the director. Submit the appli- 
cation with the appropriate attachments to the department for 
review. 

(c) Pay the application and license fees. You will have 
to pay an application fee to cover the department's cost of 
processing and reviewing application. You must also pay a 
separate annual license fee. See WAC 208-660-550, Depart- 
ment fees and costs. 

(d) Prove your identity. You must provide information 
about the identity of owners, principals, officers, and the des- 
ignated broker, including fingerprints. 

(e) Provide a surety bond. Mortgage brokers must have 
a surety bond of twenty to sixty thousand dollars depending 
on the average number of loan originators representing the 
mortgage broker. See WAC 208-660-175 (1)(e). 

(2) What information will the department consider 
when deciding whether to approve a mortgage broker 
license application? The department considers the financial 
responsibility, character, and general fitness of the applicant, 
principals, and the designated broker. 

(3) Why does the department consider financial 
responsibility, character, and general fitness before issu- 
ing a mortgage broker license? One of the purposes of the 
act is to ensure that mortgage brokers and loan originators 
deal honestly and fairly with the public. Applicants, princi- 
pals, and designated brokers who have demonstrated their 
financial responsibility, character, and general fitness to 
operate their businesses honestly, fairly, and efficiently are 
more likely to deal honestly and fairly with the public. 

(4) What specific information will the department 
consider to determine if the mortgage broker business 
will be operated honestly, fairly, and in compliance with 
applicable law? 

(a) Whether the applicant, licensee, or other person sub- 
ject to the act has had any license, or any authorization to do 
business under any similar statute of this or any other state, 
suspended, revoked, or restricted within the prior five years. 

(b) Whether the applicant, licensee or other person sub- 
ject to the act has been convicted of a felony, or a gross mis- 
demeanor involving dishonesty or financial misconduct, 
within the prior seven years. 

(c) Whether the licensee or other person subject to the 
act is, or has been, subject to a cease and desist order or an 
injunction issued pursuant to the act, or the Consumer Protec- 
tion Act, or has been found through an administrative, civil, 
or criminal proceeding to have violated the provisions of the 
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act or rules, or the Consumer Protection Act, chapter 19.86 
RCW. 

(d) Whether the director has filed a statement of charges, 
or there is an outstanding order by the director to cease and 
desist against the licensee or other person subject to the act. 

(e) Whether there is documented evidence of serious or 
significant complaints filed against the licensee, or other per- 
son subject to the act, and the licensee or other person subject 
to the act has been notified of the complaints and been given 
the opportunity to respond. 

(f) Whether the licensee has allowed the licensed mort- 
gage broker business to deteriorate into a condition that 
would result in denial of a new application for a license. 

(g) Whether the licensee or other person subject to the 
act has failed to comply with an order, directive, subpoena, or 
requirement of the director or director's designee, or with an 
assurance of discontinuance entered into with the director or 
director's designee. 

(h) Whether the licensee or other person subject to the 
act has interfered with an investigation, or disciplinary pro- 
ceeding by willful misrepresentation of facts before the direc- 
tor or director's designee, or by the use of threats or harass- 
ment against a client, witness, employee of the licensee, or 
representative of the director for the purpose of preventing 
them from discovering evidence for, or providing evidence 
in, any disciplinary proceeding or other legal action. 

(5) What will happen if my mortgage broker license 
application is incomplete? The department will reject and 
return the entire application package to you with a notice 
identifying the incomplete, missing, or inaccurate informa- 
tion. You must follow the department's directions to correct 
the problems. You can then resubmit the application package. 

(6) How do I withdraw my application for a mortgage 
broker license? Send the department a written request, in a 
form prescribed by the department, to withdraw your mort- 
gage broker license application. 

(7) When will the department consider my mortgage 
broker license application package abandoned? If you do 
not respond to the department within ten business days from 
the date of the department's second request for information, 
your application is considered abandoned. You may reapply 
by submitting a new application per subsection (1) of this 
section. 

(8) What are my rights if the director denies my 
application for a mortgage broker license? You have the 
right to request an administrative hearing pursuant to the 
Administrative Procedure Act, chapter 34.05 RCW. To 
request a hearing, you must notify the department within 
twenty days from the date of the director's notice to you that 
your license application has been denied, that you wish to 
have a hearing. 

Upon denial of your mortgage broker license applica- 
tion, and provided the department finds no unlicensed activ- 
ity, the department will return your surety bond, and refund 
the license fee and any unused portion of the application fee. 

(9) What Washington law protects my rights when 
my application for a mortgage broker license is denied, or 
my mortgage broker license is suspended or revoked? 
The Administrative Procedure Act, chapter 34.05 RCW, gov- 
erns the proceedings for license application denials, cease 
and desist orders, license suspension or revocation, the impo- 
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sition of civil penalties or other remedies ordered by the 
department, and any appeals or reviews of those actions. 

(10) May I advertise my business while I am waiting 
for my mortgage broker license application to be pro- 
cessed? No. It is a violation of the act for nonlicensed, non- 
exempt mortgage brokers or loan originators to hold them- 
selves out as mortgage brokers or loan originators in Wash- 
ington. 

(11) May I originate Washington residential mort- 
gage loans while waiting for my mortgage broker license 
application to be processed? No. You may not originate 
loans prior to receiving your mortgage broker license. 

(12) How do I change information on my mortgage 
broker license? You must file a license amendment applica- 
tion with the department, in a form prescribed by the depart- 
ment. You must file the amendment application within thirty 
days of the change occurring. 

(13) When does a mortgage broker license expire? 
The mortgage broker license expires annually. The expiration 
date is shown on the license. If the license is an interim 
license, it may expire in less than one year. 

(14) When may the department issue interim mort- 
gage broker licenses? To prevent an undue delay, the direc- 
tor may issue interim mortgage broker licenses, including 
branch office licenses, with a fixed expiration date. The 
license applicant must have substantially met the initial 
licensing requirements, as determined by the director, to 
receive an interim license. 

For purposes of this section, undue delay includes the 
adjustment of license expiration or renewal dates to coincide 
with the implementation of systems designed to assist in 
licensing uniformity and provide data repositories of licens- 
ing information. 

One example of having substantially met the initial 
licensing requirements is: Submitting a complete applica- 
tion, paying all application fees, and the department having 
received and reviewed the result of the applicant's back- 
ground check. 

(15) May the department issue replacement licenses 
with an expiration date? Yes. In order to create and main- 
tain a licensing system with expiration or renewal dates that 
are uniform, the department may issue new licenses with 
expiration dates to existing license holders. The new licenses 
will expire annually. 

(16) How do I renew my mortgage broker license? 

(a) Before the license expiration date you must: 

(i) File the mortgage broker annual report, and any other 
required notices, with the director. See WAC 208-660-400, 
Reporting requirements. 

(ii) Show evidence that your designated broker com- 
pleted the required annual continuing education. 

(iii) Verify the surety bond is adequate for the average 
number of loan originators, including all locations. 

(iv) Pay the annual license assessment fee. 

(b) The renewed license is valid for the term listed on the 
license or until surrendered, suspended, or revoked. 

(17) If I let my mortgage broker license expire must I 
apply to get a new license? If you complete all the require- 
ments for renewal within forty-five days of the expiration 
date, you may renew an expired license. However, if you 
renew your license during this forty-five day period, in addi- 
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tion to paying the annual assessment on your license, you 
must pay an additional fifty percent of your annual assess- 
ment. See subsection (16) of this section for the license 
renewal requirements. 

During this forty-five day period, your license is expired 
and you must not conduct any business under the act that 
requires a license until your license has been renewed. 

Any renewal requirements received by the department 
must be evidenced by either a United States Postal Service 
postmark or a department "date received" stamp within the 
forty-five days. If you fail to comply with the renewal request 
requirements within forty-five days, you must apply for a 
new license. 

(18) May I still conduct my mortgage broker business 
if my mortgage broker license has expired? No. If your 
mortgage broker license expires, you must not conduct any 
business under the act that requires a license until you renew 
your license. 

(19) What should I do if I wish to close my mortgage 
broker business? You may surrender the mortgage broker 
license by notifying the department, in a form prescribed by 
the department, of your intention to stop doing mortgage loan 
business in Washington. Surrendering your license does not 
change your civil or criminal liability, or your liability for 
any administrative actions arising from any acts or omissions 
occurring before you surrender your license. Contact the 
Washington department of revenue to find out how to handle 
any unclaimed funds in your trust account. 

(20) May I transfer, sell, trade, assign, loan, share, or 
give my mortgage broker license to another person or 
company? No. A mortgage broker license authorizes only 
the person named on the license to conduct the business at the 
location listed on the license. See also WAC 208-660-155(2). 

(21) Must I display my mortgage broker license? 
Yes. Your mortgage broker license must be prominently dis- 
played at the licensed location.

WAC 208-660-175 Mortgage brokers—Surety bond. 
(1) What are the surety bond requirements for licensed 
mortgage brokers? 

(a) Mortgage brokers must at all times have a valid 
surety bond on file with the director. The surety bond must be 
provided on a form prescribed by the department. 

(b) The surety bond amount must be between twenty 
thousand dollars and sixty thousand dollars depending on the 
annual average number of loan originators representing the 
mortgage broker. 

(c) When the mortgage broker initially applies for a 
license, the dollar amount of the surety bond must be suffi- 
cient to cover the number of licensed loan originators you 
intend to employ in your first year of business. 

(d) The surety bond must list the full name and any trade 
or doing-business-as names used by the mortgage broker. 
The surety bond must list the licensee's main physical address 
including street number, street name and direction, suite 
number, city, county, and state. 

(e) The surety bond must be signed by a principal of the 
mortgage broker as well as an authorized representative of 
the insurance company listed as surety. The power-of-attor- 
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ney must identify the signing representative as authorized by 
the insurance company. The insurance company must include 
their surety bond number and seal on the surety bond form. 
The following chart shows the surety bond amount 
required for the annual average number of loan originators: 


Average Number of Loan Minimum Required Bond 


Originators Amount 
up to 3.0 $20,000 
more than 3.0, up to 6.0 $30,000 
more than 6.0, up to 9.0 $40,000 
more than 9.0, up to 15.0 $50,000 
more than 15.0 $60,000 


(2) May I provide security in a form other than a 
surety bond? No. Beginning January 1, 2007, the director 
will not accept an alternative to a surety bond. 

(3) Who provides mortgage broker surety bonds? To 
purchase a surety bond, contact your insurance broker. A list 
of insurance companies that underwrite Washington surety 
bonds in Washington is available from the Washington state 
office of the insurance commissioner's web site. 

(4) What do I do with the surety bond once I receive 
it from my insurance company? You must sign the original 
surety bond. Then include the surety bond and the attached 
power-of-attorney with your license application package. 

(5) What happens to my mortgage broker license if 
my surety bond is canceled? Failure to maintain a surety 
bond is a violation of the act and may result in an enforce- 
ment action against you. 

(6) May I change surety bond companies? Yes. You 
may change your insurance provider at any time. Your cur- 
rent insurance company will issue a cancellation notice for 
your existing surety bond. The cancellation notice may be 
effective no less than thirty days following the director's 
receipt of the cancellation notice. 

Prior to the cancellation date of the existing surety bond, 
you must have on file with the department a replacement 
surety bond. The replacement surety bond must be in effect 
on or before the cancellation date of the prior surety bond. 

(7) Why must I carry a surety bond to have a mort- 
gage broker license? The surety bond protects the state and 
any persons who suffer loss by reason of violations of any 
provision of the act or these rules by the licensee, its employ- 
ees, or independent contractors. 

(8) Who may make a claim against a licensed mort- 
gage broker's surety bond? The director, or any person, 
including a third-party provider, who has been injured by a 
violation of the act, may make a claim against a bond. 

(9) How may I make a claim against a licensed mort- 
gage broker's surety bond? The department can provide 
you with the name of a licensed mortgage broker's surety 
bond provider. Contact the surety bond company and follow 
its required procedures to make your claim. 

(10) How may I make a claim against a certificate of 
deposit, an irrevocable letter of credit, or other instru- 
ment that the director has permitted to be filed instead of 
a surety bond? File your claim against a certificate of 
deposit, an irrevocable letter of credit, or other instrument 
directly with the department, in a form prescribed by the 
department. After January 1, 2007, the department will only 
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accept surety bonds; any claims arising over violations occur- 
ring after January 1, 2007, will be against a bond. 

(11) How long does the bond claim procedure take? 
The time to complete a bond claim may vary among bonding 
companies. If the claimant is not a borrower, final judgment 
will not be entered prior to one hundred eighty days after the 
claim is filed. 

(12) When must I file a bond claim? A bond claim 
must be filed within one year of the date of the act that causes 
the claim.

WAC 208-660-180 Mortgage brokers—Main office. 
(1) Must a licensed mortgage broker have a designated 
broker? Yes. Licensed mortgage broker companies must 
have an approved designated broker at all times. 

(2) How many designated brokers may a mortgage 
broker have? The mortgage broker must have a qualified 
designated broker at all times. The mortgage broker may 
appoint only one individual to be the designated broker at any 
given time. The designated broker need not be a principal of 
the licensee. 

It is a prudent business practice to have more than one 
qualified individual working for the licensee who could be 
appointed as the designated broker. 

(3) If my designated broker leaves, may I continue to 
operate my mortgage broker business? Yes. You may 
continue to operate your mortgage broker business. However, 
you must notify the department within five business days of 
the loss of or change of your designated broker. You must 
then replace the designated broker within thirty days. If you 
need more than thirty days to replace the designated broker, 
you must seek approval from the department. Failure to 
replace your designated broker, or receive approval from the 
director for an extension, may result in an enforcement action 
against you. 

(4) What must I do to replace my designated broker? 
You must apply, in a form prescribed by the department, for 
approval of the new designated broker. The new designated 
broker must meet the requirements of WAC 208-660-250(1) 
and the new designated broker and the licensee including 
those individuals to whom the license was granted, must meet 
the good standing requirements of WAC 208-660-007. 

(5) What must I do if I sell all or part of my mortgage 
broker company? See WAC 208-660-400(13). 

(6) After my mortgage broker license is approved, 
may I change my business structure? Yes. You must fol- 
low the notification requirements of WAC 208-660-400(12). 

(7) May a licensed mortgage broker share an office 
with a licensed real estate broker? Yes. A licensed mort- 
gage broker may share an office with a licensed real estate 
broker. The mortgage broker location must be licensed as a 
main or branch mortgage broker office. 

(8) If a licensed mortgage broker shares an office 
with a licensed real estate broker, what must the mort- 
gage broker do to notify the public that the office is 
shared? The licensed mortgage broker must clearly identify 
the mortgage broker business as separate from the real estate 
business to the public on any signage, advertising, or other 
material identifying the businesses. 
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(9) May I add a trade name (or "DBA") to my mort- 
gage broker license? Yes. You may add a trade or "DBA" 
name to the mortgage broker license if you first apply to the 
department, in a form prescribed by the department, and 
receive department approval. When the department has 
approved the trade name, you must conduct business under 
that trade name in at least one of the two following ways: 

(a) Use your license name together with the trade name; 
or 

(b) Use your mortgage broker license number together 
with the trade name. 

(10) May I conduct my mortgage broker business 
from more than one location? Yes. You may establish one 
or more branch offices under your license. See WAC 208- 
660-195 for information on licensing branch offices.

WAC 208-660-195 Mortgage brokers—Branch 
offices. (1) May I open branch offices under my mortgage 
broker license? Yes. A licensed mortgage broker may sub- 
mit license application(s) to the department to establish 
branch office(s) under the existing mortgage broker license. 
Each branch office must be licensed and must pay an annual 
license fee. See WAC 208-660-550, Department fees and 
costs. 

(2) If my branch offices are under separate owner- 
ship, does that limit my liability for their activities? No. 
Licensed mortgage brokers are responsible for the activity 
and violations at their branch offices regardless of the struc- 
ture or label given the branch offices. Licensure of a branch 
office creates a direct line of responsibility from the main 
office to the branch. 

(3) How do I apply for a mortgage broker branch 
office license? As the licensed mortgage broker, you must 
apply to the department for a branch office license and 
receive a branch office license before operating from any 
location other than your licensed location. The application for 
a mortgage broker branch office license must be in a form 
prescribed by the director. The licensed mortgage broker 
must be in good standing, and may need to increase the 
amount of the surety bond. You will have to pay application 
and annual assessment fees. See WAC 208-660-550, Depart- 
ment fees and costs. 

(4) What does the department consider when review- 
ing an application for a branch office license? The depart- 
ment considers: 

(a) Whether the mortgage broker is in good standing. See 
WAC 208-660-007. 

(b) Whether the amount of the mortgage broker's surety 
bond is sufficient to cover the loan originators that will be 
working from the branch office. 

(c) Whether the physical address listed in the application 
can be verified as a branch office location. 

(5) Must I display my branch office license? Yes. 
Your mortgage broker branch office license must be promi- 
nently displayed in the branch office. 

(6) If I am an internet company, how do I display my 
license? You must display your license information, as it 
appears on your license, including any or all business names, 
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and the license number, on your web site. The information 
must also include a list of the states in which you are licensed. 

(7) How do I change information on my mortgage 
broker branch office license? You must file a license 
amendment application with the department, in a form pre- 
scribed by the department. You must file the application 
within thirty days of the change occurring. 

(8) Does my branch office license expire? The license 
expires annually. The expiration date is shown on the license. 
If the license is an interim license, it may expire in less than 
one year. 

(9) How do I renew my mortgage broker branch 
office license? 

(a) Before the expiration date, the licensed mortgage 
broker must: 

(i) Verify the surety bond is adequate for the licensee's 
average number of loan originators. 

(ii) Pay the branch office annual assessment fee. 

(b) The renewed mortgage broker branch office license 
is valid for the term listed on the license or until surrendered, 
suspended, or revoked. 

(10) If my mortgage broker branch office license 
expires, must I apply for a new license? If you complete all 
the requirements for renewal within forty-five days of the 
expiration date you may renew an existing license. However, 
if you renew your license during this forty-five day period, in 
addition to paying the annual assessment on your branch 
office license, you must pay an additional fifty percent of 
your annual assessment for that branch. See subsection (9) of 
this section for the license renewal requirements. 

During this forty-five day period, your license is expired 
and you must not conduct any business under the act that 
requires a license until your license has been renewed. 

Any renewal requirements received by the department 
must be evidenced by either a postmark or "date received" 
stamp within the forty-five days. If you fail to comply with 
the renewal request requirements within forty-five days, you 
must apply for a new license. 

(11) If my mortgage broker branch office license has 
expired, may I still conduct my mortgage broker business 
from that location? No. Once the mortgage broker branch 
office license has expired, you must not conduct any business 
under the act that requires a license until you renew your 
license. 

(12) If my mortgage broker main office license 
expires, may I still conduct my mortgage broker business 
from a branch office? No. Once the mortgage broker main 
office license expires, you must not conduct any business 
under the act that requires a license from any location until 
you renew the main office license. 

(13) May I add a trade name (or "DBA") to my mort- 
gage broker branch office license? Yes. You may add a 
trade name, or "DBA" name, to the mortgage broker branch 
office license if you first apply to the department, in a form 
prescribed by the director, and receive department approval. 
The branch office trade name must at all times be identified 
as connected with the mortgage broker's license name as it 
appears on the mortgage broker license. When the depart- 
ment has approved the trade name, you must conduct busi- 
ness under that trade name in at least one of the two following 
ways: 
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(a) Use your license name together with the branch 
office trade name; or 

(b) Use the branch office trade name and mortgage bro- 
ker branch office license number together. 

(14) How must I identify my mortgage broker branch 
office(s)? The branch office must be prominently identified 
as a branch or division of the licensed mortgage broker so as 
not to appear to be an independent enterprise. 

(15) Does my branch office have to be a physical loca- 
tion? Yes. The physical location may be at a commercial or 
residential address but does not have to be in Washington. 
See WAC 208-660-420, Out-of-state mortgage brokers and 
loan originators. 

(16) Must I have a branch manager? No. Although 
you may appoint one, the act does not require a branch man- 
ager. The licensee and designated broker are responsible for 
the business conducted at all locations. 

(17) Must I have a designated broker at each branch? 
No. The licensed mortgage broker may have only one desig- 
nated broker who is responsible for the mortgage broker busi- 
ness at all locations.

DESIGNATED BROKERS 


WAC 208-660-250 Designated brokers—General. (1) 
How do I become a designated broker? 

(a) You must pass the designated broker test. See WAC 
208-660-260, Designated brokers—Testing. 

(b) You must be appointed to the designated broker posi- 
tion by the licensed mortgage broker through an application 
and approval process with the department. 

(c) You must have a minimum of two years! experience 
lending or originating residential mortgage loans. 

(i) The work experience must be in one or more of the 
following, within the last five years: 

(A) As a mortgage broker or designated broker of a 
mortgage broker; or 

(B) As a mortgage banker, responsible individual, or 
manager of a mortgage banking business; or 

(C) As a loan originator with responsibility primarily for 
originating loans secured by a lien on residential real estate; 
or 

(D) As a branch manager of a lender with responsibility 
primarily for loans secured by a lien on residential real estate; 
or 

(E) As a manager or supervisor of mortgage loan origi- 
nators; or 

(F) As a mortgage processor, underwriter, or quality con- 
trol professional; or 

(G) As a regulator, examiner, investigator, compliance 
expert, or auditor, whose primary function is the review of 
mortgage companies and their compliance processes, and the 
department determines your background is sufficient. 

(ii) The work experience must be evidenced by a detailed 
work history and: 

(A) W-2 Federal Income Tax Reporting Forms in the 
designated broker appointee's name; or 

(B) 1099 Federal Income Tax Reporting Forms in the 
designated broker appointee's name; or 
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(C) Corporate tax returns signed by the designated bro- 
ker appointee for a licensed or exempt residential mortgage 
company. 

(d) In addition to supplying the application information, 
both you and the licensed mortgage broker must be in good 
standing with the department. 

(2) May I work as the designated broker for more 
than one company? Yes. You may be the designated broker 
for more than one licensee. 

(3) Must the designated broker also hold a loan orig- 
inator's license? A designated broker approved by the 
department will be given a loan originator license if they do 
not already have one. If the designated broker already has a 
loan originator license, that license will be added to the 
licensed mortgage broker's list of loan originators. 

(4) May I work as the designated broker for one lic- 
ensee and a licensed loan originator for another licensee? 
Yes. If you want to originate loans for a mortgage broker dif- 
ferent from the mortgage broker for whom you are the desig- 
nated broker, you must apply to the department for an addi- 
tional loan originator license. 

(5) May a designated broker hire employees or inde- 
pendent contractors apart from the employees or inde- 
pendent contractors working for the mortgage broker lic- 
ensee? No. Only the mortgage broker licensee can have 
employees or independent contractors. This prohibition 
against a designated broker having employees or independent 
contractors includes clerical or administrative personnel 
whose work is related to the mortgage broker licensee's activ- 
ities, and loan processors. 

(6) As a designated broker, what reporting require- 
ments must I comply with? See WAC 208-660-400, 
Reporting requirements.

WAC 208-660-260 Designated brokers—Testing. (1) 
Must I pass a test prior to becoming a designated broker? 
Yes. You must take and pass a test prior to becoming a desig- 
nated broker. 

(2) After passing the designated broker test, will I 
have to take it again? You must retake the designated bro- 
ker test if you have not been approved by the department and 
have not worked as a designated broker within the past five 
years. 

(3) After passing the designated broker test, will I 
have to take the loan originator test to get a loan origina- 
tor license? If you passed the designated broker test, and 
have worked as an approved designated broker in the past 
five years, you will be given a loan originator license without 
taking the loan originator test. 

(4) Where can I get information about the designated 
broker test? The department will publish the names and 
contact information of approved testing providers on the 
department web site. 

(5) What topics may be covered in the designated 
broker test? The department will publish a list of designated 
broker test topics on the department's web site. 

(6) How soon after failing the designated broker test 
may I take it again? After failing the test three consecutive 
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times you must wait at least fourteen days before taking the 
test again.

WAC 208-660-270 Designated brokers—Continuing 
education. (1) Where can I get information about continu- 
ing education? The department will publish a list of 
approved courses and approved professional organizations 
offering courses of education. The course providers and pro- 
fessional organizations will have detailed information about 
the continuing education courses they offer. 

(2) As a designated broker, how many clock hours of 
continuing education must I have? The continuing educa- 
tion requirement for designated brokers will be in the form of 
approved courses. While the individual clock hours may 
vary, you must complete three courses, of no less than three 
hours each, annually. You may receive credit for one course 
by attending three mortgage broker commission meetings. 

(3) As a designated broker, may I take the same 
approved course multiple times to meet my annual con- 
tinuing education requirement? No. You may not take the 
same approved course in the same or successive years to meet 
the annual requirements for continuing education. 

(4) If I teach an approved continuing education 
course may I use my course as credit toward my annual 
continuing education requirement? Yes. As an instructor 
of an approved continuing education course, you may receive 
credit for your annually required designated broker continu- 
ing education courses from the course(s) you teach. You will 
receive credit at the rate of one course taught equaling two 
continuing education course credits. 

(5) How do I receive credit toward my continuing 
education requirement when I teach an approved con- 
tinuing education course? When you renew your license 
and seek to get credit for continuing education, submit your 
approved continuing education course material for the 
course(s) you taught during the year. The department will 
credit you with completing two continuing education courses 
for each one approved course you teach. 

(6) Is ethics a required continuing education course 
for designated brokers? Yes. You must take an ethics con- 
tinuing education course in your first year of acting as a des- 
ignated broker. However, if you teach an approved continu- 
ing education course on ethics during your first year working 
as a designated broker, teaching that course will satisfy your 
ethics continuing education requirement. 

(7) As a designated broker, if I take a continuing edu- 
cation course approved for multiple jurisdictions, will the 
department accept it as part of my continuing education 
requirement? If any state has continuing education require- 
ments or standards at least as stringent as Washington's, that 
state's notification of satisfactory completion of continuing 
education may be approved by the department as meeting the 
continuing education requirements under the act and these 
tules. 

(8) If I accumulate more than the required designated 
broker continuing education course credits during a year, 
may I carry-over the excess credit to the next year? No. 
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Continuing education credits only apply to the year in which 
they are taken. 


(9) How do I provide the department with proof of 
the continuing education courses I have completed? You 
must provide the department with proof of your satisfactory 
completion of the course, in a form prescribed by the depart- 
ment. 


(10) If I fail to complete the required continuing edu- 
cation, what happens to my license? When your license 
expires, the department will not renew it and you cannot con- 
tinue conducting any business under the act. See WAC 208- 
660-350(20) to renew your license within forty-five days of it 
expiring. 

(11) If the department reissues my license and the 
new expiration date does not coincide with the prior 
annual assessment period, will the department still give 
me credit for the continuing education courses I have 
taken in preparation for meeting the old annual assess- 
ment date? Yes. The department will give you credit for the 
continuing education courses you have taken. You will not 
lose any credits due to the department's license expiration 
date adjustment.

LOAN ORIGINATORS 


WAC 208-660-300 Loan originators—General. (1) If 
I work as a loan originator for more than one mortgage 
broker, may I take an application from a borrower with- 
out identifying one specific mortgage broker? No. You 
may take an application for only one mortgage broker at a 
time in any one transaction. Prior to presenting yourself to a 
specific borrower as licensed to originate mortgage loans, 
you must state who you represent. You must clearly identify 
the mortgage broker by name and address on the application, 
on all disclosures, authorization forms, and other material 
provided to the borrower. There must be no confusion by the 
borrower as to which mortgage broker you are representing at 
any given time. 


(2) May a loan originator transfer loan files to a 
mortgage broker other than the mortgage broker the loan 
originator is associated with? No. Only the borrower may 
submit a written request to the licensed mortgage broker to 
transmit the borrower's selected information to another mort- 
gage broker or lender. Loan files are the property of the mort- 
gage broker named on the loan application and the mortgage 
broker must keep the original files and documents. The 
licensed mortgage broker must transmit the information 
within five business days after receiving the borrower's writ- 
ten request. 


(3) May I act as a loan originator and a real estate 
agent in the same transaction or for the same borrower in 
different transactions? Yes, you may be both the loan orig- 
inator and real estate broker or salesperson in the same trans- 
action, or for the same borrower in different transactions. 
When either of these occur, you must provide to the borrower 
the following written disclosure: 
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"THIS IS TO GIVE YOU NOTICE THAT I OR ONE OF 
MY ASSOCIATES HAVE/HAS ACTED AS A REAL 
ESTATE BROKER OR SALESPERSON REPRESENT- 
ING THE BUYER/SELLER IN THE SALE OF THIS 
PROPERTY TO YOU. I AM ALSO A LOAN ORIGINA- 
TOR AND WOULD LIKE TO PROVIDE MORTGAGE 
SERVICES TO YOU IN CONNECTION WITH YOUR 
LOAN TO PURCHASE THE PROPERTY. 

YOU ARE NOT REQUIRED TO USE ME AS A LOAN 
ORIGINATOR IN CONNECTION WITH THIS TRANS- 
ACTION. YOU ARE FREE TO COMPARISON SHOP 
WITH OTHER MORTGAGE BROKERS, AND LEND- 
ERS, AND TO SELECT ANY MORTGAGE BROKER, 
OR LENDER OF YOUR CHOOSING." 


(4) As a loan originator, may I be paid directly by the 
borrower for my services? No. As a loan originator, you 
may not be paid any compensation or fees directly by the bor- 
rower. 

(5) May a loan originator charge the borrower a fee, 
commission, or other compensation for preparing, negoti- 
ating, or brokering a loan for the borrower? No. A loan 
originator may not charge the borrower a fee, commission, or 
compensation of any kind in connection with the preparation, 
negotiation, and brokering of a residential mortgage loan. 

(6) May a loan originator bring a lawsuit against a 
borrower for the collection of compensation? No. Only 
licensed mortgage brokers, or exempt mortgage brokers, may 
bring collection actions against borrowers to collect compen- 
sation. 

(7) May I work as a licensed loan originator for a 
mortgage broker located out of the state? Yes. You may 
originate loans for any mortgage broker you are affiliated 
with who is licensed under Washington law. 

(8) May a licensed loan originator hire employees or 
independent contractors to assist in the mortgage broker 
licensee's activities? No. Only the mortgage broker licensee 
can have employees or independent contractors. This prohi- 
bition against loan originators hiring employees or indepen- 
dent contractors includes clerical or administrative personnel 
whose work is related to the mortgage broker licensee's activ- 
ities, and loan processors. 

(9) Do loan processors have to be licensed as loan 
originators? No. Loan processors are not required to have a 
loan originator license provided they work under the supervi- 
sion and instruction of a licensed or exempt mortgage broker 
and do not hold themselves out as able to conduct the activi- 
ties of a mortgage broker or loan originator. However, a loan 
processor may not work as an independent contractor unless 
licensed as a mortgage broker, mortgage broker branch 
office, or loan originator.

WAC 208-660-350 Loan originators—Licensing. (1) 
How do I apply for a loan originator license? 


(a) Pass a licensing test. You must take and pass a test 
that assesses your knowledge of the mortgage business and 
related regulations. See WAC 208-660-360, Loan origina- 
tors—Testing. 
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(b) Submit an application. The application form will 
be prescribed by the director. 

(c) Prove your identity. You must provide information 
to prove your identity. 

(d) Pay the application fee. You must pay an applica- 
tion fee to cover the department's cost of processing and 
reviewing applications. See WAC 208-660-550, Department 
fees and costs. 

(2) In addition to reviewing my application, what else 
will the department consider to determine if I qualify for 
a loan originator license? 

(a) General fitness and prior compliance actions. The 
department will investigate your background to see that you 
demonstrate the experience, character, and general fitness 
that commands the confidence of the community and creates 
a belief that you will conduct business honestly and fairly 
within the purposes of the act. This investigation may include 
a review of the number and severity of complaints filed 
against you, or any person you were responsible for, and a 
review of any investigation or enforcement activity taken 
against you, or any person you were responsible for, in this 
state, or any jurisdiction. 

(b) License suspensions or revocations. You are not 
eligible for a loan originator license if you have been found to 
be in violation of the act or the rules, or have had a license 
issued under the act or any similar state statute suspended or 
revoked within five years of the filing of the present applica- 
tion. 

(c) Criminal history. You are not eligible for a loan 
originator license if you have been convicted of a gross mis- 
demeanor involving dishonesty or financial misconduct, or a 
felony, within seven years of the filing of the present applica- 
tion. 

(3) May I originate residential mortgage loans in 
Washington without a loan originator license? Persons 
conducting the business of a loan originator without an active 
loan originator license must fall under one of the following 
categories of exemption from loan originator licensing: 

(a) Persons conducting residential mortgage loan busi- 
ness exclusively for any exempt person under RCW 19.146.- 
020 (1)(a)(@); or 

(b) The exclusive agents conducting residential mort- 
gage loan business for any exempt person under RCW 
19.146.020 (1)(a)(ii); or 

(c) The bona fide employees conducting residential 
mortgage loan business exclusively for any exempt person 
under RCW 19.146.020 (1)(b), (e), (g) or (h); or 

(d) Those persons exempt under RCW 19.146.020 (1)(c) 
or (d) 

(4) What will happen if my loan originator license 
application is incomplete? The department will reject and 
return the entire application package to you with a notice 
identifying the incomplete, missing, or inaccurate informa- 
tion. You must follow the department's directions to correct 
the problems. You may then resubmit the application pack- 
age. 

(5) How do I withdraw my application for a loan orig- 
inator license? Provide the department with a written 
request to withdraw your application in a form prescribed by 
the director. 
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(6) When will the department consider my loan orig- 
inator license application to be abandoned? If you do not 
respond within ten business days to the department's second 
request for information, your loan originator license applica- 
tion is considered abandoned. Failure to provide the 
requested information will not affect new applications filed 
after the abandonment. You may reapply by submitting a new 
application package. 

(7) What happens if the department denies my appli- 
cation for a loan originator license, and what are my 
rights if the license is denied? The department will notify 
you if your application is denied. You will receive a refund of 
any unused portion of the application fee. 

If your license application lists any mortgage brokers, 
the department will also notify the mortgage brokers of the 
license denial. 

Under the Administrative Procedure Act, chapter 34.05 
RCW, you have the right to request an administrative hearing 
on the denial. To request a hearing, notify the department, in 
writing, within twenty days from the date of the director's 
notice to you notifying you your license application has been 
denied. 

(8) How will the department provide me with my loan 
originator license? The department may use any of the fol- 
lowing methods to provide you with your loan originator 
license: 

(a) A printed paper license sent to you by regular mail. 

(b) A license sent to you electronically that you may 
print. 

(c) A license verification available on the department's 
web site and accessible for viewing by the public. 

(9) May I transfer, sell, trade, assign, loan, share, or 
give my loan originator license to someone else? No. A 
loan originator license authorizes only the individual named 
on the license to conduct the business at the location listed on 
the license. 

(10) How do I change information on my loan origi- 
nator license? You must file a license amendment applica- 
tion with the department, in a form prescribed by the depart- 
ment within thirty days of the change occurring. 

(11) If I am employed by a bank or other exempt 
entity may I apply for and receive a loan originator 
license? Yes, you may apply for a license at any time. How- 
ever, if you are not working for a licensed mortgage broker, 
your license will be considered inactive. 

(12) What is an inactive loan originator's license? If 
an individual holds a loan originator license but is not work- 
ing with a licensed mortgage broker, they hold an inactive 
license. A person holding an inactive license may not hold 
themselves out as a licensed loan originator. 

(13) When my loan originator's license is inactive, am 
I subject to the director's enforcement authority? Yes. 
Your license is granted under specific authority of the direc- 
tor and under certain situations you may be subject to the 
director's authority even if you are not doing any activity cov- 
ered by the act. 

(14) When my loan originator license is inactive, must 
I continue to pay annual fees, and complete continuing 
education for that year? Yes. You must comply with all the 
annual licensing requirements or you will be unable to renew 
your inactive loan originator license. 
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(15) May I originate loans from a web site when my 
license is inactive? You may not originate loans, or engage 
in any activity that requires a license under the act, while your 
license is inactive, except as allowed in subsection (3) of this 
section. 

(16) How do I activate my loan originator license? 
When the department receives a notice, in a form prescribed 
by the department, from a licensed mortgage broker estab- 
lishing a working relationship with you, your loan originator 
license will become active. The department will notify you 
and all mortgage brokers you are working with of the new 
working relationship established by the licensed mortgage 
broker. 

(17) When may the department issue interim loan 
originator licenses? To prevent an undue delay, the director 
may issue interim loan originator licenses with a fixed expi- 
ration date. The license applicant must have substantially met 
the initial licensing requirements, as determined by the direc- 
tor, to receive an interim license. 

For purposes of this section, undue delay includes the 
adjustment of license expiration or renewal dates to coincide 
with the implementation of systems designed to assist in uni- 
formity and provide data repositories of licensing informa- 
tion. 

One example of having substantially met the initial 
licensing requirements is: Submitting a complete applica- 
tion, paying all application fees, and the department having 
received and reviewed the results of the applicant's back- 
ground check. 

(18) When does my loan originator license expire? 
The loan originator license expires annually. The expiration 
date is shown on the license. If the license is an interim 
license, it may expire in less than one year. 

(19) How do I renew my loan originator license? 

(a) Before the license expiration date you must: 

(i) Pay the annual assessment fee; and 

(ii) Meet the continuing education requirement. 

(b) The renewed license is valid until it expires, or is sur- 
rendered, suspended or revoked. 

(20) If I let my loan originator license expire, must I 
apply to get a new license? If you complete all the require- 
ments for renewal within forty-five days of the expiration 
date you may renew an existing license. However, if you 
renew your license during this forty-five day period, in addi- 
tion to paying the annual assessment on your license, you 
must pay an additional fifty percent of your annual assess- 
ment. See subsection (19) of this section for the license 
renewal requirements. 

During this forty-five day period, your license is expired 
and you must not conduct any business under the act that 
requires a license. 

Any renewal requirements received by the department 
must be evidenced by either a United States Postal Service 
postmark or department "date received" stamp within the 
forty-five days. If you fail to comply with the renewal request 
requirements within forty-five days, you must apply for a 
new license. 

(21) May I still originate loans if my loan originator 
license has expired? No. Once your license has expired you 
may no longer conduct the business of a loan originator as 
defined in the act and these rules. 
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(22) What happens to the loan applications I origi- 
nated before my loan originator license expired? Existing 
loan applications must be processed by the licensed mortgage 
broker or another licensed loan originator working for the 
mortgage broker. 

(23) May I surrender my loan originator's license? 
Yes. You may surrender your license before the license 
expires by notifying the department, in a form prescribed by 
the department. 

Surrender of your loan originator license does not 
change your civil or criminal liability, or your liability for 
any administrative actions arising from acts or omission 
occurring before the license surrender. 

(24) Must I display my loan originator license where 
I work as a loan originator? No. Neither you nor the mort- 
gage broker company is required to display your loan origi- 
nator license. However, evidence that you are licensed as a 
loan originator must be made available to anyone who 
requests it. 

(25) If I operate as a loan originator on the internet, 
must I display my license number on my web site? Yes. 
You must display your license number, and the license num- 
ber and name as it appears on the license of the licensed mort- 
gage broker you represent, on the web site. 

(26) Must I include my loan originator license num- 
ber on any documents? You must include your license 
number immediately following your name on solicitations, 
including business cards, advertisements, and residential 
mortgage loan applications. 

(27) When must I disclose my loan originator license 
number? In the following situations you must disclose your 
loan originator license number and the name and license 
number of the mortgage broker you are associated with: 

(a) When asked by any party to a loan transaction, 
including third party providers; 

(b) When asked by any person you have solicited for 
business, even if the solicitation is not directly related to a 
mortgage transaction; 

(c) When asked by any person who contacts you about a 
residential mortgage loan; 

(d) When taking a residential mortgage loan application.

WAC 208-660-360 Loan originators—Testing. (1) 
Must I pass a test prior to becoming a loan originator? 
Yes. You must take and pass a test prior to becoming a loan 
originator. 

(2) Where may I find information about the loan 
originator test? The department will publish the names and 
contact information of approved testing providers on the 
department web site. 

(3) How much does the loan originator test cost? 
Testing costs are set by contract between the test provider and 
the department and may be modified from time to time. The 
department will publish the current testing fee with the test- 
ing provider contact information. 

(4) How do I register to take the loan originator test? 
The department will publish registration information with the 
testing provider contact information. 
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(5) What topics may be covered in the loan originator 
test? The department will publish a list of loan originator test 
topics on the department's web site. 

(6) After passing the loan originator test, will I have 
to take it again? You must retake the loan originator test if 
you have not been a loan originator within the past five years. 

(7) How soon after failing the loan originator test may 
I take it again? After failing the test three consecutive times, 
you must wait at least fourteen days before taking the test 
again.

WAC 208-660-370 Loan originators—Continuing 
education. (1) Where may I get information about con- 
tinuing education for loan originators? The department 
will publish a list of the approved professional organizations 
that provide continuing education, and approved individual 
courses on the department's web site. The professional orga- 
nizations will have detailed information about the continuing 
education courses they offer. 

(2) How many clock hours of loan originator continu- 
ing education must I have each year? The continuing edu- 
cation requirement will be in the form of approved courses. 
While the individual clock hours may vary, you must com- 
plete two courses, of no less than three hours each, annually. 
Alternatively, you may attend three mortgage broker com- 
mission meetings instead of completing one continuing edu- 
cation course. 

(3) As a loan originator, may I take the same 
approved course multiple times to meet my annual con- 
tinuing education requirement? No. You may not take the 
same approved course in the same or successive years to meet 
the annual requirements for continuing education. 

(4) If I teach an approved continuing education 
course may I use my course as credit toward my annual 
loan originator continuing education requirement? Yes. 
As an instructor of an approved continuing education course, 
you may receive credit for your annually required loan origi- 
nator continuing education courses from the course(s) you 
teach. You will receive credit at the rate of one course taught 
equaling two continuing education course credits. 

(5) How do I receive credit toward my continuing 
education requirement when I teach an approved con- 
tinuing education course? When you renew your license 
and seek to get credit for continuing education, submit to the 
department documentation evidencing approval of the con- 
tinuing course you taught. The department will credit you 
with completing two continuing education courses for each 
one approved course you teach. 

(6) Is ethics a required continuing education course 
for loan originators? Yes. You must take an ethics continu- 
ing education course in your first year of holding a loan orig- 
inator license. However, if you teach an approved continuing 
education course on ethics during your first year of holding a 
loan originator license, that will satisfy your ethics continu- 
ing education requirement for that year. 

(7) If I take a loan originator continuing education 
course approved for multiple jurisdictions, will the 
department accept it as part of my continuing education 
requirement? If any state has continuing education require- 
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ments or standards at least as stringent as Washington's, their 
continuing education courses may be approved by the depart- 
ment as meeting the continuing education requirements under 
the act and these rules. 


(8) If I accumulate more than the required loan orig- 
inator continuing education course credits during a year, 
may I carry-over the excess credit to the next year? No. 
Continuing education credits only apply to the year in which 
they are taken. 

(9) If I fail to complete the required continuing edu- 
cation, what happens to my loan originator license? 
When your license expires, the department will not renew it, 
and you cannot continue conducting any business under the 
act. See WAC 208-660-350(20) to renew your license within 
forty-five days of it expiring. 

(10) How will I know which courses and providers 
satisfy the continuing education requirement? The 
department will approve continuing education courses 
offered by course providers and will approve professional 
organizations offering courses. The providers, courses, and 
contact information will be listed on the department's web 
site. 

(11) How do I provide the department with proof of 
the continuing education courses I have completed? You 
must provide the department with proof of your satisfactory 
completion of the course, in a form prescribed by the depart- 
ment. 

(12) If the department reissues my license and the 
new expiration date does not coincide with the prior 
annual assessment period, will the department still give 
me credit for the continuing education courses I have 
taken in preparation for meeting the prior annual assess- 
ment date? Yes. The department will give you credit for the 
continuing education courses you have taken. You will not 
lose any credits due to the department's license expiration 
date adjustment.

WAC 208-660-400 Reporting requirements and 
notices to the department. (1) As a licensed mortgage bro- 
ker, what annual report must I provide to the depart- 
ment? You must file a mortgage broker annual report, in a 
form prescribed by the director. The report must include: 

(a) The total number of residential mortgage loans 
secured by Washington real estate that you originated and 
closed in the prior calendar year; and 

(b) The total dollar volume (principal loan amounts) of 
the residential mortgage loans secured by Washington real 
estate that you originated and closed in the prior calendar 
year. 

(2) When must I provide the mortgage broker annual 
report to the department? You must provide the completed 
report to the department by May Ist of each year beginning in 
2007. 

(3) What period of time must the mortgage broker 
annual report cover? The mortgage broker annual report 
must cover the prior calendar year from January 1st to 
December 31st. 
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(4) What action will the department take if I fail to 
file my mortgage broker annual report by May Ist of each 
year? 

(a) When the report is over thirty days late, the depart- 
ment may begin an enforcement action against you. 


(b) When your license is due for renewal, the department 
will not renew it if you have not filed your annual report. 


(5) How do I notify the department when I want to 
change information on my mortgage broker or loan orig- 
inator license? You must file a license amendment applica- 
tion with the department, in a form prescribed by the depart- 
ment within thirty days of the change occurring. 


(6) As a designated broker or loan originator, must I 
notify the department if I change my residential address 
or telephone number? Yes. Whether your license is active 
or inactive, you must notify the department in a form pre- 
scribed by the department within thirty days of a change in 
your residential address and telephone number. 


(7) As a designated broker or loan originator must I 
notify the department if I change my name? Yes. Whether 
your license is active or inactive, you must notify the depart- 
ment in a form prescribed by the department within thirty 
days of a name change. 


(8) Must I notify the department of the physical 
address of my mortgage broker books and records? Yes. 
You must provide the physical address of your mortgage bro- 
ker books and records in your initial license application. If 
the location of your books and records changes, you must 
provide the department, in a form prescribed by the depart- 
ment, with the new physical address within five business 
days of the change. 


(9) Must I notify the department if my designated 
broker leaves, or is no longer my designated broker? Yes. 
You must notify the department, in a form prescribed by the 
department, within five business days of the loss of or change 
of status of your designated broker. See WAC 208-660- 
180(3). 

(10) When and how do I change the information 
about my registered agent? Within five business days of 
the change, you must file a statement of change with the 
department, in a form prescribed by the department. 


(11) If I am a registered agent under the act, must I 
notify the department if I resign? Yes. You must provide 
the department with your statement of resignation letter at 
least thirty-one days prior to the intended effective date. You 
must also provide a copy of the resignation letter to the 
licensed mortgage broker. The department will terminate 
your appointment thirty-one days after receiving your resig- 
nation letter. 


(12) Must I notify the department if I change the 
business structure of my company? When must I notify 
the department? If the change to your business adds offic- 
ers, directors, or principal stockholders owning ten percent or 
more of the company, you must notify the department, in a 
form prescribed by the department, at least thirty days prior 
to the change. The department will consider the qualifications 
of the new people and notify you whether or not the proposed 
change is acceptable. 
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(13) What are my responsibilities when I sell my busi- 
ness? 

(a) At least thirty days prior to the effective date of sale, 
you must notify the department of the pending sale, in a form 
prescribed by the director. 

(b) You must surrender your license and complete the 
year's annual report. 

(c) You must give written notice to borrowers, and to 
anyone who has applied for a loan, advising them of the 
change in ownership. 

(d) You must give written notice to third party providers 
advising them of the change in ownership and bringing 
accounts payable current. 

(e) You must maintain your records as required under the 
act and these rules. 

(f) You must reconcile the trust account and return any 
funds to the borrowers or others to whom they belong, or 
transfer funds into a new trust account at the borrower's direc- 
tion. If excess funds still remain and are unclaimed, follow 
the procedures provided by the department of revenue's 
unclaimed property division. 

(14) Must I notify the department if I cease doing 
business in this state? You must notify the department 
within twenty days after you cease doing business in the state 
by filing a Mortgage Broker Closure Form and the annual 
report. 

(15) Must I notify the department of changes to my 
trust account? Yes. You must notify the department within 
five business days of any change in the status, location, 
account number, or other particulars of your trust account, 
made by you or the federally insured financial institution 
where the trust account is maintained. A change in your trust 
account includes the addition of a trust account. 

(16) Must I notify the department of changes to my 
Washington master business license? Yes. You must 
notify the department within five business days of any 
changes to your Washington master business license made by 
you or the agency issuing the license. 

(17) Must I notify the department of changes to my 
standing with the Washington secretary of state? Yes. 
You must notify the department within five business days of 
any changes to your standing with the Washington secretary 
of state made by you or the secretary of state. 

(18) What must I do if my licensed mortgage broker 
company files for bankruptcy? 

(a) Chapter 7 bankruptcy. If you are a licensed mortgage 
broker that files for a Chapter 7 bankruptcy, you must: 

(i) Notify the director and surrender your mortgage bro- 
ker license within ten business days of filing the bankruptcy. 

(ii) Provide the department with a mortgage broker 
annual report for the calendar year preceding the filing within 
ten business days of filing the bankruptcy. 

(b) Chapter 11 bankruptcy. If your licensed mortgage 
broker company files for a Chapter 11 bankruptcy, you must 
notify the director within ten business days of filing the bank- 
ruptcy. 

(c) Chapter 13 bankruptcy. If your licensed mortgage 
broker company files for a Chapter 13 bankruptcy, you must: 

(i) Notify the director and surrender your mortgage bro- 
ker license within ten business days of filing the bankruptcy. 
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(ii) Provide the department with a mortgage broker 
annual report for the calendar year preceding the filing within 
ten business days of filing the bankruptcy. 

(19) If I am a designated broker and file for personal 
bankruptcy, what are my reporting responsibilities? A 
designated broker must notify the department in writing 
within ten business days of filing for bankruptcy protection. 

(20) If I am a designated broker and file for personal 
bankruptcy, what action may the department take? The 
director may require the licensed mortgage broker to replace 
you with another designated broker. 

(21) If I am a loan originator and file for personal 
bankruptcy, what are my reporting responsibilities? A 
licensed loan originator must notify the director in writing 
within ten business days of filing for bankruptcy protection. 

(22) If I am a loan originator and file for personal 
bankruptcy, what action may the department take? 
Depending on the circumstances, the director may revoke or 
condition your license. 

(23) When may I apply for a license after surrender- 
ing one due to my personal bankruptcy filing? If you sur- 
rendered your license, you may apply for a license at any 
time. However, the department may deny your license appli- 
cation for three years after the bankruptcy has been dis- 
charged provided that no new bankruptcies have occurred or 
are in progress. 

(24) When may I apply for a license after the depart- 
ment has revoked my license due to my personal bank- 
ruptcy filing? The director will not issue a license to any 
person who has had their license revoked within five years of 
applying. While you may apply at any time, the application 
will be denied until the five years have elapsed. For this rea- 
son it is important for you to consider a surrender of your 
license rather than allowing it to be revoked. 

(25) Who in the mortgage broker company must 
notify the department if they are charged with or con- 
victed of a crime? Licensees, whether on active or inactive 
license status, must notify the department in writing within 
ten business days of being: 

(a) Charged by indictment or information with any fel- 
ony, or a gross misdemeanor involving dishonesty or finan- 
cial misconduct in any jurisdiction. 

(b) Convicted of any felony, or any gross misdemeanor 
involving dishonesty or financial misconduct in any jurisdic- 
tion. 

(c) Convicted outside of Washington for any crime that 
if charged in Washington would constitute a felony, or gross 
misdemeanor for dishonesty or financial misconduct. 

(26) Who in the mortgage broker company must 
notify the department if they are the subject of an admin- 
istrative enforcement action? Licensees, whether holding 
active or inactive licenses, must notify the department in 
writing within ten business days of the occurrence if: 

(a) Charged with any violations by an administrative 
authority in any jurisdiction; or 

(b) The subject of any administrative action, including a 
license revocation action, in any jurisdiction.

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WAC 208-660-410 Trust accounting. (1) What are 
trust funds? Trust funds are all funds received from borrow- 
ers, or on behalf of borrowers, for payments to third-party 
providers. The funds are considered to be held in trust imme- 
diately upon receipt. Trust funds include, but are not limited 
to, borrower deposits for appraisal fees, credit report fees, 
title report fees, and similar fees to be paid for services ren- 
dered by third-party providers in the borrower's loan transac- 
tion. 

(2) Are lock-in agreement fees paid by a borrower to 
the mortgage broker considered trust funds? Yes, these 
fees are considered trust funds and must be deposited in the 
mortgage broker's trust account, unless the check is made 
payable to the lender. If the check is made payable to the 
lender, the mortgage broker has a duty to exercise ordinary 
care to see that the check is not used for any unauthorized 
purpose. The mortgage broker must deliver the check to the 
lender pursuant to any agreement with the lender, or within 
three business days of receiving the funds. 

(3) Must I have a trust account if I receive funds from 
borrowers for the payment of third-party providers? 
Yes. All funds received from borrowers, or on behalf of bor- 
rowers, for payments to third-party providers are trust funds 
and are considered held in trust immediately upon receipt. 
You must deposit those funds in a trust account in your name 
as it appears on your license, or if exempt in the name of the 
exempt broker, in a federally insured financial institution's 
branch located in this state within three business days of 
receiving the funds. The funds must remain on deposit until 
disbursed to the third-party provider except as permitted by 
the act and these rules. The mortgage broker is responsible 
for depositing, holding, disbursing, accounting for and other- 
wise safeguarding the funds in accordance with the act and 
these rules. 

(4) Must I have a trust account if I do not receive any 
trust funds? No. If you do not accept trust funds at any point 
before, during, or after a loan transaction, a trust account is 
not required. 

(5) Must I have a trust account if I am a mortgage 
broker exempt from licensing under the act? Mortgage 
brokers exempt under RCW 19.146.020 (1)(a), (b), (c), (d), 
(f), (h) are not required to have a trust account even if they 
receive trust funds. Mortgage brokers exempt under RCW 
19.146.020 (1)(e) and (g), and 19.146.020(4) are required to 
comply with RCW 19.146.050 and these rules. 

(6) What does it mean to receive trust funds "on 
behalf of borrowers"? Trust funds are identified by pur- 
pose rather than source. Funds received by the mortgage bro- 
ker from the borrower for the payment of third-party provider 
services are trust funds. Funds received from relatives of bor- 
rowers, the seller in a real estate transaction, or an escrow 
company or lender reimbursing a mortgage broker for pay- 
ments advanced are trust funds. Funds deposited to a bor- 
rower's subaccount by the mortgage broker as an advance are 
funds received on behalf of the borrower and are trust funds. 

(7) What forms of payment must trust funds take? 
Trust funds may be in any form that allows deposit into the 
trust account, including, but not limited to, cash, check, or 
any electronic transmission of funds, including, but not lim- 
ited to bank wires, ACH authorization, credit card or debit 
transactions, or on-line payments through a web site. 
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(8) How do I receive trust funds through electronic 
transmission? 

(a) The trust funds must be transmitted directly from the 
borrower, or other person on behalf of the borrower, into your 
trust account, in a federally insured financial institution 
located in the state of Washington. 

(b) Each electronic transmission must be evidenced by a 
record including a traceable identifying name or number sup- 
plied by the federally insured financial institution or transfer- 
ring entity. Electronic transmissions must be included in the 
monthly trust account reconciliation. 

(9) When must I deposit trust funds? You must 
deposit all funds you receive, that are required to be held in 
trust, before the end of the third business day following your 
receipt of the funds. 

(10) How must I document deposits? 

(a) You must document all deposits to the trust 
account(s) by having a bank deposit slip which has been val- 
idated by bank imprint, or an attached deposit receipt which 
bears the signature of an authorized representative of the 
mortgage broker indicating that the funds were actually 
deposited into the proper account(s). 

(b) You must post the deposit of funds by wire transfer or 
any means other than cash, check, or money order in the same 
manner as other receipts. Any such transfer of funds must 
include a traceable identifying name or number supplied by 
the federally insured financial institution or transferring 
entity. You must also retain a receipt for the deposit of the 
funds which must contain the traceable identifying name or 
number supplied by the federally insured financial institution 
or transferring entity. 

(11) May I deposit funds other than trust funds into 
my trust account? You may advance your own funds into 
the trust account(s) to prevent a disbursement in excess of an 
individual borrower's subaccount, provided that the exact 
sum of deficiency is deposited and detailed records of the 
deposit and its purpose are maintained in the trust ledger and 
the trust account(s) check register. Any deposits of your own 
funds into the trust account(s) must be held in trust in the 
same manner as funds paid by borrowers for the payment of 
third-party providers and treated accordingly in compliance 
with the act and these rules. 

(12) May a loan originator accept trust funds? A loan 
originator may not solicit or receive fees for a third-party pro- 
vider of goods or services except that a loan originator may 
transfer funds from a borrower to a licensed mortgage broker, 
exempt mortgage broker, or third-party provider, if the loan 
originator does not deposit, hold, retain, or use the funds for 
any purpose other than the payment of bona fide fees to third- 
party providers. The funds must be in the form of a check 
made payable to a licensed mortgage broker, exempt mort- 
gage broker, or third-party provider. The loan originator must 
transfer the borrower's funds to the licensed mortgage broker, 
exempt mortgage broker, or third-party provider within one 
business day of receiving the check from the borrower. 

(13) May a mortgage broker accept and hold a check 
from a borrower that is made payable to a third-party 
provider and intended to be used to pay for third-party 
provider services without depositing the check into a trust 
account? Yes. The check must be payable to a specific third- 
party provider. The payee line may not be left blank. The 
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mortgage broker has a duty to exercise ordinary care to see 
that the check is not used for any unauthorized purpose. The 
mortgage broker must deliver the check to the third-party 
provider within the time frames and requirements established 
in RCW 19.146.0201(12). 

(14) May a loan originator accept and hold a check 
from a borrower that is made payable to a third party 
and intended to be used to pay for third-party provider 
services? A loan originator may only hold a borrower's 
check for the purpose of transferring the funds from the bor- 
rower to the licensed mortgage broker, exempt mortgage bro- 
ker, or third-party provider. The loan originator must transfer 
the borrower's funds to the licensed mortgage broker, exempt 
mortgage broker, or third-party provider within one business 
day of receiving the check from the borrower. 

(15) Is a lender or mortgage broker, or agent or 
employee of a lender or mortgage broker, considered a 
third party? A lender is considered a third party only when 
the lender provides lock-in arrangements to the mortgage 
broker in connection with the preparation of a borrower's 
loan. 

(16) If a mortgage broker receives funds from a third 
party, such as a closer, or a lender, as reimbursement for 
advancements for the payment of third-party provider 
services, are these funds considered trust funds? Yes, all 
funds received by the mortgage broker on behalf of the bor- 
rower for the payment of third-party providers are considered 
trust funds. 

(17) What books and records must I keep regarding 
my trust account? You must maintain as part of your books 
and records: 

(a) A trust account deposit register and copies of all val- 
idated deposit slips or signed deposit receipts for each deposit 
to the trust account; 

(b) A record of all invoices for payments made on behalf 
of a borrower including but not limited to payments for 
appraisals, credit reports, title cancellations, and verification 
of deposit; 

(c) A ledger for each trust account. Each ledger must 
contain a separate subaccount ledger sheet for each borrower 
from whom funds are received for payment of third-party 
providers. Each receipt and disbursement pertaining to such 
funds must be posted to the ledger sheet at the time the receipt 
or disbursement occurs. Entries to each ledger sheet must 
show the date of deposit, identifying check or instrument 
number, amount and name of remitter. Offsetting entries to 
each ledger sheet must show the date of check or electronic 
transmission, check number or identifying electronic trans- 
mission number, amount of check or electronic transmission, 
name of payee and invoice number if any. Canceled or 
closed ledger sheets must be identified by time period and 
borrower name or loan number; 

(d) A trust account check register consisting of a record 
of all deposits to and disbursements from the trust account 
whether by check or electronic transmission; 

(e) Reconciled trust account bank statements; 

(f) A monthly trial balance of the ledger of trust 
accounts, and a reconciliation of the ledger of trust accounts 
with the related bank statement(s) and the related check reg- 
ister(s). The reconciled balance of the trust account(s) must at 
all times equal the sum of: 
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(i) The outstanding amount of funds received from or on 
behalf of borrowers for payment of third-party providers; and 

(ii) The outstanding amount of any deposits into the trust 
fund of the mortgage broker's own funds in accordance with 
subsection (11) of this section; and 

(g) A printed and dated source document file to support 
any changes to existing accounting records. 

Any alternative records you propose for use must be 
approved in advance by the director. 

(18) What is a "subaccount"? A "subaccount" is a 
recordkeeping segregation of each borrower's funds held in 
the mortgage broker's single deposit trust account that holds 
the aggregated funds for the mortgage broker's clients. Alter- 
natively, the mortgage broker may establish a separate bank 
account for each borrower. When added together, individual 
subaccounts must exactly equal the total of funds held in 
trust. 

(19) May I transfer funds between a borrower's sub- 
accounts? Ifa borrower has more than one loan application 
pending with a mortgage broker, the mortgage broker must 
maintain a separate subaccount ledger for each loan applica- 
tion. The borrower must consent to any transfer of trust 
account funds between the individual subaccounts associated 
with these pending loan applications. The consent must be 
maintained in the borrower's loan file and referenced in the 
borrower's subaccount ledger sheets. 

(20) May I be reimbursed for funds that I have 
advanced into the trust account? 

(a) If you deposit your own funds into the trust account 
as provided in subsection (11) of this section, you may 
receive reimbursement for such deposit at closing into your 
general business bank account provided: 

(i) All third-party provider's charges associated with 
your deposit have been paid; 

(ii) The HUD-1 Settlement Statement provided to the 
borrower clearly reflects the line item, "deposit paid by bro- 
ker," and the amount deposited; 

(iii) The HUD-1 Settlement Statement provided to the 
borrower clearly reflects the line item, "reimbursement to 
broker for funds advances," and the amount reimbursed; and 

(iv) Any funds disbursed by escrow at closing to you for 
payment of unpaid third-party providers' expenses charged or 
to be charged to you are deposited into the borrower's subac- 
count of the trust account. 

(b) If you advance your own funds into the trust account 
as provided in subsection (11) of this section, and the loan 
does not close, the funds remain the property of the borrower. 

(21) May I disburse trust funds through electronic 
transmission? Yes. You may disburse trust funds from the 
trust account by electronic transmission. Each electronic 
transmission must be evidenced by a record including a trace- 
able identifying name or number supplied by the federally 
insured financial institution or transferring entity. 

Electronic transmission(s) must be included in the 
monthly trust account reconciliation. 

(22) How must I handle trust account disbursements? 

(a) Disbursements from trust accounts may be by elec- 
tronic transmission or manual check. If a manual check is 
used, the check must on its face identify the specific third- 
party provider transaction or borrower refund, except as spec- 
ified in this section. If an electronic transmission is used, each

transmission must be evidenced by a record including a trace- 
able identifying name or number supplied by the federally 
insured financial institution or transferring entity. 

(b) Disbursements may be made from the trust 
account(s) for the payment of bona fide third-party providers' 
services rendered in the course of the borrower's loan origina- 
tion, if the borrower has consented in writing to the payment. 
Such consent may be given at any time during the application 
process and in any written form, provided that it contains suf- 
ficient detail to verify the borrower's consent to the use of 
trust funds. No disbursement on behalf of the borrower may 
be made from the trust account until the borrower's or bro- 
ker's deposit of sufficient funds into the trust account(s) is 
available for withdrawal. 

(23) What are the requirements concerning the 
checks I write from my trust account? You must use 
checks that are prenumbered by the supplier (printer) unless 
you use an automated check writing system which numbers 
all checks in sequence. All trust account checks must have 
the words "trust account" on the front. If you use an auto- 
mated program that writes checks, the check number must 
appear in the magnetic coding which also identifies the 
account number for readability by federally insured financial 
institution computers and the program may assign suffixes or 
subaccount codes before or after the check number for iden- 
tification. 

(24) What disbursements are prohibited? Among 
other prohibited disbursements, no disbursement may be 
made from a borrower's subaccount: 

(a) In excess of the amount held in the borrower's subac- 
count (commonly referred to as a disbursement in excess); 

(b) In payment of a fee owed to any employee of the 
mortgage broker or in payment of any business expense of 
the mortgage broker; 

(c) For payment of any service charges related to the 
management or administration of the trust account(s); 

(d) For payment of any fees owed to the mortgage broker 
by the borrower, or to transfer funds from the subaccount to 
any other account; and 

(e) For the payment of fees owed to the broker under 
RCW 19.146.070 (2)(a). 

(25) When may a mortgage broker transfer excess 
funds from a borrower subaccount? 

(a) A mortgage broker may, in the case of a closed and 
funded transaction, transfer excess funds remaining in the 
individual borrower's subaccount into the mortgage broker's 
general business bank account in full or partial payment of 
fees owed to the mortgage broker upon determination that all 
third-party providers' expenses have been accurately reported 
in the loan closing documents and have been paid in full, and 
that the borrower has received credit in the loan closing doc- 
uments for all funds deposited in the trust account. 

(b) Each mortgage broker must maintain a detailed audit 
trail for any disbursements from the borrower's subaccount(s) 
into the mortgage broker's general business bank account, 
including documentation in the form of a final HUD-1 Settle- 
ment Statement form showing that credit has been received 
by the borrower in the closing and funding of the transaction. 
The disbursements must be made by a check drawn or elec- 
tronic transmission on the trust account and deposited 
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directly into the mortgage broker's general business bank 
account. 

(26) What if there are funds remaining in a bor- 
rower's subaccount after all third-party providers have 
been satisfied? Any remaining funds in a borrower's subac- 
count must be returned to the borrower within five business 
days of the determination that all payments to third-party pro- 
viders owed by the borrower have been satisfied. 

(27) What if the mortgage broker cannot locate a bor- 
rower in order to remit excess funds in the borrower's 
subaccount? The mortgage broker must follow the proce- 
dures provided by the department of revenue's unclaimed 
property division to handle any trust funds held for a bor- 
rower who cannot be located. 

(28) Is a mortgage broker responsible for all dis- 
bursements out of the trust account? Yes. A mortgage 
broker is responsible for all disbursements from the trust 
account whether disbursed by personal signature, signature 
plate, signature of another person authorized to act on its 
behalf, or any authorized electronic transfer. 

(29) If a mortgage broker receives a check from clos- 
ing that includes both the mortgage broker's fee and a 
payment or payments for third-party providers, how does 
the mortgage broker lawfully handle the funds? The 
mortgage broker may either: 

(a) Split the check at the teller window at the time of 
deposit and route any moneys due to third-party providers to 
an approved trust account, and moneys due it to its general 
account; or 

(b) Deposit the entire check into the trust account. After 
paying any and all moneys due to third-party providers and 
insuring that the borrower has received credit for all funds 
deposited in the trust account, the mortgage broker may 
transfer excess funds remaining in the individual borrower's 
subaccount into the mortgage broker's general business bank 
account. This amount must be equal to the fee disclosed on 
the final HUD-1 Settlement Statement, less any amounts 
already received by the mortgage broker, and must be duly 
recorded in the trust subaccount ledger. The mortgage broker 
may not transfer moneys from the trust account to its general 
business bank account before the loan is closed. 

(30) Is the mortgage broker allowed to transfer funds 
out of the trust account for any reason other than for pay- 
ment to a third-party provider? The mortgage broker may 
transfer the borrower's funds out of the trust account by check 
back to the borrower or to any party so instructed in writing 
by the borrower. A mortgage broker, when complying with 
these rules, may transfer excess trust funds to itself; however, 
failure to comply with these rules is a serious violation pun- 
ishable by imprisonment, other penalties, or both as autho- 
rized by the act. 

(31) How do I pay a third-party provider's fees if 
escrow disburses the funds to me and I don't have a trust 
account? You must return the funds to escrow for proper 
disbursement, or maintain a trust account for such incidental 
occurrences. 

(32) If I choose not to have a trust account, and a clos- 
ing agent did not follow written instructions and issued a 
check to me after closing that has fees in it for third-party 
providers, may I deposit the check into my business 
account and pay those third-party providers immedi- 
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ately? No. You must not deposit those fees into your busi- 
ness account under any circumstances. 

(33) After closing, if an escrow agent, title company, 
or lender wires funds into my general account that are 
intended for third-party providers, will the department 
take action against me for a violation of the trust fund 
requirements? Provided that the number of times funds are 
mistakenly wired to your general account is immaterial com- 
pared to the total number of loans you closed and you can 
provide proof that you took the following steps, the depart- 
ment will not take action against you for a violation of the 
trust account requirements under RCW 19.146.050: 

(a) You gave the escrow agent, title company, or lender 
clear written instruction not to send funds intended for third- 
party providers to you; and you forwarded all funds mistak- 
enly wired to your general account to the proper party on or 
before the end of the third business day after receipt; or 

(b) You provided accurate wire instruction for the trust 
account and the funds transmitter caused the error by acci- 
dentally placing the funds into your general account, and 
within one day you transfer all trust funds to your trust 
account. 

(34) How does a mortgage broker disburse funds 
from a subaccount when there is more than one borrower 
due to receive those funds? When disbursing funds back to 
the borrowers, a mortgage broker must make the trust 
account disbursement check payable to all borrowers with the 
term "and" written between each borrower's name. When dis- 
bursing funds to another party instructed by the borrowers, all 
borrowers must sign the written notice of instruction. 

(35) May mortgage brokers using an interest-bearing 
trust account keep the interest? No. Mortgage brokers 
using an interest bearing account must refund or credit to the 
borrower the interest earned on the borrower's subaccount. 
The refund or credit to the borrower may be made either at 
closing or upon withdrawal or denial of the borrower's loan 
application. 

(36) Are there any separate requirements for a com- 
puterized accounting system? Yes. The requirements are as 
follows: 

(a) Your computer system must provide the capability to 
back up data files; 

(b)(i) You must print the following documents at least 
once per month and retain them as part of your books and 
records: 

(A) Trust account deposit register; 

(B) Trust account check register; 

(C) Trial balance ledger; 

(ii) You must print each subaccount at closure and retain 
the closure document as part of your books and records; 

(c) You must ensure that all written checks are included 
within your computer accounting system; and 

(d) You must print your computer-generated reconcilia- 
tions of the trust account at least once each month and retain 
the printouts as a part of your books and records. 

(37) Are there penalties for violating trust account 
requirements under RCW 19.146.050? A violation of this 
section is a class C felony and may be punishable by impris- 
onment. In addition, a mortgage broker or other person vio- 
lating this section may be subject to penalties as enumerated 
under RCW 19.146.220. 
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WAC 208-660-420 Out-of-state mortgage brokers 
and loan originators. (1) May I be a licensed mortgage 
broker in Washington without a physical office in Wash- 
ington? Yes. You are not required by the act to have a phys- 
ical location in Washington. 

(2) May I be a licensed mortgage broker in Washing- 
ton and have branch offices both in Washington and out- 
side of Washington? Yes. However, each of your branch 
offices that offer Washington residential mortgage loans 
must hold a Washington license, even if the location is out- 
side Washington. 

(3) May my mortgage broker business be conducted 
entirely on the internet? Yes. But you must have a license 
for all locations including those that offer loans by mail or 
internet. 

(4) May I work as a loan originator in Washington if 
I do not have a physical location in Washington? Yes. 
You may originate Washington loans from any location 
licensed under the act, inside or outside of Washington. 

(5) May I work as a licensed loan originator for a 
mortgage broker that is out of the state? Yes, as long as 
the location from which you work is licensed under the act. 

(6) If my mortgage broker business is not located in 
Washington, where must I keep my records? If your busi- 
ness is located outside of Washington, you may either main- 
tain the books and records at a location in Washington, or pay 
the department's travel expenses to the out-of-state location 
to examine the books and records. Travel expenses may 
include, but are not limited to, transportation, meals, and 
lodging. 

(7) What additional requirements must I comply with 
if my business does not have a physical location in Wash- 
ington? You must continuously maintain a registered agent 
in Washington and provide the department with the regis- 
tered agent's name, physical and mailing address, and written 
consent to be the registered agent. 

(8) How do I change the information about my regis- 
tered agent? You must file a statement of change with the 
department within five business days from the change. The 
statement of change must contain: 

(a) Your name and license number. 

(b) If the agent's office location has changed, the new 
physical address. 

(c) If the registered agent has changed, the name and 
physical address of the new registered agent. The director 
will send a request directly to the new agent to obtain written 
consent to the appointment. 

(9) If I am a registered agent under the act, what 
must I do to resign as registered agent? 

(a) Provide the department with a statement of resigna- 
tion at least thirty-one days prior to the intended effective 
date of your resignation. 

(b) Provide a copy of the statement of resignation to the 
licensed mortgage broker. 

(c) The department will terminate your appointment on 
the thirty-first day after the date on which the statement of 
resignation was delivered. 
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(10) Where must the director initiate lawsuits arising 
under the act against out-of-state licensees? Lawsuits ini- 
tiated by the director under the act must be initiated in the 
superior court of Thurston county, Washington.

WAC 208-660-430 Disclosure requirements. (1) 
What disclosures must I make to borrowers and when? 
Within three business days of receiving a borrower's loan 
application, or receiving money from a borrower for third- 
party provider services, you, as a mortgage broker or loan 
originator on behalf of a mortgage broker, must make all dis- 
closures required by RCW 19.146.030 (1), (2), and (3). The 
disclosures must be in a form acceptable to the director. 

(2) What is the disclosure required under RCW 
19.146.030(1)? A full written disclosure containing an item- 
ization and explanation of all fees and costs that the borrower 
is required to pay in connection with obtaining a residential 
mortgage loan, and specifying the fee or fees which inure to 
the benefit of the mortgage broker. A good faith estimate of a 
fee or cost must be provided if the exact amount of the fee or 
cost is not determinable. This subsection does not require dis- 
closure of the distribution or breakdown of loan fees, dis- 
count, or points between the mortgage broker and any lender 
or investor. 

The specific content of the disclosure required under 
RCW 19.146.030(1) is identified in RCW 19.146.030(2). 

(3) What is the disclosure required under RCW 
19.146.030(2)? Mortgage brokers must disclose the follow- 
ing content: 

(a) The annual percentage rate, finance charge, amount 
financed, total amount of all payments, number of payments, 
amount of each payment, amount of points or prepaid interest 
and the conditions and terms under which any loan terms may 
change between the time of disclosure and closing of the 
loan; and if a variable rate, the circumstances under which the 
rate may increase, any limitation on the increase, the effect of 
an increase, and an example of the payment terms resulting 
from an increase. 

Disclosure in compliance with the requirements of the 
Truth-in-Lending Act and Regulation Z, as now or hereafter 
amended, is considered compliance with the disclosure con- 
tent requirements of this subsection; however, RCW 
19.146.030(1) governs the delivery requirement of these dis- 
closures; 

(b) The itemized costs of any credit report, appraisal, 
title report, title insurance policy, mortgage insurance, 
escrow fee, property tax, insurance, structural or pest inspec- 
tion, and any other third-party provider's costs associated 
with the residential mortgage loan. Disclosure through good 
faith estimates of settlement services and special information 
booklets in compliance with the requirements of RESPA and 
Regulation X, as now or hereafter amended, is considered 
compliance with the disclosure content requirements of this 
subsection; however, RCW 19.146.030(1) governs the deliv- 
ery requirement of these disclosures; 

(c) If applicable, the cost, terms, duration, and conditions 
of a lock-in agreement and whether a lock-in agreement has 
been entered, and whether the lock-in agreement is guaran- 
teed by the mortgage broker or lender, and if a lock-in agree- 
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ment has not been entered, disclosure in a form acceptable to 
the director that the disclosed interest rate and terms are sub- 
ject to change; 

(d) A statement that if the borrower is unable to obtain a 
loan for any reason, the mortgage broker must, within five 
days of a written request by the borrower, give copies of any 
appraisal, title report, or credit report paid for by the bor- 
rower, to the borrower, and transmit the appraisal, title report, 
or credit report to any other mortgage broker or lender to 
whom the borrower directs the documents to be sent; 

(e) Whether and under what conditions any lock-in fees 
are refundable to the borrower; and 

(f) A statement providing that moneys paid by the bor- 
rower to the mortgage broker for third-party provider ser- 
vices are held in a trust account and any moneys remaining 
after payment to third-party providers will be refunded. 

(4) How do I disclose my mortgage broker fees on the 
good faith estimate and settlement statement? You must 
disclose or direct the disclosure of your fees on lines 808 
through 811 of the good faith estimate and HUD-1/1A settle- 
ment statement or similar document. 

(5) Are there additional disclosure requirements 
related to interest rate lock-ins? Yes. Pursuant to RCW 
19.146.030(3), if subsequent to the written disclosure being 
provided under this section, a mortgage broker or loan origi- 
nator enters into a lock-in agreement with a borrower or rep- 
resents to the borrower that the borrower has entered into a 
lock-in agreement, then no less than three business days 
thereafter including Saturdays, the mortgage broker or loan 
originator must deliver or send by first-class mail to the bor- 
rower a written confirmation of the terms of the lock-in 
agreement, which must include a copy of the disclosure made 
under subsection (3)(c) of this section. 

(6) What must I disclose to the borrower if they do 
not choose to enter into a lock-in agreement? If a lock-in 
agreement has not been entered into, you must disclose to the 
borrower that the disclosed interest rate and terms are subject 
to change. 

(7) Will a lock-in agreement always guarantee the 
interest rate and terms? No. A lock-in agreement may or 
may not be guaranteed by the mortgage broker or lender. The 
lock-in agreement must clearly state whether the lock-in 
agreement is guaranteed by the mortgage broker or lender. 

(8) Must a mortgage broker enter into a lock-in 
agreement with a borrower? No. The statute does not 
require a mortgage broker to enter into a lock-in agreement 
with a borrower. 

(9) Are there any model forms that suffice for the dis- 
closure content under RCW 19.146.030(2)? Yes. The fol- 
lowing model forms are acceptable forms of disclosure: 

(a) For RCW 19.146.030 (2)(a), mortgage brokers are 
encouraged to use the federal truth-in-lending disclosure 
form for mortgage loan transactions provided under the 
Truth-in-Lending Act and Regulation Z, as now or hereafter 
amended. However, the federal truth-in-lending disclosure 
only suffices for the content of disclosures under RCW 
19.146.030 (2)(a). The delivery of disclosures is governed by 
RCW 19.146.030(1). 

(b) For RCW 19.146.030 (2)(b), mortgage brokers are 
encouraged to use the federal good faith estimate disclosure 
form provided under the Real Estate Settlement Procedures 
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Act and Regulation X, as now or hereafter amended. How- 
ever, the federal good faith estimate disclosure only suffices 
for the content of disclosures under RCW 19.146.030 (2)(b). 
The delivery of disclosures is governed by RCW 19.146.030 
(1). 

(c) For RCW 19.146.030 (2)(c), (d), (e), (£) and (3), the 
department encourages mortgage brokers to use the depart- 
ment published model disclosure forms that can be found on 
the department's web site. 

(10) May my mortgage broker fees increase following 
the disclosures required under RCW 19.146.030(1)? Pur- 
suant to RCW 19.146.030(4), a mortgage broker must not 
charge any fee that inures to the benefit of the mortgage bro- 
ker if it exceeds the fee disclosed on the initial written good 
faith estimate disclosure required in RCW 19.146.030 (1) and 
(2)(b), unless: 

(a) The need to charge the fee was not reasonably fore- 
seeable at the time the written disclosure was provided; and 

(b) The mortgage broker has provided to the borrower, 
no less than three business days prior to the signing of the 
loan closing documents, a clear written explanation of the fee 
and the reason for charging a fee exceeding that which was 
previously disclosed. 

(11) Are there any situations in which fees that bene- 
fit the mortgage broker can increase without additional 
disclosure? Yes, there are two possible situations where an 
increase in the fees benefiting the mortgage broker may 
increase without the requirement to provide additional disclo- 
sures. These situations are: 

(a) The additional disclosure is not required if the bor- 
rower's closing costs, excluding prepaid escrowed costs of 
ownership, on the final settlement statement do not exceed 
the total closing costs, excluding prepaid escrowed costs of 
ownership, in the most recent good faith estimate provided to 
the borrower. For purposes of this section "prepaid escrowed 
costs of ownership" mean any amounts prepaid by the bor- 
rower for the payment of taxes, property insurance, interim 
interest, and similar items in regard to the property used as 
security for the loan; or 

(b) The fee or set of fees that benefit the mortgage broker 
are disclosed as a percentage of the loan amount and the 
increase in fees results from an increase in the loan amount, 
provided that: 

(i) The increase in loan amount is requested by the bor- 
rower; and 

(ii) The fee or set of fees that are calculated as a percent- 
age of the loan amount have been disclosed on the initial 
written disclosure as both a percentage of the loan amount 
and as a dollar amount based upon the assumed loan amount 
used in the initial written disclosure; and 

(iii) The total aggregate increase in the fee or set of fees 
that benefit the mortgage broker as a result of the increase in 
loan amount is less than seven hundred fifty dollars. 

(12) What action may the department take if I dis- 
close my mortgage broker fees on the good faith estimate 
and HUD-1/1A statement on lines other than 808 through 
811? If you fail to disclose your mortgage broker fees as 
required, the department may request, direct, or order you to 
refund those fees to the borrower. For example, if you dis- 
close your mortgage broker fees as loan origination fees or 
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discount points, the department may find that this is a decep- 
tive practice and take action against you as indicated. 

(13) May the department take action against a mort- 
gage broker when mortgage broker fees are disclosed 
incorrectly on the HUD-1/1A and the incorrect disclosure 
was made by an independent escrow agent, title company, 
or lender? If the mortgage broker can show the department 
that they disclosed their fees correctly on the good faith esti- 
mate, and have instructed the independent escrow agent, title 
company, or lender to disclose the fees correctly on the 
HUD-1/1A, and the independent escrow agent, title com- 
pany, or lender has not followed the instructions, the depart- 
ment may not take action against the mortgage broker. 

(14) What action may the department take if I fail to 
provide additional disclosures as required under RCW 
19.146.030(4)? Generally, the department will request, 
direct, or order you to pay restitution to borrowers that have 
paid fees to you in excess of the amounts initially disclosed. 

(15) How will the department determine whether 
borrowers have paid fees to me in excess of the amounts 
initially disclosed for which the department might 
request, direct or order restitution? Generally, the depart- 
ment will make its determination by answering the following 
questions: 

(a) Has an initial good faith estimate disclosure of costs 
been provided to the borrower in accordance with RCW 
19.146.030 (1) and (2)(b)? 

(b) Were any subsequent good faith estimate disclosures 
of costs provided to the borrower no less than three business 
days prior to the signing of the loan closing documents? 

(c) How were the costs disclosed in each good faith esti- 
mate (e.g., dollar amount, percentage, or both)? 

(d) Did the total costs, excluding prepaid escrowed costs 
of ownership, on the final settlement statement exceed the 
total closing costs, excluding prepaid escrowed costs of own- 
ership, in the most recent good faith estimate provided to the 
borrower no less than three days prior to the signing of the 
loan closing documents? 

(e) If the costs at closing did exceed the most recent dis- 
closure of costs was the need to charge the fee reasonably 
foreseeable at the time the written disclosure was provided? 

(f) If the costs at closing did exceed the most recent dis- 
closure of costs did the mortgage broker provide a clear writ- 
ten explanation of the fee and the reason for charging a fee 
exceeding that which was previously disclosed, no less than 
three business days prior to the signing of the loan closing 
documents? 

(16) If I failed to provide the initial good faith esti- 
mate disclosure under RCW 19.146.030 (1) and (2)(b) 
what action may the department take? If you have not 
provided the initial good faith estimate disclosure as required, 
including both delivery and content requirements, the depart- 
ment may request, direct or order you to pay restitution to the 
borrower in the amount of all fees that inured to your benefit. 

(17) If I received trust funds from a borrower, but 
failed to provide the disclosures as required in RCW 
19.146.030 (1) and (2), what action may the department 
take? If you did not provide the disclosures as required, 
including both delivery and content requirements, the depart- 
ment may request, direct, or order you to refund to the bor- 
rower any trust funds they have paid regardless of whether 
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you have already expended those trust funds on third-party 
providers. 

(18) Under what circumstances must I redisclose the 
initial disclosures required under the act? Generally, any 
loan terms or conditions that change must be redisclosed, 
prior to closing, to the borrower. Some examples are: 

(a) Adjustable rate loan terms, including index, margin, 
and any changes to the fixed period. 

(b) The initial fixed period. 

(c) Any balloon payment requirements. 

(d) Interest only options and any changes to the options. 

(e) Lien position of the loan. 

(f) Terms and the number of months or years for amorti- 
zation purposes. 

(g) Prepayment penalty terms and conditions. 

(h) Any other term or condition that may be specific to a 
certain loan product. 

(19) Must I provide the written disclosures required 
under RCW 19.146.030 if all I do is obtain a credit report 
on a consumer who has identified a specific property for a 
purchase and sales agreement or contract, or a refinance 
loan? Yes. At that point, you have collected enough infor- 
mation on behalf of the consumer for you to anticipate a 
credit decision under RESPA's Regulation X, 24 CFR Sec- 
tions 3500 et seq. and you must provide the consumer with all 
required disclosures. See the definition of "application" in 
these rules. 

(20) If a loan application is canceled within three days 
of application must I provide the disclosures required 
under RCW 19.146.030? If you have not used any borrower 
trust funds and those funds have been returned to the bor- 
rower in conformance with these rules, the disclosures pursu- 
ant to RCW 19.146.030 are not required. 

(21) Is a mortgage broker that table funds a loan 
exempt from disclosures? No. A mortgage broker must 
provide all disclosures required by the act, and disclose all 
fees as required by Regulation X, regardless of the funding 
mechanism used in the transaction. 

(22) What must I disclose to a potential borrower 
when I advertise my business or services to them using 
information about their current loan? You must disclose 
the source from which you obtained the information about 
the borrower's current loan when the information was not 
obtained by soliciting, making a residential loan, or assisting 
that potential borrower in obtaining or applying to obtain a 
residential mortgage loan. 

(23) What must I provide to the borrower if I am 
unable to complete a loan for them and they have paid for 
services from third-party providers? If you are unable to 
complete a loan for the borrower for any reason, and if the 
borrower has paid you for third-party provider services, and 
the borrower makes a written request to you, you must pro- 
vide the borrower with copies of the product from any third- 
party provider, including, but not limited to, an appraisal, title 
report, or credit report. You must provide the copies within 
five business days of the borrower's request. 

The borrower may also request that you provide the orig- 
inals of the documents to another mortgage broker or lender 
of the borrower's choice. By furnishing the originals to 
another mortgage broker or lender, you are conveying the 
right to use the documents to the other broker or lender. You 
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must, upon request by the other broker or lender, provide 
written evidence of the conveyance. You must provide the 
originals to the mortgage broker or lender within five busi- 
ness days of the borrower's request.

WAC 208-660-440 Advertising. (1) Am I responsible 
for ensuring that my advertising material is accurate, 
reliable, and in compliance with the act? Yes. Each mort- 
gage broker is responsible for ensuring the accuracy and reli- 
ability of the advertising material. 

(2) A licensee is prohibited from advertising with 
envelopes or stationery that contain an official-looking 
emblem designed to resemble a government mailing or 
that suggest an affiliation that does not exist. What are 
some examples of emblems or government-like names, 
language, or nonexistent affiliations that will violate the 
state and federal advertising laws? Some examples 
include, but are not limited to: 

(a) An official-looking emblem such as an eagle, the 
Statue of Liberty, or a crest or seal that resembles one used by 
any state or federal government agency. 

(b) Envelopes designed to resemble official government 
mailings, such as IRS or U.S. Treasury envelopes, or other 
government mailers. 

(c) Warnings or notices citing government codes or form 
numbers not required by the U.S. Postmaster to be shown on 
the mailing. 

(d) The use of the term "official business," or similar lan- 
guage implying official or government business, without also 
including the name of the sender. 

(e) Any suggestion or representation that the solicitor is 
affiliated with any agency, bank, or other entity that it does 
not actually represent. 

(3) When I am advertising interest rates, the act 
requires me to conspicuously disclose the annual percent- 
age rate (APR) implied by the rate of interest. What does 
it mean to "conspicuously" disclose the APR? The type 
size of the APR must be the same size or larger than any other 
rates stated in the advertisement. 

(4) The act prohibits me from advertising an interest 
rate unless that rate is actually available at the time of the 
advertisement. How may I establish that an advertised 
interest rate was "actually available" at the time it was 
advertised? Whenever a specific interest rate is advertised, 
the mortgage broker must retain a copy of the lender's "rate 
sheet," or other supporting rate information, and the APR cal- 
culation for the advertised interest rate. 

(5) Must I quote the annual percentage rate when dis- 
cussing rates with a borrower? Yes. You must quote the 
annual percentage rate and other terms of the loan if you give 
an oral quote of an interest rate to the borrower. TILA's Reg- 
ulation Z, 12 CFR, part 226.26 provides guidance for using 
the annual percentage rate in oral disclosures. 

(6) May a mortgage broker or loan originator adver- 
tise rates or fees as the "lowest" or "best"? No. Rates 
described as "lowest," "best," or other similar words cannot 
be proven to be actually available at the time they are adver- 
tised. Therefore, they are a false or deceptive statement or 
representation prohibited by RCW 19.146.0201(7). 
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(7) When I advertise, or present a business card to a 
potential borrower, must I make the disclosures required 
under the act and these rules? No. You are not required to 
make disclosures until you accept a residential mortgage loan 
application, or until you assist a borrower in preparing an 
application. 

(8) May I solicit using advertising that suggests or 
represents that I am affiliated with a state or federal 
agency, municipality, federally insured financial institu- 
tion, trust company, building and loan association, when 
I am not; or that I am an entity other than who I am? No. 
It is an unfair and deceptive act or practice and a violation of 
the act for you to suggest or represent that you are affiliated 
with a state or federal agency, municipality, federally insured 
financial institution, trust company, building and loan associ- 
ation, or other entity you do not actually represent; or to sug- 
gest or represent that you are any entity other than who you 
are.

WAC 208-660-450 Recordkeeping requirements. (1) 
What business books and records must I keep to comply 
with the act? The following books and records for your 
business must be available to the department. 

(a) Mortgage transaction documents. 

(i) All forms of loan applications, written or electronic 
(the Fannie Mae 1003 is an example); 

(ii) The initial rate sheet or other supporting rate infor- 
mation; 

(iii) The last rate sheet, or other supporting rate informa- 
tion, if there was a change in rates, terms, or conditions prior 
to settlement; 

(iv) All written disclosures required by the act and fed- 
eral laws and regulations. Some examples of federal law dis- 
closures are: The good faith estimate, truth in lending disclo- 
sures, Equal Credit Opportunity Act disclosures, affiliated 
business arrangement disclosures, and RESPA servicing dis- 
closure statement; 

(v) Documents and records of compensation paid to 
employees and independent contractors; 

(vi) An accounting of all funds received in connection 
with loans, including a trust account statement with support- 
ing data; 

(vii) Rate lock agreements and the supporting rate sheets 
or other rate supporting document; 

(viii) Settlement statements (the final HUD-1 or HUD- 
1A); 

(ix) Broker loan document requests (may also be known 
as loan document request or demand statements) that include 
any prepayment penalties, terms, fees, rates, yield spread pre- 
mium, loan type and terms; 

(x) Records of any fees refunded to applicants for loans 
that did not close; 

(xi) All file correspondence and logs; and 

(xii) All mortgage broker contracts with lenders and all 
other correspondence with the lenders. 

(b) Advertisements. All advertisements placed by or at 
the request of the mortgage broker that mention rates or fees, 
and the corresponding rate sheets for the advertised rates. 
The copies must include newspaper and print advertising, 
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scripts of radio and television advertising, telemarketing 
scripts, all direct mail advertising, and any advertising dis- 
tributed directly by delivery, facsimile, or computer network. 
The record of each advertisement must include the date or 
dates of publication, the name of the publisher if advertised 
by newsprint, radio, television or telephone information line, 
or in the case of a flyer, the dates, methods and areas of dis- 
tribution. 

(c) Trust accounting records. See WAC 208-660-410, 
Trust accounting. 

(d) Other. All other books, accounts, records, papers, 
documents, files, and other information relating to the mort- 
gage broker operation. Examples include, but are not limited 
to, personnel files, company policy and procedure docu- 
ments, training materials, records evidencing compliance 
with applicable federal laws and regulations, and complaint 
correspondence and supporting documents. See also the 
department's Mortgage Broker Examination Manual, avail- 
able on the department web site. 

(2) What books and records must I keep for my trust 
account? See WAC 208-660-410, Trust accounting. 

(3) How long must I keep my books and records to 
comply with the act? 

(a) You must keep the books, accounts, records, papers, 
documents, files, and other information relating to the mort- 
gage broker operation for a minimum of twenty-five months. 

(b) It may be a prudent business practice to keep your 
books and records longer than twenty-five months. For exam- 
ple, if a consumer's loan becomes an adjustable rate mortgage 
after a two-year fixed mortgage rate term, the consumer may 
become unhappy that the terms of their mortgage have 
changed and file a complaint against you. The department 
must begin an investigation into the complaint. If you do not 
have the records to show proof of proper disclosures and all 
other compliance with state and federal laws, the department 
may rely solely on the consumer's records as evidence in the 
case. 

(4) Where must I keep my business records? 

(a) You must keep all books and records in a location 
that is on file with and readily available to the department 
during normal business hours. In the event of a department 
examination, the location must have the work space and 
resources that are conducive to business operations. A readily 
available location may include places of business, personal 
residences, computers, safes, or vaults. See WAC 208-660- 
400(8) for the reporting requirements if the address changes. 

(b) If your usual business location is outside of Washing- 
ton, you may either maintain the books and records at a 
readily available location in Washington, or pay the depart- 
ment's expenses to travel to the location to examine the books 
and records stored out-of-state. Travel costs may include, but 
are not limited to, transportation costs, meals, and lodging. 

(5) May I keep my books and records electronically? 
Yes. You may keep the required records described in subsec- 
tion (1) of this section by electronic display equipment if you 
can meet all of the following requirements: 

(a) The equipment must be made available to the depart- 
ment for the purposes of an examination or investigation; 

(b) The records must be stored exclusively in a nonre- 
writeable and nonerasable format;

(c) The hardware or software needed to display the 
records must be maintained during the required retention 
period under subsection (3) of this section. 

If the department requests the books and records in hard 
copy, you must provide it in that form and within the time 
frame requested or directed by the department.

WAC 208-660-500 Prohibited practices. (1) What 
may I request of an appraiser? You may request an area or 
market survey. While there are no strict definitions of these 
terms, generally they refer to general information regarding a 
region, area, or plat. The information usually includes the 
high, low and average sales price, numbers of properties 
available for sale or that have been sold within a set period, 
marketing times, days on market, absorption rate or the mix- 
ture of different property types in the specified area, among 
other possible components. An area survey does not contain 
sufficient information or is not so defining as to allow an 
appraiser or reader to determine the value of a specified prop- 
erty or property type. 

(2) How may I discuss property values with an 
appraiser, prior to the appraisal, without the discussion 
constituting improperly influencing the appraiser? You 
may inform the appraiser of your opinion of value, the bor- 
rower's opinion of value, or the list or sales price of the prop- 
erty. You are prohibited from telling the appraiser the value 
you need or that is required for your loan to be successful. 

(3) What business practices are prohibited? The fol- 
lowing business practices are prohibited: 

(a) Directly or indirectly employing any scheme, device, 
or artifice to defraud or mislead borrowers or lenders or to 
defraud any person. 

(b) Engaging in any unfair or deceptive practice toward 
any person. 

(c) Obtaining property by fraud or misrepresentation. 

(d) Soliciting or entering into a contract with a borrower 
that provides in substance that the mortgage broker may earn 
a fee or commission through the mortgage broker's "best 
efforts" to obtain a loan even though no loan is actually 
obtained for the borrower. 

(e) Charging discount points on a loan which does not 
result in a reduction of the interest rate. Some examples of 
discount point misrepresentations are: 

(i) A mortgage broker or lender charging discount points 
on the good faith estimate or settlement statement payable to 
the mortgage broker or any party that is not the actual lender 
on the resident mortgage loan. 

(ii) Charging loan fees or mortgage broker fees that are 
represented to the borrower as discount points when such 
fees do not actually reduce the rate on the loan, or reflecting 
loan origination fees or mortgage broker fees as discount 
points. 

(iii) Charging discount points that are not mathemati- 
cally determinable as the same direct reduction of the rate 
available to any two borrowers with the same program and 
underwriting characteristics on the same date of disclosure. 

(f) Failing to clearly disclose to a borrower whether the 
payment advertised or offered for a residential mortgage loan 
includes amounts for taxes, insurance, or other products sold 
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to the borrower. This prohibition includes the practice of mis- 
representing, either orally or in writing, a loan payment that 
includes only principal and interest as a loan payment that 
includes principal, interest, tax, and insurance. 

(g) Failing to provide the exact pay-off amount of a loan 
you own or service as of a certain date five or fewer business 
days after being requested in writing to do so by a borrower 
of record or their authorized representative. 

(h) Failing to record a borrower's payment, on a loan you 
own or service, as received on the day it is delivered to any of 
the licensee's locations during its regular working hours. 

(i) Negligently making any false statement or willfully 
making any omission of material fact in connection with any 
application or any information filed by a licensee in connec- 
tion with any application, examination or investigation con- 
ducted by the department. 

(j) Purchasing insurance on an asset secured by a loan 
without first attempting to contact the borrower by mailing 
one or more notices to the last known address of the borrower 
in order to verify that the asset is not otherwise insured. 

(k) Willfully filing a lien on property without a legal 
basis to do so. 

(1) Coercing, intimidating, or threatening borrowers in 
any way with the intent of forcing them to complete a loan 
transaction. 

(m) Failing to reconvey title to collateral, if any, within 
thirty days when the loan is paid in full unless conditions 
exist that make compliance unreasonable. 

(n) Failing to make disclosures to loan applicants and 
noninstitutional investors as required by RCW 19.146.030 
and any other applicable state or federal law. 

(o) Making, in any manner, any false or deceptive state- 
ment or representation with regard to the rates, points, or 
other financing terms or conditions for a residential mortgage 
loan or engage in bait and switch advertising or other decep- 
tive advertising practices. 

Bait and switch means a deceptive practice of soliciting 
or promising a loan at favorable terms, but later "switching" 
or providing a loan at less favorable terms. While bait and 
switch will be determined by the facts ofa case, the following 
examples, alone or in combination, may exhibit a bait and 
switch practice: 

(i) A deceptive change of loan program from fixed to 
variable rate. 

(ii) A deceptive increase in interest rate. 

(iii) The misrepresentation of discount points. This may 
include discount points that have a different rate buydown 
effect than promised, or origination fees that a borrower has 
been led to believe are discount points affecting the rate. 

(iv) A deceptive increase in fees or other costs. 

(v) A deceptive disclosure of monthly payment amount. 
This practice may involve soliciting a loan with payments 
that do not include monthly amounts for taxes and insurance 
or other reserved items, while leading the borrower to believe 
that such amounts are included. 

(vi) Additional undisclosed terms such as prepayment 
penalties or balloon payments, or deceiving borrowers about 
the effect of disclosed terms. 

(vii) Additional layers of financing not previously dis- 
closed that serve to increase the overall cost to the borrower. 
This practice may involve the surprise combination of first 
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and second mortgages to achieve the originally promised 
loan amount. 

(viii) Leading borrowers to believe that subsequent 
events will be possible or practical when in fact it is known 
that the events will not be possible or practical. 

(ix) Advertising or offering rates, programs, or terms that 
are not actually available at the time. See WAC 208-660- 
440(4). 

(p) Negligently making any false statement or know- 
ingly and willfully make any omission of material fact in con- 
nection with any reports filed by a mortgage broker or in con- 
nection with any investigation conducted by the department. 

(q) Making any payment, directly or indirectly, to any 
appraiser of a property, for the purposes of influencing the 
independent judgment of the appraiser with respect to the 
value of the property. 

(r) Advertising a rate of interest without conspicuously 
disclosing the annual percentage rate implied by the rate of 
interest. 

(s) Failing to comply with the federal statutes and regu- 
lations in RCW 19.146.0201(11). 

(t) Failing to pay third-party providers within the appli- 
cable time lines. 

(u) Collecting or charging, or attempting to collect or 
charge, or use or propose any agreement purporting to collect 
or charge any fees prohibited by the act. 

(v) Acting as a loan originator and real estate broker or 
salesperson, or acting as a loan originator in a manner that 
violates RCW 19.146.0201(14). 

(w) Failing to comply with any provision of RCW 
19.146.030 through 19.146.080 or any rule adopted under 
those sections. 

(4) May I charge a loan origination fee or discount 
points when I originate but do not make a loan? No. You 
may not charge a loan origination fee or discount points as 
described in Regulation X, Part 3500, Appendix A. 

(5) What mortgage broker fees may I charge? You 
may charge a mortgage broker fee that was agreed upon 
between you and the borrower as stated on a good faith esti- 
mate disclosure form or similar document provided that such 
fee is disclosed in compliance with the act and these rules. 

(6) How do I disclose my mortgage broker fees on the 
good faith estimate and settlement statement? You must 
disclose or direct the disclosure of your fees on lines 808 
through 811 of the good faith estimate and HUD-1/1A Settle- 
ment Statement or similar document. 

(7) May I charge the borrower a fee that exceeds the 
fee I initially disclosed to the borrower? Pursuant to RCW 
19.146.030(4), you may not charge any fee that benefits you 
if it exceeds the fee you initially disclosed unless: 

(a) The need to charge the fee was not reasonably fore- 
seeable at the time the initial disclosure was provided; and 

(b) You have provided to the borrower, no less than three 
business days prior to the signing of the loan closing docu- 
ments, a clear written explanation of the fee and the reason 
for charging a fee exceeding that which was previously dis- 
closed. See WAC 208-660-430 for specific details, disclo- 
sures, and exceptions implementing RCW 19.146.030(4).

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DIRECTOR AND DEPARTMENT POWERS 


WAC 208-660-510 Director and department pow- 
ers—Examination authority. (1) Why is the department 
authorized to examine my business? The department is 
authorized to examine your business to determine your com- 
pliance with the act. 

(2) When may the department examine my business? 
The department may examine your business if you have 
obtained a mortgage broker main or branch office license 
within the last five years. 

(3) How many times may the department examine my 
business in a five-year period? Your business may be 
examined once during the first five years of licensing. This 
applies to the main office and each branch office. However, if 
violations are found during an examination, the department 
may conduct additional examinations to follow up with the 
correction of these violations. The time frame of any addi- 
tional examination will depend, in part, on the department's 
assessment of the continuing risk associated with the viola- 
tions found during the previous examination. 

(4) Will the department give me advance notice of an 
examination? 

(a) The department will give you advance notice of at 
least thirty days of a routine examination to allow you to 
compile the requested documents and prepare for the exam- 
iner's arrival. However, you and the department may agree on 
an earlier date for the examination. Extensions of time 
beyond that are at the director's discretion. 

(b) The department will not give you advance notice of 
"for cause" examinations. "For cause" means the department 
may have reason to believe you have violated the act. 

(5) What are the protocols for an examination of my 
business? The examination protocols are detailed in the 
department's Mortgage Broker Examination Manual. The 
manual is available on the department's web site. 

The basic protocols include, but are not limited to: 

(a) Frequency of examinations. The department's 
examination frequency will be determined using appropriate 
measurements of risk and random selection. 

The primary purpose for measuring risk to determine the 
examination schedule and frequency cycle is to help the 
department identify those mortgage brokers whose compli- 
ance practices display potential weaknesses requiring exami- 
nation attention. These same measurements of risk assist the 
department in determining the need for expanding the scope 
of an examination or expanding the initial examination time 
period. The protocols for measuring risk may include, but are 
not limited to: 

(i) The history of licensing; 

(ii) Known enforcement issues or problems; 

(iii) The number and severity of complaints; 

(iv) The licensee's responsiveness to department inquir- 
ies; 

(v) The licensee's volume of loan activity; 

(vi) The number of licensed locations and staff size; 

(vii) Prior examination or investigation results; and 

(viii) The existence of internal and external systems and 
controls to ensure compliance. 

(b) Advance notice. You will receive a department 
notice listing the documents the department will examine at 
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your business. Your preparation before the arrival of the 
department examiners will help the examination proceed 
more efficiently. The department will make every effort to 
minimize the impact of the examination on your business. 

(c) A preexamination meeting at your business. The 
department examiner(s) will meet with you upon arrival at 
your business location. 

(d) The on-site review at your business. The depart- 
ment examiner will conduct the examination of your busi- 
ness. 

(e) An exit meeting after you have provided all the 
requested information, and the examiner has completed 
the preliminary analysis. The examiner(s) may request 
additional information from you. After receiving that infor- 
mation and completing the preliminary analysis, the exam- 
iner may discuss the preliminary analysis with you. 

(f) Post examination work and report. The depart- 
ment examiner will prepare an examination report and submit 
the report and examination file to the review examiner. After 
making any necessary changes, the department will deliver 
the report to you. 

(g) Notification of violations and opportunity for 
response. The department will document in the examination 
report any violations or deficiencies identified during the 
examination. You will have an opportunity to respond to the 
examination findings and any violations or deficiencies. 

(h) A possible referral to enforcement. Any violation 
of the act or these rules may be referred to enforcement. An 
enforcement action may result in a suspension or revocation 
of your license, the imposition of fines, the payment of resti- 
tution, or a ban from the mortgage broker industry. 

(6) What is the scope of the examination of my busi- 
ness? In general, the scope of the examination will include, 
but is not limited to: 

(a) Reviewing trust accounting compliance. 

(b) Reviewing loan files. 

(c) Conducting interviews to better understand the busi- 
ness, solicitation practices, transactional events, disclosure 
compliance, and complaint resolution. 

(d) Reviewing the business books and records, including 
employee records. 

(7) When would the department expand the scope of 
an examination of my business? If, during an examination, 
the department finds a clear need to expand the scope of the 
examination, it may do so. Two examples of a clear need to 
expand the scope of an examination are: 

(a) When the department finds an apparent violation of 
trust accounting. 

(b) When apparent violations of the prohibited practices 
section of the act are discovered. See RCW 19.146.0201 for 
prohibited practices. 

(c) When there are clear systemic violations requiring 
greater review than is possible in a routine examination. 

These examples are illustrative only and do not limit the 
circumstances under which the department may decide to 
expand the scope of an examination. 

(8) Will I receive notice if the department decides to 
expand the scope of the examination of my business? Yes. 
The department will provide you with five business days' 
written notice if examination findings clearly identify the 
need to expand the scope of the examination. See subsection 
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(7) of this section for examples of when the department may 
decide to expand the scope of the examination. 

The expanded examination may include a different loca- 
tion and may go beyond the initial five-year time limit. 

(9) Will I have to pay for an examination of my busi- 
ness? 

(a) If you are located in Washington, you do not have to 
pay for the costs of the examination. 

(b) If you are located outside of Washington, you will 
have to pay for the examiner's travel costs. Travel costs 
include, but are not limited to, transportation costs, meals, 
and lodging. Travel reimbursement rates are established by 
the Washington state office of financial management. 

The department will send you an invoice and you will 
have thirty days to reimburse the department for the examina- 
tion travel costs. See WAC 208-660-550, Department fees 
and costs. 

(10) May the department consider reports made by 
independent certified professionals instead of conducting 
their own examination of a mortgage broker business? 
Yes. Instead of examining a mortgage broker's business, the 
department may consider the reports of independent certified 
professionals who have examined the mortgage broker using 
the same standards used by the department (see the standards 
in the department's Mortgage Broker Examination Manual). 
The department may then prepare a report of examination 
that incorporates all or part of the independent certified pro- 
fessional's reports, or the examiner may expand the scope of 
the examination. 

(11) What are the pros and cons of hiring my own 
independent certified professional versus waiting for a 
department examination? The department's cost of exami- 
nation will not be charged to you directly, although you may 
experience some minor business interruption. If you hire your 
own independent certified professional, you will incur the 
cost of that examination; however, you will control the time 
and manner in which the examination is conducted. The 
greatest benefits you may derive from hiring your own inde- 
pendent certified professional are: 

(a) Early notice of problems you may encounter during 
an examination; 

(b) The ability to correct deficiencies or problems at an 
early stage when the greatest benefit of correction may be 
derived; 

(c) The early implementation of a sound compliance pro- 
gram; and 

(d) The ability to control the timing for your conve- 
nience. 

(12) If I want the department to consider an indepen- 
dent certified professional's report instead of examining 
my business, how must I make that request, and who sub- 
mits the report to the department? When you receive 
notice from the department that your business is scheduled 
for an examination, you must notify the department that you 
wish the department to consider the report of an independent 
certified professional instead of the department examining 
your business. The independent certified professional must 
then submit their report directly to the department, in a form 
acceptable to the department. 

(13) How may the department determine if the inde- 
pendent certified professional's report meets the stan- 
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dards of examination established by the department? The 
department will compare the sufficiency of the report submit- 
ted by the independent certified professional to the require- 
ments in the department's examination manual. If the report is 
missing any of the requirements from the manual, the depart- 
ment may require the licensee to provide the missing infor- 
mation. 

(14) If the independent certified professional's report 
is missing information, how may the department obtain 
the missing information? The department may interview, 
obtain records from, or otherwise contact the licensee, or 
with the licensee's permission contact the independent certi- 
fied professional, if additional information is required for the 
department's review of the report. 

(15) What will the department do if the independent 
certified professional's report is not sufficient? If the 
department determines the report is not sufficient, the depart- 
ment will notify the licensee and schedule an examination of 
the business. 

(16) What will the department do if the independent 
certified professional's report is sufficient? If the depart- 
ment determines the report is sufficient, the department will 
prepare a report of examination that incorporates all or part of 
the independent certified professional's report. 

(17) May the department retain professionals or spe- 
cialists to examine a licensee? Yes. The department, at its 
own expense, may retain attorneys, accountants, or other pro- 
fessionals or specialists as examiners, auditors, or investiga- 
tors to examine a licensee. 

(18) Do I receive any reports from the examination? 
Yes. 

(a) When you have provided all the requested informa- 
tion, and the examiner has completed the preliminary analy- 
sis, the examiner will issue an exit report of examination con- 
taining preliminary examination findings. 

(b) After additional department review, including the 
consideration of new information, if any, the department will 
issue a final report of examination. 

(19) Must I do anything as a result of the examina- 
tion? Yes. You will receive instructions from the department 
on the actions you must take. For example, if adverse find- 
ings or deficiencies were cited in the report of examination, 
you must respond to those findings. 

(20) How do I respond to findings in a report of exam- 
ination? You must respond in writing within thirty days of 
the date the department issues the report of examination. 
Your response must address any deficiencies noted in the 
report and describe the corrective actions you have taken. 

(21) What will happen if I do not respond to the 
report of examination? If you fail to respond to the report 
of examination, you may be referred to enforcement where 
further administrative actions may be taken against you.

WAC 208-660-520 Director and department pow- 
ers—Investigation authority. (1) What is an investiga- 
tion? An investigation is an inquiry to determine compliance 
with the act and rules, to assess allegations of wrongdoing, or 
to evaluate the licensing qualifications of persons subject to 
the act. The inquiry may involve extensive research, fact 
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gathering, the issuance of directives and subpoenas, witness 
interviews, and financial and legal analysis. Depending on 
the results of these efforts, an investigation may result in the 
pursuit of an enforcement action. An investigation may pro- 
ceed at the same time as other matters and may continue dur- 
ing an enforcement action. 

(2) How often may the department investigate my 
mortgage broker or loan originator operations? For the 
purpose of investigating violations or complaints, the depart- 
ment may investigate your business as often as necessary to 
carry out the purpose of the act. 

(3) Will the department give advance notice before 
requiring me to make my books and records available for 
its investigation? The department is not required to give you 
advance notice before an investigation. However, the depart- 
ment may provide advance notice before an investigation if 
doing so would be in the best interests of all parties involved, 
including the department. 

(4) From whom may the department obtain informa- 
tion in an investigation? The department may obtain infor- 
mation from any person whose testimony may be pertinent to 
the loans, business, or subject matter of an investigation. 

(5) How may the department obtain information dur- 
ing an investigation? The department may direct, subpoena, 
or order a person to submit to a deposition, or produce written 
information. 

(6) What information may the department obtain 
during an investigation? The department may obtain 
books, accounts, records, files, and any other documents the 
department deems relevant to the investigation. 

(7) What businesses may the department investigate? 
The department may investigate the business of any person 
who is engaged in the business of mortgage brokering, 
whether the person is a licensee or whether the person acts or 
claims to act under, or without the authority of, the act. 

(8) May the director retain professionals or special- 
ists to assist in an investigation, and if so, will I have to 
pay for those services? Yes. The department may hire attor- 
neys, accountants or other professionals as needed to conduct 
or assist in an investigation. The cost for these services will 
be assessed in accordance with WAC 208-660-550(5), Inves- 
tigations. 

(9) When may the department charge a mortgage 
broker or loan originator an investigation fee? The 
department may charge an investigation fee when it investi- 
gates the books and records of any mortgage broker or loan 
originator subject to the act. 

(10) Are there circumstances in which the depart- 
ment will investigate a mortgage broker or loan origina- 
tor but will not charge an investigation fee? Yes. The 
department will not charge an investigation fee in a com- 
plaint investigation if it is determined that no violation 
occurred, or when the mortgage broker or loan originator 
implements a remedy satisfactory to the complainant and the 
department, and no department order has been issued. 

(11) How is the amount of the investigation fee deter- 
mined? The amount of the investigation fee is the number of 
hours expended by the department related to the investigation 
multiplied by an hourly rate established by the department. 
See WAC 208-660-550, Department fees and costs.

WAC 208-660-530 Director and department pow- 
ers—Enforcement authority. (1) What is a directive? A 
directive is a formal request for information from the direc- 
tor. A directive may request the recipient to appear in person 
to testify or present specific documents or items. A directive 
may be entitled "directive" or "subpoena." 

(2) What is an administrative enforcement action? 
An administrative enforcement action is a formal action, gen- 
erally initiated by a statement of charges filed by the depart- 
ment against persons who allegedly violated the act. 
Enforcement actions seek various sanctions, including, but 
not limited to, license revocation or suspension, business 
practice prohibition, or fines; and may include ordering resti- 
tution for consumers, recovery of the department's investiga- 
tion costs, or all of the above. 

(3) What other types of enforcement action may the 
department pursue against me or my license? The depart- 
ment may pursue criminal or civil referrals to the attorney 
general, prosecuting attorneys, or federal authorities, and 
may initiate civil actions in superior court. 

(4) What does it mean to be found in violation of the 
act and rules? For the purposes of evaluating the licensing 
qualifications of an applicant, any of its principals, or the des- 
ignated broker, "found in violation of the act and rules" 
means at least one of the following orders has been issued: 

(a) A superior court order stating the applicant, any of its 
principals, or the designated broker violated any of the provi- 
sions of the act or rules; or 

(b) A final administrative order after the completion of 
an administrative hearing and the filing of an initial decision 
of an administrative law judge stating the applicant, any of its 
principals, or the designated broker violated any of the provi- 
sions of the act or rules; or 

(c) An administrative order stating the applicant, any of 
its principals, or the designated broker violated any of the 
provisions of the act or rules. 

The order containing the finding described above must 
not have been entered within five years of the filing of the 
present application. However, if the violation resulted in a 
conviction of a gross misdemeanor involving dishonesty or 
financial misconduct, or a felony, the finding must not have 
been entered within seven years of the filing of the present 
application. 

(5) May the department sanction me for committing 
violations in another jurisdiction? The department may 
seek sanctions against you for committing a violation in 
another jurisdiction if the violation could be a basis for the 
department to seek sanctions under the act or rules. Possible 
sanctions include those found in RCW 19.146.220. 

(6) May I be subject to a daily fine for violating the 
act? Yes. Each licensed mortgage broker and each of its 
principals, officers, designated brokers, loan originators, 
employees, independent contractors, and agents must comply 
with the applicable provisions of the act. Each violation of 
any applicable provision of the act, or of any order, directive, 
or requirement of the director may, at the discretion of the 
director, subject the violator to a fine of up to one hundred 
dollars for each offense. Each day's continuance of the viola- 
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tion is a separate and distinct offense. In addition, the director 
may exercise discretion and by order assess other penalties 
for a violation of the act. 

(7) Under what circumstances will the department 
hold a designated broker, principal, or owner who has 
supervisory authority responsible for the actions of others 
that violate the act? A designated broker, principal, or 
owner with supervisory authority is responsible for any con- 
duct violating the act by a licensee, employee, or independent 
contractor if they: 

(a) Directed or instructed the conduct that was in viola- 
tion of the act, or had knowledge of the specific conduct, and 
approved or allowed the conduct; or 

(b) Knew, or by the exercise of reasonable care and 
inquiry should have known, of the conduct in time to prevent 
it, or minimize the consequences, and did not. 

(8) When conduct violating the act has occurred, 
what may the department consider when assessing the 
responsibility of the designated broker, principal, and 
owner with supervisory authority? The department may 
consider the following in an effort to determine who is 
responsible when a violation of the act has occurred. The fol- 
lowing list is not limiting or exhaustive of the factors the 
department may consider: 

(a) The adequacy of any background and experience 
investigation conducted prior to hiring or contracting with 
any person; 

(b) The adoption of policies and procedures for: 

(i) Supervision and training; 

(ii) Regularly reviewing work performed; 

(iii) Training in the requirements of the act and rules; 

(iv) Monitoring continuing education requirements and 
compliance under the act; 

(v) Acting on reports of alleged misconduct; 

(c) Adopting a system of review for implementation and 
compliance with the policies and procedures; 

(d) Providing copies of the act and rules; and 

(e) The frequency and completeness of review con- 
ducted on work performed by any person subject to the act. 

(9) Do I have the right to have an attorney represent 
me at an adjudicative hearing and in any superior court 
proceeding? Yes. You may have an attorney represent you 
at your own expense, or you may represent yourself. 

(10) Are there any criminal penalties related to viola- 
tions of the act? Yes. Violations of RCW 19.146.050 are 
class C felonies with a maximum penalty of five years in 
prison or a fine of ten thousand dollars, or both. Violations of 
RCW 19.146.235(9) are class B felonies with a maximum 
penalty of ten years in prison or a fine of twenty thousand 
dollars, or both. All other violations of the act are misde- 
meanors with a maximum penalty of ninety days in jail or a 
fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 

(11) Under the act, is it a crime for any person subject 
to examination or investigation to knowingly withhold, 
abstract, remove, mutilate, destroy, or secrete any books, 
records, computer records, or other information? Yes. 
Knowingly withholding, abstracting, removing, mutilating, 
destroying, or secreting books, records, computer records, or 
other information is a class B felony punishable under RCW 
9A.20.021 (1)(b).

(12) Is a mortgage broker responsible for the pay- 
ment of third-party providers even if the borrower has 
agreed to pay the fee? Yes. If a mortgage broker or loan 
originator orders the third-party provider service, then the 
mortgage broker is responsible for paying for the service. 
However, the mortgage broker or loan originator is not 
responsible for paying the fee if the third-party provider 
agrees in writing to accept the fee from the borrower. 

(13) When must third-party providers be paid? 
Third-party providers must be paid no later than thirty days 
after the related loan closing documents are filed, or within 
ninety days of the service, whichever is sooner, unless: 

(a) The third-party provider agrees in writing to a differ- 
ent payment arrangement; or 

(b) The third-party provider has been notified in writing 
that a bona fide dispute exists regarding the performance or 
quality of the third-party provider service. 

(14) What is a "bona fide" dispute between a mort- 
gage broker and third-party provider? A dispute related 
to the performance or quality of the third-party provider ser- 
vice that has been reported in writing to the third-party pro- 
vider. The report must specify the disputed areas of perfor- 
mance or quality. 

(15) When must a dispute regarding the performance 
or quality of a third-party provider be reported? The 
report of a dispute regarding the performance or quality of the 
third-party provider service must be made in writing and pro- 
vided to the third-party provider before the payment for the 
services becomes due; that is, no later than thirty days after 
the related loan closing documents are filed, or within ninety 
days of the service, whichever is sooner. 

(16) What is a temporary cease and desist order 
issued by the department? A temporary cease and desist 
order is an administrative enforcement action by the director, 
or designee, ordering a mortgage broker or loan originator to 
stop conducting business, or to stop doing some specific act. 

(17) When does the department use temporary cease 
and desist orders? A temporary cease and desist order may 
be used when the department determines that a mortgage bro- 
ker or loan originator is violating the act in a manner that is 
likely to cause substantial injury to the public. 

(18) What happens to my mortgage broker or loan 
originator license if the department of social and health 
services (DSHS) certifies me as out of compliance with a 
support order under RCW 74.20A.320? 

(a) The director will immediately suspend your license 
without the opportunity for a hearing if the department 
receives notice from DSHS that you are out of compliance 
with their support order regulations. 

(b) The director will send you a document entitled 
"Notice of Suspension for Noncompliance with Child Sup- 
port Order." Your license is suspended from the date of the 
notice. The suspension of your license remains in effect until 
the director is notified by DSHS of your compliance with 
their order. You must not perform any services under the act 
that require licensing while your license is suspended. 

(19) If the director suspends my license after notice 
from DSHS that I am not in compliance with a support 
order, may my license be reinstated? 

(a) The director will reinstate your license when the 
department has received written notice from DSHS of your 
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compliance, and verified that you meet all licensing require- 
ments under the act. 


(b) The department will send you a notice entitled 
"Notice of Cancellation of Suspension for Noncompliance 
with Child Support Order." Your license is reinstated from 
the date of the notice. 


(20) Who may I contact if I have questions about how 
DSHS determines I am out of compliance with a support 
order? Contact DSHS if you have questions about a DSHS 
certification of your noncompliance with a support order. 
Reference their case number when you contact them.

WAC 208-660-550 Department fees and costs. (1) 
The department intends to increase its fees and costs each 
year for several bienniums. The department intends to initiate 
rule making each biennium for this purpose. This rule pro- 
vides for an automatic annual increase in the rate of fees and 
costs each fiscal year during the 2007-2009 biennium. 


(a) On July 1, 2007, and July 1, 2008, these fees and 
costs, as increased in the prior fiscal year, will increase by a 
percentage rate equal to the fiscal growth factor for the then 
current fiscal year. As used in this section, "fiscal growth fac- 
tor" has the same meaning as the term is defined in RCW 
43.135.025. 


(b) The director may round off a rate increase under sub- 
section (1) of this section. However, no rate increase may 
exceed the applicable fiscal growth factor. 


(c) By June 1 of each year, the director will make avail- 
able a chart of the new rates that will take effect on the imme- 
diately following July 1.

When the realignment of license expiration or renewal 
dates results in a partial year of licensing, the department will 
impose a proportionate fee structure to accommodate that 
realignment. 

(4) Examinations. 

(a) In Washington. The department does not charge a lic- 
ensee located in Washington for the costs of an examination. 

(b) Outside of Washington. The department will charge 
the licensee for travel costs. 

(c) If the department hires professionals, specialists, or 
both to examine an out-of-state licensee, the professional, 
specialist, or both will be considered examiners for the pur- 
pose of billing the licensee for travel costs. 

(5) Investigations. 

(a) The department will charge forty-eight dollars per 
hour for an examiner's time devoted to an investigation. 

(b) The department will bill the licensee for the costs of 
services from attorneys, accountants, or other professionals 
or specialists retained by the director to aid in the investiga- 
tion. 

(6) Travel costs. If the mortgage business is out-of- 
state, the department will charge the business the travel costs 
associated with an examination or investigation. Travel costs 
include, but are not limited to, transportation costs (airfare, 
rental cars), meals, and lodging. 

(7) How is the annual assessment calculated? The 
assessment is a flat rate per license. 

(8) How does the department use license application 
fees? The fees collected by the department are used to pay the 
costs of administering the act.

WAC 208-660-600 Administration and facilitation of 
continuing education. (1) Who may offer continuing edu- 
cation courses to principals, designated mortgage bro- 
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kers, and loan originators? Continuing education may be 
offered by: 

(a) Course providers with courses of education approved 
by the director; or 

(b) Course providers with courses of education approved 
by professional organizations approved by the director. 

(2) What does it mean to offer and administer a 
course of education? Offering and administering a course 
of education is the creation of a curriculum and the adminis- 
trative processes to operate and maintain the curriculum. See 
the department's approval standards in subsections (7) and 
(13) of this section. 

(3) What is a "course of education" under the act? A 
course of education is formal training that satisfies all or part 
of the continuing education requirements of the act and these 
tules. 

(4) What is a "course provider" under the act? A 
course provider is a person or organization that provides con- 
tinuing education. Course providers may provide education 
that meets the requirements of the act and these rules by 
applying for and receiving approval from the department for 
a specific course of education. 

(5) What is a "professional organization" under the 
act? A professional organization is an organization with at 
least ten members created for the primary purpose of further- 
ing the professional interests of its members, protecting the 
public interest, or both. Education must be an essential ele- 
ment of the professional organization's purpose. A profes- 
sional organization must have the director's approval to offer 
and administer courses of education. 

(6) If I am a course provider not affiliated with a pro- 
fessional organization, how do I obtain approval for my 
courses of education? You must apply to the department for 
course approval. If the department approves the course, you 
will be issued a certificate of approval that will be effective 
for two years from the date of issuance. 

(7) What standard is required and what will the 
department review when considering approval of con- 
tinuing education provided by course providers not affili- 
ated with professional organizations? Continuing educa- 
tion courses must provide the course taker with a working 
knowledge of, and competency in, the subject matter. To 
ensure this standard, the department will review the follow- 
ing when considering approval of education courses: 

(a) The instructor's experience and qualifications; 

(b) Whether the instructor or proposed course of educa- 
tion has been approved, denied, or rescinded by the depart- 
ment in the past; and 

(c) The course materials and lesson plans for the pro- 
posed courses. Each course must run a minimum of three 
hours; the materials and lesson plans must have the content to 
support a presentation of this length. 

(8) If I am a course provider with courses of educa- 
tion approved by a professional organization, may I also 
offer courses of education unaffiliated with the profes- 
sional organization? Yes. However, your courses of educa- 
tion unaffiliated with the professional organization must be 
approved by the department. 

(9) May the department rescind approval of a course 
provider's course of education? Yes. The department may 
rescind approval of a course of education upon a determina-

tion that the course of education does not meet the standards 
in subsection (7) of this section. 

(10) What action must a course provider take if noti- 
fied by the department that its course of education has 
been rescinded? The course provider must immediately: 

(a) Cease advertising or soliciting for the course of edu- 
cation; 

(b) Inform registered course takers of the department's 
rescission of course approval, and cancel the course of educa- 
tion; and 

(c) Refund any fees paid by course takers for the course. 

(11) May a course provider appeal the department's 
decision to deny or rescind course approval? Yes. A 
course provider may appeal the department's decision to deny 
or rescind a course. The course provider must appeal the 
decision to the department within twenty days of being noti- 
fied by the department of the decision. 

(12) If a course provider has appealed the depart- 
ment's denial or rescission of a course of education, must 
it still take the immediate action in subsection (10) of this 
section? Yes. A course provider appealing a department 
decision about a course of education must comply with sub- 
section (10) of this section. 

(13) What standards will the department review 
when considering approving professional organizations 
to offer and administer courses of education under the act 
and rules? The department will review the following: 

(a) A description of the course of education curriculum 
that satisfies the content of continuing education under sub- 
section (20) of this section; 

(b) Whether the professional organization has sufficient 
procedures and guidelines to: 

(i) Establish a course(s) of education and approve a 
course provider(s); 

Gii) Audit and evaluate an approved course(s) of educa- 
tion and course provider(s); 

Gii) Remove courses and providers from the professional 
organization's curriculum; 

(iv) Provide board reconsideration of denial or removal 
of a course of education or a course provider; 

(v) Ascertain the identity of course of education takers; 

(vi) Issue certificates of satisfactory completion, that 
include, at a minimum, the course taker's name, the course 
provider's name, the course title, and the date of course com- 
pletion; 

(vii) Collect, hold, disburse and refund course of educa- 
tion fees; 

(c) Whether the professional organization requires mem- 
bers to adhere to an established code of conduct or ethics. 

(14) Is the department liable for a professional orga- 
nization's decision to approve, deny, or revoke authoriza- 
tion for a course provider to offer courses of education? 
No. The department is not liable for a professional organiza- 
tion's decision to approve, deny, or revoke a course provider's 
authorization to provide courses of education for the profes- 
sional organization. 

(15) Is the department liable for a course provider's 
contractual relationship with a professional organiza- 
tion? No. Course providers independently contract with pro- 
fessional organizations and the department is not liable for 
the consequences of that relationship. 
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(16) May the department remove a professional orga- 
nization's authorization to offer and administer courses 
of education? Yes. The department may rescind a profes- 
sional organization's authorization to offer and administer 
courses of education upon a determination that the profes- 
sional organization fails to meet subsection (13) of this sec- 
tion. 

(17) What action must a professional organization 
take if notified by the department that its authorization 
has been rescinded? The professional organization must 
immediately: 

(a) Cease advertising or soliciting for all courses of edu- 
cation; 

(b) Inform registered course takers of the department's 
rescission of approval, and cancel the courses of education; 
and 

(c) Refund any fees paid by course takers for the courses. 

(18) May a professional organization appeal the 
department's decision to deny or rescind authorization? 
Yes. A professional organization may appeal the depart- 
ment's decision to deny or rescind the professional organiza- 
tion's authorization to approve course providers. The profes- 
sional organization must appeal the decision to the depart- 
ment within twenty days of being notified by the department 
of the decision. 

(19) If a professional organization has appealed the 
department's denial or rescission of authorization, must it 
still take the immediate action in subsection (17) of this 
section? Yes. A professional organization appealing a 
department decision about a course provider or course of edu- 
cation must comply with subsection (17) of this section. 

(20) How long does department approval for a pro- 
fessional organization to offer continuing education 
courses last, and may the approval be renewed? Approval 
of a continuing education course is valid for two years. 
Approval may be renewed by applying to the director forty- 
five days prior to expiration of a current approval and provid- 
ing detailed information about the course(s) and instructor(s) 
if they are to be changed. 

(21) What topics must be included as continuing edu- 
cation courses? Continuing education courses must include 
some or all of the topics listed below. Courses may be 
designed to cover a range of topics or they may focus in detail 
on a single topic. 

(a) General. Ethics in the mortgage industry. 

The responsibilities and liabilities of the profession. 

Arithmetical computations common to mortgage lending 
including without limitation, the computation of annual per- 
centage rate, finance charge, amount financed, payment and 
amortization. 

(b) Compliance and internal audit standards. 

Proper use and application of the department's published 
standards and guidelines for examinations. 

Internal audit and compliance practices, standards, meth- 
ods and procedures. 

Developing policies and procedures for regulatory com- 
pliance. 

Responding to regulatory inquiries, directives, subpoe- 
nas and enforcement orders. 

Training and supervision of mortgage professionals. 
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Establishing, managing, reconciling and reviewing a 
trust account (trust account compliance under the act and 
these rules). 

(c) Washington law and associated regulations.

WAC 208-660-700 Mortgage broker commission. (1) 
What is the role of the mortgage broker commission 
(commission)? The commission acts in an advisory capacity 
to the director on mortgage broker issues. The commission 
advises the director on the characteristics and needs of the 
mortgage broker profession. 

(2) Who serves on the commission? 

(a) The director appoints the seven members of the com- 
mission for two-year terms. Commission members must have 
at least five years' experience in the business of residential 
mortgage lending. The experience must be within the past 
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five years from the date of appointment. When appointing a 
commission member, the director will consider the recom- 
mendations from professional organizations that represent 
mortgage brokers and loan originators. 

(b) Of the seven voting members of the commission, at 
least three members of the commission must be licensed 
mortgage brokers, at least two must be licensed loan origina- 
tors who are not designated brokers, and at least one must be 
a mortgage broker who is exempt from licensure under RCW 
19.146.020(1). 

(c) The director or a designee serves as an ex officio, 
nonvoting member of the commission. 

(3) How do interested parties apply for a position on 
the commission? In November of each year the department 
sends a notification to all mortgage brokers to advise them 
that the director is accepting applications for appointment to 
the commission. The director will accept applications in the 
form of a cover letter and resume until December 15th. The 
director will select the number of applicants needed to fill the 
vacancies by January 31st so the appointee(s) can attend the 
February meeting of the commission. 

(4) What are some of the actions the commission may 
take? The commission may: 

(a) Adopt and meet according to a regular schedule; 

(b) Attend special meetings if called by the chairperson; 

(c) Hear testimony, and advise the director on proposed 
changes to the act; and 

(d) Advise the director on the licensing of mortgage bro- 
kers and loan originators.

"Completed escrow" means a transaction in which the 
escrow agent has fully discharged its duties to the principal 
parties to the transaction. This includes obtaining all neces- 
sary documents, obtaining required signatures, completing 
reconveyance or title elimination, and disbursing funds to the 
principal parties to the transaction, the agents to the transac- 
tion, and to third parties to the transaction as agreed by the 
principal parties in the escrow instructions or on the settle- 
ment form (such as HUD1 or HUDIA). 

"Conversion" means an unauthorized assumption and 
exercise of the right of ownership over moneys, property, or 
things of value belonging to another, to the alteration of the 
condition of, or the exclusion of the owner's rights to such 
moneys, property, or things of value. It includes any unautho- 
rized act which deprives an owner of his/her property perma- 
nently or for an indefinite time, including but not limited to

"Transfer of title" occurs at the time the seller executes a 
deed or bill of sale and such is delivered to the purchaser or 
recorded. 

"Trust" means a fiduciary relationship whereby a thing 
of value is delivered to an escrow agent with the intention 
that such thing of value be administered by the escrow agent 
for the benefit of the principal parties to the transaction. 

"Trust account" or "trust bank account" means a bank 
account holding funds of any party to the transaction. 

"Unclaimed funds" means any funds that are abandoned 
under the Uniform Unclaimed Property Act, chapter 63.29 
RCW.

(a) "Responsible person" means: The designated escrow 
officer; the owner of the firm; a controlling person as defined 
in RCW 18.44.011(12); and the officers, owners and partners 
of the entity. The department may allow a person other than a 
responsible person as defined in this subsection to assume 
these duties. 

(b) Additional notifications shall include: 
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(i) Delivery of all original escrow licenses for offices 
being closed to the department within five working days of 
office closure. All licenses returned must be dated and 
signed. If a branch office is closing, the branch office license 
must be returned to the department. If the main office is clos- 
ing, all licenses issued to the main and all branch offices must 
be returned. 


(ii) Within thirty days of office closure, an itemized 
accounting of funds held in trust at the time of closure, 
including the names of the principal parties to the transaction, 
the escrow number, the amount of funds held and the purpose 
of the funds. If the trust bank account balance is zero, the 
escrow agent must provide a reconciliation of the trial bal- 
ance supporting the zero balance. 


(iii) Within twenty-four hours of office closure, the 
name, residence address and telephone number of the person 
responsible for the records. 


(iv) Within thirty days of office closure, the street 
address where the records are located. 


(c) All responsible persons are jointly and severally 
obliged to notify the department within thirty days of any 
change in the person responsible for the records or the place 
the records are maintained. 


(3) Maintenance of records after closure. When an 
escrow office closes, the records must be maintained in the 
state of Washington for at least six years. The records shall be 
available upon demand of the department during business 
hours and maintained in a manner to be readily retrievable. 


(4) Trust account. Ifthe trust bank account contains cli- 
ent funds at the time of closure, the person responsible for the 
records shall provide the department with quarterly reconcil- 
iations of the trust bank account to the trial balance, in com- 
pliance with WAC 208-680E-011(9), until the trust bank 
account balance is zero. The responsible person shall submit 
the reconciliations for the periods ending March, June, Sep- 
tember and December. These reconciliations are due within 
thirty days of the end of the preceding period.

The designated branch escrow officer shall bear respon- 
sibility for the custody, safety and correctness of entries of all 
transactions at the branch office. The designated escrow 
officer shall bear responsibility for all actions of the desig- 
nated branch escrow officer. 

Prior to issuing a new license reflecting a change of the 
designated escrow officer or branch designated escrow 
officer of a registered escrow agent, evidence must be sub- 
mitted that the responsibility for preexisting escrows is trans- 
ferred to the incoming designated escrow officer or incoming 
licensed branch escrow officer. Such evidence shall be a 
statement signed by both the outgoing designated escrow 
officer and the incoming designated escrow officer, listing all 
outstanding trust liabilities and certifying that funds in hand 
in the trust account maintained by the agent are adequate to 
meet all such trust liabilities. In the case of a change in desig- 
nated branch escrow officer, the outgoing and incoming des- 
ignated branch escrow officers must sign the statement. 

When the director or his/her designee makes a determi- 
nation that there is reason to believe that the licensee's trust 
accounting records may not be in compliance with the 
requirements of WAC 208-680E-011, the director or his/her 
designee may retain or instruct the licensee to retain a certi- 
fied public accountant or other person acceptable to the direc- 
tor, to reconcile the trust account and report whether it has 
been maintained in compliance with WAC 208-680E-011 
and report on the adequacy of the licensee's internal routine 
and controls prior to the acceptance of a new designated 
escrow officer or designated branch escrow officer.

WAC 208-680D-020 Required records. Escrow 
agents shall be required to keep the following transaction 
records as a minimum; and all records except the reconciled 
bank statements, shall identify the transaction to which they 
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pertain by escrow number or other clearly identifying infor- 
mation: 

(1) Trust account records. 

(a) Copies of all duplicate deposit slips validated by the 
bank or bearing the signature of the designated escrow officer 
and the date of actual deposit, wires, separate receipts, or 
other evidence of the deposit of funds into the trust account; 

(b) Copies of all checks, wires, or other evidence of any 
disbursement from the trust account; 

(c) Copies of all bank statements for the trust account, 
including all paid checks or copies of paid checks, electronic 
or otherwise, provided that such copies are made in such a 
manner that the endorsement on the paid check is visible and 
readable; 

(d) Client's ledger containing an individual ledger sheet 
for each transaction: Provided however, That for computer- 
ized record systems, an individual ledger sheet need not be 
maintained in the transaction files until the closing of the 
transaction if the computer records demonstrate on a daily 
basis the status of the transaction funds; 

(e) If a manual trust accounting system is employed to 
administer the trust account, copies of all written receipts and 
prenumbered checks. 

(2) Other records. 

(a) A transaction file shall be maintained to contain all 
agreements, contracts, documents, leases, escrow instruc- 
tions, closing statements and correspondence for each trans- 
action; 

(b) Reconciled bank statements and cancelled checks for 
all bank accounts of the escrow agent, including but not lim- 
ited to the pooled escrow trust accounts, individual escrow 
trust accounts, and general business operating accounts of the 
agent; 

(c) All checks and receipts produced by any computer- 
ized accounting or record system must be sequentially num- 
bered. The escrow agent shall retain the original of any 
voided or incomplete sequentially numbered check or receipt 
which was not issued.

(3) Permanent storage. After completion of the escrow 
transaction records may be stored on permanent storage 
media, such as optical disk or microfilm, provided the

ments. "Retrieval process" means the on-site ability to view 
and print the document in its original form including signa- 
tures or other writing placed upon the original document. The 
escrow agent must have in its records a statement signed by 
the supplier of the permanent storage system that the system 
does not permit the user to modify a document after it has 
been permanently stored. 

(4) Restrictions on storage. Transactions and account- 
ing records may not be stored at a remote location or on per- 
manent storage media as described in subsection (2) or (3) of 
this section if there are funds relating to the transaction, such 
as reconveyance or holdbacks, remaining in the trust bank 
account.

WAC 208-680D-040 Agreements and closings. The 
escrow agent shall be responsible for the effecting and clos- 
ing of escrow agreements between the principal parties. The 
agent shall as a minimum: 

(1) Prepare or accept an instrument of escrow instruc- 
tions among the principal parties and the escrow agent. The 
escrow instructions shall be signed by the principal parties. 
Escrow instructions shall contain any and all agreements 
between the principals and the escrow agent or incorporate 
other written agreements by reference. The escrow instruc- 
tions shall not be modified except by written agreement 
signed by the principals and accepted by the escrow agent. 

(2) Disclose in writing to the principal parties when fees 
for services provided may be realized by the escrow agent. 
The disclosure must specifically identify the fees using the 
same terminology as that provided on the closing statement 
(for example HUD1 or HUDIA), and reflect the dollar 
amount associated with each item identified as a fee payable 
to the escrow agent. For purposes of this section, fees payable 
to the escrow agent shall mean any item payable directly to 
the escrow agent whether realized by the escrow agent as 
profit, potential for profit, or the offset of justifiable costs. 

(3) Ensure that all fees and/or justifiable costs are for 
bona fide services performed by the escrow agent or contrac- 
tually ordered by the escrow agent to be performed by a third 
party to the transaction and bear a reasonable relationship in 
value to the services performed. No justifiable costs known at 
the time of closing for services performed by a third party to 
the transaction may exceed the actual cost of the third-party 
service. When the cost of a third-party service cannot be 
known with certainty at the time of closing, an escrow agent 
may: 
(a) Provide an estimate of the justifiable cost of the third- 
party service on the preliminary closing statement, disclose 
the actual justifiable cost of the third-party service on the 
final disclosure statement, and refund any amounts collected 
in excess of the actual justifiable cost of the third-party ser- 
vice to the principal parties to the transaction; or 

(b) Assume responsibility for performing the service and 
charge the principal parties to the transaction a one-time fee 
for performing the service. The one-time fee must be reason- 
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ably related to the value of the service provided. The escrow 
agent may contract with a third party to perform the service. 
The escrow agent must disclose to the principal parties to the 
transaction in the preliminary and final settlement statement 
that the fee is being paid to the escrow agent. The escrow 
agent may transfer such fees earned into the general account 
in compliance with WAC 208-680E-011 (12)(a). 

(4) Comply with the instructions for completing the clos- 
ing statement. All funds disbursed on the closing statement 
should be bona fide and supported with adequate documents. 

(5) Maintain copies of the escrow instructions and clos- 
ing statement (for example, HUD1 or HUD1IA) in the trans- 
action file. 

(6) Require an addendum to the purchase agreement for 
any and all material changes in the terms of the transaction, 
including but not limited to, changes in the financing of the 
transaction. 

(7) Provide the services and perform all acts pursuant to 
the escrow instructions. 

(8) Provide a complete detailed closing statement (for 
example HUD1 or HUDIA) as it applies to each principal at 
the time the transaction is closed. The escrow agent shall 
retain a copy of all closing statements in the transaction file, 
even if funds are not handled by the agent. The closing state- 
ments (for example HUD1 or HUD1A) shall show: 

(a) The date of closing. 

(b) The total purchase price. 

(c) An itemization of all adjustments, monies or things of 
value received or paid in compliance with requirements of 
the Real Estate Settlement Procedures Act, 12 U.S.C. Section 
2601, and Regulation X, 24 C.F.R. Section 3500 and all 
applicable rules and regulations. Such itemization must 
include the name of the person or company to whom each 
individual amount is paid, or from whom each individual 
amount is received. 

(d) A detail of debits and credits identified to each prin- 
cipal party. 

(e) Names of payees, makers and assignees of all notes 
paid, made or assumed. 

(9) Pay the net proceeds of sale directly to the seller 
unless otherwise provided in writing by the seller or a court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

(10) Obtain original signatures of the principals on either 
the preliminary or final closing statement and maintain a 
copy of the signed closing statement in the transaction file. 

(11) Provide a copy of the final closing statement to each 
principal party and to each real estate broker involved with 
the transaction.

Funds and other items or 
documents must be paid and/or disbursed immediately upon 
closing of the transaction or as specifically agreed to in writ- 
ing by all of the principal parties: Provided, That funds are 
disbursed in compliance with RCW 18.44.400(3). 

Upon written notice from any principal party that the 
ownership of the funds is in dispute or is unclear based on the 
written agreement of the parties, the escrow agent must hold 
such funds until receiving written notice from all principal 
parties that the dispute has been resolved.

WAC 208-680E-011 Administration of funds held in 
trust. The designated escrow officer or branch designated 
escrow officer on behalf of the escrow agent shall be respon- 
sible for all funds received from any principal or any party to 
an escrow transaction or escrow collection account and shall 
hold the funds in trust for the purposes of the transaction or 
agreement and shall not utilize such funds for the benefit of 
the agent or any person not entitled to such benefit. The 
escrow agent shall establish a trust bank account(s) in a rec- 
ognized Washington state depository. The escrow agent is 
responsible for depositing, holding, disbursing, and account- 
ing for funds in trust as provided herein. 

(1) The trust bank account(s) shall be designated as a 
trust account in the name of the escrow agent as certified. 
Trust bank accounts shall be noninterest bearing demand 
deposit accounts except as follows: 

(a) Interest-bearing trust bank accounts or dividend earn- 
ing investment accounts containing funds pertaining to an 
individual escrow transaction or escrow collection account 
may be established by the agent if directed by written agree- 
ment signed by the principals to the transaction and specify- 
ing the manner of distribution of accumulated interest to the 
parties to the transaction. 

(b) Interest-bearing trust bank accounts or dividend- 
earning investment accounts containing only funds held on 
behalf of an owner, vendor, lessor, etc., involving escrow col- 
lections may be established by the agent when directed by 
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written agreement or directive signed by the principals: Pro- 
vided, That all interest or earnings shall accrue to the princi- 
pals as directed in the agreement. 

(c) Interest-bearing trust bank accounts containing funds 
pertaining to transactions in which a limited practice officer 
has prepared documents under authorization set forth in APR 
12(h). 

(2) The agent shall establish and maintain a system of 
records and procedures as provided in this section. Any alter- 
native records or procedures proposed for use by the escrow 
agent shall be approved in advance by the department. 

(3) The agent is responsible for the disbursement of all 
funds received and held in trust, whether disbursed by per- 
sonal signature, signature plate, or signature of another per- 
son authorized to act on the agents behalf. The designated 
escrow officer must have signatory authority on all trust bank 
accounts. At the discretion of the designated escrow officer, 
branch designated escrow officers may be delegated signa- 
ture authority for trust bank accounts at their branch. 

(4) All funds received for any reason pertaining to an 
escrow transaction or collection account shall be deposited in 
the escrow agents trust bank account(s) not later than the first 
banking day following receipt thereof except funds owned 
exclusively by the agent. 

(5) All funds received shall be identified by the day 
received and by the amount, source, and purpose on either a 
cash receipts journal or duplicate receipt which shall be 
retained as a permanent record. 

(6) All deposits to the trust bank account(s) shall be doc- 
umented by a duplicate bank deposit slip, validated by bank 
imprint or attached deposit receipt which shall bear the signa- 
ture of the authorized representative of the agent indicating 
that the funds were actually deposited into the proper trust 
bank account. Receipt of funds by wire transfer are to be 
posted in the same manner as other receipts and there shall be 
a traceable identifying name or number supplied by the finan- 
cial institution or transferring entity. The agent must also 
make arrangements for a follow-up "hard copy" receipt for 
the deposit. 

(7) An individual client's ledger sheet shall be estab- 
lished and maintained for each escrow transaction for which 
funds are received in trust and to which all receipts and dis- 
bursements shall be posted. 

(a) Credit entries must show the date of deposit or wire 
transfer, amount, and name of remitter. 

(b) Debit entries must show the date of check, check 
number, amount of check, and name of payee. 

(8) The reconciled trust bank account(s) must equal at all 
times the outstanding trust liability to clients. The outstand- 
ing trust liability to clients must equal the trial balance of all 
escrows with undisbursed balances. 

(9) The agent shall be responsible for preparation of a 
monthly trial balance of the client's ledger, reconciling the 
ledger with both the trust account bank statement and the 
trust account receipts and disbursement records. The recon- 
ciliation will be signed by the designated escrow officer or 
branch designated escrow officer. Such reconciliations are to 
be retained as permanent records. 

(10) All disbursement of trust funds shall be made by 
check, drawn on the trust bank account, and identified on the 
check as pertaining to a specific escrow transaction or collec- 
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tion account except as provided in (a) through (e) of this sub- 
section. The number of each check, amount, date, payee, and 
the specific client's ledger sheet debited must be shown in the 
cash register or cash disbursement journal and all data must 
agree exactly with the check as written. 

(a) No disbursement from the trust account shall be made 
based upon wire transfer receipt until the deposit has been 
verified. 

(b) The escrow agent must make arrangements with the 
financial institution in which the trust bank account is located 
to provide a follow-up "hard copy" debit memo when funds 
are disbursed via wire transfer. 

(c) The escrow agent shall retain in the transaction file a 
copy of instructions signed by the owner of funds to be wire- 
transferred which identifies the receiving entity and account 
number. 

(d) Transfers between closing escrows may be made by 
ledger entries alone provided a transfer form is used contain- 
ing the date of the transfer, the amount of the funds being 
transferred, the identity of the escrow accounts being debited 
and credited, and the signature of the person authorized to 
sign checks on the escrow bank account. Intrabank debit 
memo transfer forms may be used only where the escrow 
accounts involved in the transfer are closed through the same 
bank account. The authorization for the transfer must be 
placed in each escrow file involved. 

(e) Transfers between collection escrows of a recurring 
nature must be authorized by standing instructions on file 
from the appropriate parties. 

(11) Voided checks written on the trust bank account 
shall be permanently defaced and shall be retained. 

(12)(a) A separate check shall be drawn on the trust bank 
account payable to the escrow agent for escrow and service 
fees for which the escrow agent is authorized payment there- 
for as provided in the escrow instructions. All such fees relat- 
ing to the transaction may be withdrawn by a single check 
provided such check is supported by an itemization of the 
charges on the closing or settlement statement. Each check 
shall bear the escrow or transaction number. 

(b) Collection account fees may be withdrawn by a sin- 
gle check provided such check is supported by a schedule of 
fees identified to each individual account. Such fees shall be 
withdrawn at least once monthly or as provided in the collec- 
tion contract agreement if the fees are payable for a greater 
term than monthly. 

(13) No deposits to the trust bank accounts shall be made 
of funds that do not pertain to an escrow transaction or not 
received in connection with an escrow collection account, or 
that belong to the agent, including fees to "open" the bank 
account or to keep the account from being closed. 

(14) No disbursement from the trust bank account shall 
be made: 

(a) For items not pertaining to a specific escrow transac- 
tion or escrow collection account; 

(b) In advance of the closing of an escrow transaction, or 
before the happening of a condition set forth in the escrow 
instructions, to any person or for any reason without a written 
release from all principals of the escrow transaction or collec- 
tion account, except that if the earnest money agreement ter- 
minates according to its own terms prior to closing, disburse- 
ment of earnest money funds shall be made as provided by 
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the earnest money agreement without a written release unless 
the funds are handled as provided in WAC 208-680D-060; 

(c) Pertaining to a specific escrow transaction or collec- 
tion account in excess of the actual amount held in the trust 
bank account in connection with such account; 

(d) In payment of a fee owed to any employee of an 
agent or in payment of any business expense of the agent. 
Payment of fees to employees of an agent or of any business 
expense of the agent shall be paid from the regular business 
bank account of the agent; 

(e) For bank charges of any nature. Arrangements must 
be made with the bank to have any such charges applicable to 
the trust bank accounts charged to the regular business bank 
account, or to provide a separate statement of bank charges so 
that they may be paid from the agents regular business bank 
account: Provided, That bank charges may be paid from the 
interest on accounts allowed under subsection (1)(c) of this 
section; 

(f) For preauthorization of payments by the financial 
institution for recurring expenses such as mortgage payments 
on behalf of the owner if the account contains tenant security 
deposits or funds belonging to more than one client; 

(g) Of funds received as a damage or security deposit 
involving a lease or rental contract, to the property owner or 
to any person(s) without the written authority of the lessee. 
Such funds are to be held until the end of the tenancy when 
they are to be disbursed to the person(s) entitled to the funds 
as provided by the terms of the rental or lease agreement and 
consistent with the provisions of RCW 59.18.270, Residen- 
tial Landlord-Tenant Act, or other appropriate statute. 

(h) If the financial institution's automated system does 
not have the ability to charge fees to another account, or does 
not provide a separate statement for the service fees as 
required by (e) of this subsection, and the account is debited 
for service fees, the escrow agent shall deposit within one 
banking day after receipt of notice funds from the general 
business or other nontrust account to cover the service fee 
charged. 

(15) The provisions of this section are applicable to man- 
ual or computerized accounting systems. For clarity, the fol- 
lowing is addressed for computer systems: 

(a) The system must provide for a capability to back-up 
all data files; 

(b) Receipt and check registers will be printed at least 
once monthly and retained as a permanent record. Reconcili- 
ation and trial balance will be accomplished at least once 
monthly, printed and retained as a permanent record; 

(c) The escrow agent will maintain a printed, dated 
source document file to support any changes to existing 
accounting records; 

(d) If the program has the ability to write checks, the 
check number must be preprinted on the check or retained 
voucher copy by the supplier (printer). The program may 
assign suffixes or subaccount codes before or after the check 
number for identification purposes; 

(e) The check number must appear in the magnetic cod- 
ing which also identifies the account number for readability 
by the financial institution's computer; 

(f) All checks written must be included within the com- 
puter accounting system. 
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(16) Unclaimed funds are governed by the Uniform 
Unclaimed Property Act of 1983, chapter 63.29 RCW. If the 
agent has funds classified as unclaimed, the designated 
escrow officer or branch designated escrow officer shall con- 
tact the department of revenue for disposition instructions. 
The agent shall maintain a record of the correspondence relat- 
ing to unclaimed funds for a period of five years.

(a) Access, during reasonable business hours, to the 
offices and places of business, books, accounts, papers, files, 
records, including electronic records, computers, safes, and 
vaults of all such persons. Access must be given to both the 
trust account records and general business account records; 
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(b) Interview any person subject to RCW 18.44.020, or 
any employee or independent contractor of any person sub- 
ject to RCW 18.44.020; 

(c) Interview any principal party or agent to the transac- 
tion; 

(d) The filing of statements in writing by any person, 
under oath or otherwise, as to all facts and circumstances 
concerning the matters under examination;

(3) "Principal" means any person who controls, directly 
or indirectly through one or more intermediaries, alone or in 
concert with others, a ten percent or greater interest in a part- 
nership, company, corporation, or association, or the owner 
of a sole proprietorship. 

(4) "RCW" means the Revised Code of Washington. 

(5) "Unsafe or unsound practice" means a practice or 
conduct by a person licensed or required to be licensed by the 
act to provide money services, or an authorized delegate of 
such a person, which creates the likelihood of material loss, 
insolvency, or dissipation of the licensee's assets, or other- 
wise materially prejudices the financial condition of the lic- 
ensee or the interests of its customers.

WAC 208-690-035 Authorized delegates, limitation, 
inclusion.

(d) Forty thousand dollars if the applicant or licensee had 
money transmission receipts of at least three million but less 
than four million dollars for the previous twelve months. 

(e) Fifty thousand dollars if the applicant or licensee had 
money transmission receipts of four million dollars or more 
for the previous twelve months. 

In addition to these amounts, the penal sum of the bond 
is increased by ten thousand dollars for each additional loca- 
tion where that applicant provides money services, including 
each location of authorized delegates, and each location 
owned and operated by the applicant, up to a maximum total 
amount of five hundred thousand dollars.

(vi) The applicant has allowed a business under its con- 
trol to deteriorate to a condition of insolvency determined by 
the fact that its liabilities exceed its assets or it cannot meet its 
liabilities as they mature; 

(d) The applicant, or any authorized delegate thereof, 
fails to respond to a request for information from the director; 

(e) The description of the screening process used by the 
applicant in selecting authorized delegates supplied by the 
applicant describes a process that is ineffective in determin- 
ing the fitness of proposed authorized delegates; 

(f) The applicant has failed to register with the United 
States Department of the Treasury as required by 31 U.S.C. 
Section 5330; 

(g) The applicant, an executive officer, proposed respon- 
sible individual, board director, or person in control is listed 
on the specially designated nationals and blocked persons list 
prepared by the United States Department of the Treasury as 
a potential threat to commit terrorist acts or to finance terror- 
ist acts. 

(2) In lieu of denying an application as authorized by any 
of the findings in subsection (1) of this section, the director 
may return the application or extend the review period if the 
director determines that the condition or circumstances that 
would likely lead to denial may be temporary and resolved 
satisfactorily within a reasonable period of time. The director 
may resume processing the application if the director deter- 
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mines that a favorable resolution of the disqualifying condi- 
tion has occurred. 

(3) The director may revoke or suspend a license and 
issue an order to cease and desist operations as a money ser- 
vices licensee if: 

(a) Another jurisdiction initiates an adverse action 
against the money services license of the licensee; or 

(b) Upon finding the existence of any condition or fact 
that would have led to denial of a license if known by the 
director during the processing of the application.

ENFORCEMENT 


WAC 208-690-180 Authority to conduct examina- 
tions and investigations. (1) For the purposes of discovering 
violations of chapter 19.230 RCW or these rules, discovering 
unsafe and unsound practices, or securing information law- 
fully required under chapter 19.230 RCW, the director may at 
any time, either personally or by designee, investigate or 
examine the business and, wherever located, the books, 
accounts, records, papers, documents, files, and other infor- 
mation used in the business of every licensee or its authorized 
delegates, and of every person who is engaged in the business 
of providing money services, whether the person acts or 
claims to act under or without the authority of chapter 19.230 
RCW. For these purposes, the director or designated repre-

sentative shall have free access to the offices and places of 
business, books, accounts, papers, documents, other informa- 
tion, records, files, safes, and vaults of all such persons. The 
director may require the attendance of and examine under 
oath all persons whose testimony may be required about the 
business or the subject matter of any investigation, examina- 
tion, or hearing and may require such person to produce 
books, accounts, papers, documents, records, files and any 
other information the director or designated person declares 
is relevant to the inquiry. The director may require the pro- 
duction of original books, accounts, papers, documents, 
records, files, and other information; may require that such 
original books, accounts, papers, documents, records, files, 
and other information be copied; or make copies himself or 
herself or by designee of such original books, accounts, 
papers, documents, records, files, or other information. If the 
director determines that there is a danger that original records 
may be destroyed, altered, or removed to deny access, or 
hinder an examination or investigation, or that original docu- 
ments are necessary for the preparation of a criminal referral, 
the director may take possession of originals of any items 
described in this section, regardless of the source of such 
items. Originals and copies taken by the director may be held, 
returned, or forwarded to other regulatory or law enforcement 
officials as determined necessary by the director. The direc- 
tor or designated person may issue a subpoena or subpoena 
duces tecum requiring attendance or compelling production 
of the books, accounts, papers, documents, records, files, or 
other information. 


(2) The licensee, applicant, or person subject to licensing 
under this chapter shall pay the cost of examinations and 
investigations as specified in RCW 19.230.320 and WAC 
208-690-170. 


(3) Information obtained during an examination or 
investigation under these rules may be disclosed only as pro- 
vided in RCW 19.230.190. 


(4) The director may retain attorneys, accountants, or 
other professionals and specialists as examiners, auditors or 
investigators, to conduct or assist in the conduct or examina- 
tions or investigations. The cost of these services shall be 
borne by the person who is the subject of the examination or 
investigation.

DEFINITIONS 


WAC 208-700-010 Definitions. The definitions in this 
section apply throughout the chapter unless the context 
clearly requires otherwise. 

(1) "Department" means the department of financial 
institutions. 

(2) "Director" means the director of the department. 

(3) "Mortgage lending fraud prosecution account" or 
"account" means the account established under RCW 
36.22.181, 40.320.140, and 43.320.1401 (chapter 289, Laws 
of 2003). 

(4) "Mortgage lending process" means the process 
through which a person seeks or obtains a residential mort- 
gage loan including, but not limited to, solicitation, applica- 
tion or origination, negotiation of terms, third party provider 
services, underwriting, signing and closing, and funding of 
the loan. 

(5) "Person" means a natural person, corporation, com- 
pany, limited liability corporation, partnership, or associa- 
tion. 

(6) "Prosecutorial agency" means the office of the Wash- 
ington attorney general, the office of the United States Attor- 
ney, or the office of any county prosecutor in the state of 
Washington. 

(7) "Residential mortgage loan" means any loan prima- 
rily for personal, family, or household use secured by a mort- 
gage or deed of trust on residential real estate upon which is 
constructed or intended to be constructed a single family 
dwelling or multiple family dwelling of four or fewer units. 

(8) "Third-party provider" means any person other than a 
mortgage broker or lender who provides goods or services in 
connection with the preparation of a borrower's loan and 
includes, but is not limited to, credit reporting agencies, title 
companies, appraisers, structural and pest inspectors, or 
escrow companies.

WAC 208-700-020 Authorization for use of funds. 
The director is authorized to disburse funds held under this 
chapter to cover the expenses of any prosecutorial agency for 
the purposes of prosecuting fraudulent activities in the mort- 
gage lending process, whether the knowledge of such activity 
arises from a direct complaint or the independent investiga- 
tion of the department of any law enforcement agency. Such 
prosecution expenses may include, but are not limited to: 

(1) Training. 

(2) Investigation. 

(3) Discovery. 

(4) Trial preparation and trial. 

(5) Witness expenses. 

(6) Sentencing. 

(7) Appeal.

WAC 208-700-030 Application and approval for dis- 
bursement of funds. (1) At the director's discretion, the 
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208-700-040 


department may establish any of the following means for 
application, approval and disbursement of funds: 

a. A written agreement or memorandum of understand- 
ing with a prosecutorial agency covering expenses for a set 
period of time or the expenses for a particular prosecution. 
Each agreement or memorandum of understanding shall 
identify the effective period, the expenses to be covered, the 
dollar limit, the manner and form of billing expenses and the 
process for disbursement of the funds, and shall be signed by 
an authorized representative of the prosecutorial agency, and 
the director or the director's designee. 

b. A written application submitted to the department for 
payment of prosecution expenses. Such written application 
shall be in a form acceptable to the director and shall include 
at a minimum the following information: 

i. The prosecutorial agency applicant name, address and 
contact information. 

ii. The case name and description including the details of 
persons and crimes under consideration. 

iii. The court and county where the charges are or may be 
filed. 

iv. The expenses or range of expenses to be reimbursed. 

c. An invoice and voucher submitted after the prosecuto- 
rial expenses have been incurred, which shall include all the 
information required under "b," above. 

(2) The department will approve or deny the application 
in a written letter. The letter of approval shall contain the 
terms of payment including the maximum amount to be reim- 
bursed, the billing process to be followed by the prosecutorial 
agency, reporting requirements to the department and the 
procedures by which the department shall disburse the funds. 

(3) A completed invoice or voucher in a form acceptable 
to the director shall be submitted for all prosecution expenses 
for which payment or reimbursement from the account is 
sought.

WAC 208-700-040 Disbursement limitation. The 
director is not required to disburse any funds unless the mort- 
gage lending fraud prosecution account contains sufficient 
funds to cover planned disbursements under an agreement, 
memorandum of understanding or approved application.

make disbursements from the department's own operating 
funds.
